Washington, D. C., June 19.—[Special. ]—In 
gpite of a tariff dizcussion which has now con- 
tinued for months and will proceed a little 
while longer before it is settled the country 
certainly is marching on to the tune of abso- 


jute prosperity. 

When the books are balanced for the fiscal 
year ending on the last day of this month the 
government reports will show absolutely a 
positive revival of industry and of business. 
More money is being made per capita and 
more of it spent than for a long time past. 
There is every indication that the financial 
and commercial! setback following upon the 
panic of 1907 has come to an end. 

There are no signs of an abnormal boom, 
but the prophets of the administration are 
absolutely satisfied that the finances of the 
country once more are upon a sound founda- 
tion and progress will be made without re- 
gard to a tariff settlement, although it would 
be much more rapid if the views of the presi- 
dent prevailed than if Senator Aldrich and 

. the standpat element in congress should suc- 
ceed in their conspiracy to prevent real re- 
vision downward. 


Demand for Labor Increases. 


There is no avenue of commercial or in- 

dustrial development which presents to the 
government in its report any really discour- 
aging feature. There are a good many men 
out of work, of course, but they are going 
to work rapidly, and the demand for labor, 
-gceording to reports here, is increasing al- 
most daily. 

When the financial! panic of the fall of 1907 
enveloped the country it had a great many 
indirect effects. Only a month or two pre- 

- vious, it will be remembered, railroads were 
being subjected to most violent criticism be- 
cause of the shortage of cars to move the 
immense-crops and to dispose of the large 
accumulations of manufactured products. 
There was a famine in coa! in many places, 
not due to any strike in the mines but to the 
absolute inability of railromd companies to 
satisfy the demands made uponthem. It was 
a boom for them which they could not take 
advantage of, because they were not in a 
position to furnish the necessary facilities. 
Wise and conservative railroad managers 
like James J. Hill declared it would require 
billions of money carefully expended to en- 
able the principal trunk lines of the country 
to handle the business which was being 
fiercely thrust upon them. 


Plans for Vast Improvements. 


Almost every big transportation line was 
making plans for vast improvements. These 
involved déuble tracking and tunneling and 
reduction of curves, and in addition hun- 
dreds -of thousands of locomotives and pas- 
genger cars, besides vast terminal] projects 
in almost every large city and a supply of 
yard space and country switches to handle 
a traffic which seemed to grow much more 

. rapidly than the railroads could provide 
for it under the most favorable circum- 
stances. 

About this time and previous to the panic 
came revelations of the speculative control 
of railroads by men like Harriman involving 
& vast amount of stock watering. The peo- 

“ple who had money to invest became sus- 
piclous, and long before Heinze and Morse 
. precipitated the bank panic in New York 
the railroads found themselves in the un- 
pleasant situation of being unable to borrow 
enough money to carry out the varied proj- 
ects of improvement which were absolutely 
necessary before they could extend their 
‘facilities and increase their profits without 
actually raising rates. 

With the failure to secure necessary funds 

the railroads held back their plans for im- 
‘provement until the financial cloud should 
roll by. Then came the panic. At first 
general business was not affected, but prac- 
_ theal suspension of payments by all the banks 
in the country reacted upon legitimate com- 
Merce. Merchants everywhere, wholesale 
and retail, began to retrench and shut down 
their ‘orders. No one knew then whether 
the storm would be temporary or of long 
. tontinuance. 


Expansion Follows Slump. 

Manufacturers cut down their products in 
Slmost every line, and almost in the twink- 
ling of an eye railroads which had been 
Subjected to the censure of the community 
because they could not supply facilities for 
handling the vast amount of business found 
their switch tracks loaded up with idle cars 
Which were eating their heads off, tO mix 
Metaphors a littie.

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MOTHER ISCRAZED 
BY SIGEL TRAGEDY 


She Blames Self for Death of 
Hero’s Granddaughter 
Who Was Killed by 

‘ Chinaman. 


SLAYER MONGOL DON JUAN 


Owner of Chop Suey Joint Ad- 
mits He Knew Girl _Disap- 
peared and Advertised 
for Return. 


New York, June 20—3 a. m.—[Special.)— 
The Sigel family at 2 a. m. this morning is- 
sued a statement denying that the murdered 
girl was Bisie Sigel and saying they will not 
bury the body. 


New York, June 19.—{Special.]—The brutal 
murder of Elsie Sigel, granddaughter : of 
Gen. Franz Sigel and a Chinese Sunday 
schoo] teacher and miasion worker, by Wil- 
liam Leon, a Christianized Chinaman, has 
driven the mother of the girl insane. Mrs. 
Sigel was removed to a sanitarium this 
aftcrnoon, shouting reproaches at herself for 
having interested her daughter in the Chi- 
nese mission work. 

Poor little Elsie Sigel, whose body was 
found in a trunk in the rooms of Leon— 
whose Chinese name is Leung Lim—yester- 
day evening, was the victim of the method of 
teaching Chinamen Christianity by an indi- 
vidual teacher in the Sunday school system. 

Following the lead of her mother, who long 
had been identified with the Chinese Sunday 
school missions, including that of the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian church, the girl be- 
Heved it to be her mission in life to save 
Chinese souls. 


Relatives’ Protests in Vain. 

This was done in the face of objections 
made by the father of Elsie, first to the part 
her mother took In the mission and then more 
particularly to the interest his daughter 
took in the slum work. He could not @is- 
suade his wife from her purpose, however, 
even when the family was forced to change 
their place of residence because neighbors 
objected to the number of Chinese enter- 
tained there. 

Other relatives also protested in vain 
against the work of the two women among 
the yellow men of New York City. Franz 
Sigel, an uncle of the murdered girl, and 
one of four sons who survive Gen. Frans 
Sigel, has been estranged from his brother's 
family because of Mrs. Sigel's activity among 
the Chinese. In this time of trouble, how- 
ever, he put aside his resentment and called 
at the Sigel home today. He said that he 
warned Mrs. Sigel many times against asso- 
clating with Chinese in the hope of canvert- 
ing them to Christianity. 

‘* Speaking as the uncle of Elsie Sigei,”’ he 
said, ‘‘I would warn all women against as- 


sociation with Chinamen, either in church. 


or otherwise. I do not believe one tn a thou- 
sand of the so-called conversions of China- 
men is genuine. 

‘* My niece was an innocent girl. She had 
few associates outside of those chosen for 
her by her mother, and she honestly believed 
it was her mission to Christianize Chinamen. 
Too late she realized that the feeling of the 
Mongolian toward white women is animal 
feeling. I believe this Chinaman, Leon, 
killed Elsie in a spirit of animal revenge.” 


Arrest May Aid Solution. 

The police claim to have made good prog- 
ress in their hunt for the slayer tonight when 
the manager of the restaurant at 9 Mott 
street, where Leon used to work and where 
Elsie Sigel had been seen with him, was ar- 
rested. Detectives got word that the man- 
ager, Chu Gain, knew a good dea! about the 
case. They heard that Chu Gain had both- 
ered Elsie Sigel. 

Gain at first maintained dogged silence. 
Then, under the third degree, he broke down, 
the detectives say, and confessed he had 
known Miss Sigel intimately 

Gain told the police he knew of Miss Sige! 
having disappeared. He professed not to 
know where she had gone. He admitted 
that on Monday he caused an advertisement 
to be inserted in the New York Herald which 
he thought would induce the girl to go home, 
This advertisement read: 

Elsie: Everyb heartbroken; everything 
forgiven. Telephone, LOUISE. 

Gain went on to tell the police why he signed 
the advertisement ‘* Louise,”’ but the police 
did not make this detail public. 


Letters Show Girl’s Love. 

Further investigation shows that besides 
being interested in the spiritual welfare of 
the Chinese, Elsie Sigel was infatuated with 
the short haired mission Chinaman in whose 
dirty room over a chop suey joint at 782 
Eighth avenue her body was found. She 
wrote to Leung Lim, or William L. Leon, as 
he was known at the White and Yellow Sun- 
day schools, thirty-five letters in the last 
two years, nearly every letter being studded 
with phrases of endearment. 

These letters to “ Dearest Lim,’’ together 
with affectionate or imploring notes from 
another white woman who signed herself 
“‘ Nellie,”’ and packets of picture postcards 
from a dozen white women were found in the 
room of the Chinaman early this morning 
when detectives poked about In Leung’s dig. 
ordered effects for clews to the murdered 
girl’s identity. 

They were scattered bere and there among 
hundreds of pictures of women, all white 
women, photographs of actresses, colored 
post cards, showing giris in the lowest of low 
necked dresses, calendars like those which: 
whisky houses frequently distribute, display- 
ing full formed women in the filmiest 
drapery; suggestive pictures and coléred lith- 
ographs selected to fit in Leon’s singular gal- 
lery. 

: Reproach Leon for Coldness. 

Some of the letters were undated. Others 
went back to the spring of 1907. Still others 
had been written recently. All of them were 
signed simply “‘ Elsie,”’ but they contained 
allusions that left no doubt as to the identity 
of the girl who wrote them. A few of the 
longer ones reproached the Chinaman for 
coldness toward the girl that loved him, but 
many held no hint she doubted the China- 
man's affection. On the contrary, they 
glowed warmly with assurances of her own 
devotion, 

One of the longer letters, undated, was as 
follows: 

“ You seem to be growing cold to me, Just 
think of the sacrifice I made for you, my family, 
my friends, For God’s sake don’t forsake me, 

“ ELSIE.” 

The letters containing endearing notes 

came to Leon not only from Elsie Sigel, but

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15 DIE IN ELECTRIC WRECK 


Collision on South Shore Line 
Near Chesterton, Ind. 


INJURED NUMBER OVERSCORE 


Hospital in South Bend Opened to Re- 
ceive Victims, 


Chesterton, Ind., June 20,3 a. m.—[Spe- 
clal.]—Fifteen persons were reported killed 
and twenty-five Injured in a head on collision 
on the South Shore Electric railroad, eight 
miles west of Michigan City tonight. Most 
of the victims were residents of Michigan 
City and Porter, Ind. Many of them were re- 
turning from the Crown Point auto races. 
Eleven bodies have been taken from the 
wreck. 

The names of the persons whose bodies 
have been identified follow: 

GILBERTSON, EDGAR, porter. 

JOHNSON, CHARLES, porter. 

REED ——, motorman, Michigan City. 
Collide on Steep Hill. 

The collision occurred on a steep hill at 
Samuel's crossing. The west bound car was 
coming at high speed down a long hill, which 
is formed by the elevated structure under 
which the Lake Shore railroad tracks pass. 
The car was well filled. At the foot of the 
hill it met an east bound car, also going at 
a terrific speed. 

The cars were buried In each other. The 
motorman of the west bound car was killed, 
while the motorman of the east bound car 
put on his brakes and jumped. 

According to some of the passengers who 
were injured, the collision was due to a mis- 
understanding in orders. One of the pas- 
sengers was Courtes Kline of South Bend. 

He stetes that the eastbound car had the 
right of way, the crew having orders to pass 
the westbound car at a point two miles fur- 
ther east. The conductor on the eastbound 
car had the orders in his pocket, Kline says, 
and vindicated himself by showing them to 
the injured passengers. 

Must Have Seen Oncoming Train. 

According to Kline, the motorman of the 
east bound car must have seen the on- 
rushing west bound train, as he had thrown 
off his power and brought the car to a stand- 
still before being struck. Had both the cars 
been running at full speed the loss of life 
would have been much greater, Kline says. 

Immediately after word of the accident was 
recetved physicians and nurses were sent 
out on special trains to aid the injured, and 
the hospital at South Bend was notified to 
prepare to receive the injured. It was in- 
tended to send the wounded to South Bend 
on a special train over the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railroad, which parallels 
the interurban line at this point.

kindling wood, with many bodies, both of 
dead and wounded, pinioned beneath. 
Because of the difficulty to be overcome, 
the progress in recovering the dead was slow, 
and up to midnight only eleven bodies had 
been recovered. It was estimated that at 
least four more bodies were under the débris, 


Impossible to Release Motorman. 

The motorman on the west bound car was 
found pinned between the two vestibules of 
the cars and could not be plainly seen, but 
his position was such as to make rescue im- 
possible. The conductor on the same car 
escaped with a broken de and several ribs 
fractured. 

Among the fatally injured is Ray Merriman 
of South Bend, a bridegroom of three 
months, who, in company with his brother- 
in-law, R. Lyle Kelly of South Bend, was 
sitting In the smoking compartment when 
the crash came. 

Both were hurled into a corner and when 
extricated from the wreckage they were cov- 
ered with blood which was gushing from a 
dozen wounds. Merriman’s worst injuries 
were internal, and he was removed to a near- 
by farmhouse, where physicians said he was 
fatally hurt. 

Kelley was at first also supposed to be fa- 
tally injured, but after being removed to the 
farmhouse he revived and was able to be 
taken to South Bend. 


Entire Family Injured. 

Don Brugger and E. B. Calvert suffered 
less. and one of a family from Mishawaka, 
consisting of a mother and two daughters. 
all sustained serious injuries. Their names 
could not be learned, as they were hurried 
on to their homes. 

The South Shore line, the official name of 
which is the Chicago, Lake Shore and 
South Bend railway, operates a line from 
South Bend to Kensington, Il., its cars run- 
ning at high speed, frequently covering 
sixty-five miles an hour. 

The last accident on the line occurred 
four monthe ago, at Cavanaugh, Ind., when 
more than a score of persons weree killed 
and a&S many more hurt.

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BRITISH CRUISER IS SUNK? 


Collision Said to Have Preceded 
Foundering of the Sappho. 


CREW OF 278 IN PERIL. 


| Most of the Men Saved, but Details of 


Accident Not at Hand. 


LONDON, June 20, 3 a. m.—The British 
cruiser Sappho, it is believed here, was sunk 
last night in collision with an unknown mer- 
chant vessel off Dungeness. The fate of the 
latter is unknown. 

The lifeboats landed 200 of the Sappho’s 
crew, and it is reported that no lives were 
lost. 

This is not certain, however, for the cruiser 
ordinarily carries a complement of 273 men. 
If all were aboard when the collision took 
place, it is likely there was considerable loss 
of life. 

The Sappho ts a cruiser of the third class, 
having a length of 300 feet and a displace- 
ment of 3,400 tons. Its indicated horse power 
is set down at 9,861. It was built at Poplar 
and was launched in 1891. 


INSPECTOR WHEELER FREES 
MONKEY TAKEN AS A THIEF. 


Simian’s Owner Protests That Animal 
Is Good and Makes Him Assume At- 
titude of Prayer. 


For the first time in the history of the Chi- 
cago police department a monkey was ar- 
rested last night on suepicion of being a thief. 
The Simian proved to the satisfaction of In- 
spector Wheeler that he was innocent of 
wrongdoing and was released. 

Several complainte had been made to the 
Harrison street police that a monkey was 
picking pockets in the district. Among 
those who reported thefts was Albert Red- 
dick, an employé of the American Music 
hall. He said he was watching the antics 
of a monkey I'riday night at Wabash avenue 
and Harrison street. The Italian organ 
grinder, to whom the anima! belonged, told 
it to jump on the shoulders of spectators. 
Reddick carried a gold watch in the out- 
side top pocket of his coat, which he missed 
soon after the monkey leaped from his shoul- 
der. 

Inspector Wheeler was in his office when 
the monkey and its owner were brought in. 

“ What's your name?” asked the inspec- 
tor of the Italian.

ROAD TORN; TIRE TROUBLES. 


Robertson a Notable Viciim of Many 
Ignition Mishaps. 


To the layman. the fact that only five cars 
were still going at the end_of the big auto- 
mobile race seemed stfange, but\py those fa- 
miliar with the road racing ganje and who 
understand its various angles, rhe fact was 
more easily understood.“ Martiy called at- 
tention to the fact that in the light car race 
on Friday the winning machine averaged 
fifty-one miles an hour, while yesterday cars 
that were higher powered and heavier did 
not reach that speed.

500. Statements by officials of the club in- 
dicated that the deficit to be shouldered will 
be in the neighborhood of $20,000.

Thinks Races Great Success. 

Mr. Cobe was asked for his general opinion 
on the series just closed. 

“TY think the races were a great success,”’ 
replied Mr. Cobe. “‘ The executive commit- 
tee deserves great credit for the way it kept 
the course policed. 

I think 
it has shown that an event of this kind can 
be run with comparative safety.

The teeth of 
the murdered girl were, according to the 
aunt, just the same sort, remarkably white 
and pgrfect as those of Migs Sigel's. 

When Policeman Burfleld, stationed at the 
morgue, showed the visitors a pair of eye- 
glasses that had been found in the dead 
girl's back hair the visitors said they were 
just such glasses as those worn by Miss Sigel. 

One of the queerest tangles of the case, the 
persistent refusal of the parents to positively 
identify the body, was unchanged even late 
tonight. The mutilated body lies unclaimed 
ir. the morgue, and if no action is taken by 
the family Elsie Sigel may be buried in 
potter's field. 

This attitude of Mr. and Mrs. Sigel is 
taken, despite Mrs. Sigel's identification of 
the jewelry found as,having belonged to her 
daughter and despite statements by other rel- 
atives that the victim was without doubt 
Elsie. 

Coroner Finds Brutality Proof. 

Further investigation of the crime shows 
more brutal details. Coroner's Physician 
O’Hanlon, after a careful autopsy, an- 
nounced the finding of evidence that might 
indicate the girl had been smothered after a 
struggle. Bruises were found outside the 
right thigh, inside the left thigh, and on the 
upper left arm, which the physician said had 
been enade before death. On the other hand, 
there was no sign on the neck to Indicate 
strangulation. Asphyxia or stifling, how- 
ever, was indicated by congestion of the heart 
and lungs. 

While Dr. O’ Hanlon believes the girl stified, 
he admits she may have been dosed with 
poison beforehand to prevent her defending 
herself. The viscera of the stomach was re- 
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moved and sent to Prof. George A. Ferguson 
of the College of Physicians and Surgeons for 
analysis. 

One of the discoveries regarded by the police 
as significant*is that Miss Sigel’s shoes and 
stockings were not found in the room where 
her body was discovered. It is inferred fro 
this that she had been kept a prisoner there 
and that her footwear was taken from her to 
prevent her leaving the room. 

The police now have set the evening of 
Wednesday, June 9, as the time when the 
murder occurred. Leon, the Chinaman known 
far and wide among the missions of Greater 
New York as a remarkable convert to Chris- 
tianity, skipped away on the night of the 
same day. 

Message Sent as Blind. — 

That same night a telegram arrived at the 
Sigel home, 209 Wadswerth avenue, Washing- 
ton Heights. It was sent from Washington, 
and signed with the girl's initials, “ Ez. Cc. 3” 
Mrs. Sigel, already greatly worried be- 
cause her daughter had left home in the 
morning and had not come back and could 
not be located at the Chinese mission, 10 
Mott street. or any other of the missions 
where she met Chinamen, tore it open hasty 
ily and read: 

“Will be home soon or Sunday evening. 
Don't worry.” 

There isn’t a reasonable chance in ten thou- 
sand that Elsie Sigel sent that telegram from 
Washington, but it is likely, indééd, that who- 
ever strangled her put it on the wire to mis- 
lead the Sigels and delay the uproar that 
would lessen his chances of dodging arrest, 
One of the first things the police did today 
was to ask Maj. Sylvester, chief of the Wash- 
ington police, to drag the tewn for traces of 
Leon. They managed to find there that the 
telegram was not delivered to the telegraph 
office by a woman, but they hadn't discov- 
ered tonight whether the sender was a China- 
man or not. 

The dead girl's cousin, Mabel Sigel, a girl 
of 19, was the only one of the Sigel family 
who talked at all freely about Elsie or her 
relations with the Chinamen or missions to- 
day. 

“ Elsie and me weren't the same, no, nota 
little bit,’’ said Mabel.*’I ain’t been goin’ 
round with any Chinks, I'll have you know 
that. I ain’t got no use for 'em.”’ 

Elsie had received a post card on the 
morning of June 9 from Mrs. Franz Sigel, 
her grandmother, who lives at 1008 Simpson 
street, in the Bronx. Old Mrs. Sigel was 
fond of Elsie, said Mabel, and didn’t know 
about the girl’s fondness for Chinese com- 
panions. She wrote asking the girl to visit 
her that day, and Elsie got ready to leave the 
house as soon as she had read the card. 

‘It’s a cinch she didn't dress to go out of 
town, or to make a long stay wmnywhere,” 
said Mabel. ‘‘ She just threw on a lot of old 
duds, an old three-quarter length tallormade, 
a pair of old shoes, and a pink leghorn hat 
that had seen better days. I think she put’ 
on rubbers, too.’’ 


Message Reassures the Family. 

When Elsie didn’t return that afternoon 
or early that @ight her mother became nerv- 
ous. The girl had been used to going out 
frequently in the evening, to “ the China- 
town and Bowery settlement for girls,”’ a? 
10 Mott street, and to other smoky holes, 
where she read the bible and prayed with 
laundrymen, but she was always home, Ma- 
bel said, before 9 p. m. 

When that hour had passed and stil] no 
Elsie, Mrs. Sigel grew hysterical from fright. 
She insisted something must have happened 
to the girl. It was ascertained speedily that 


*ghe hadn't been at Mrs. Franz Sigel’s house 


and, further, that she hadn't sent any word 
there. Mrs. Sige! went to the telephone and 


called up several places where the girl might. 


be, but still no news of her. ts 
Then came the telegram from Washington. 
It was reassuring, of course, and the family 
Quit worrying for a few dafs. They couldnt 
understand why Elsie had been so silly a8 to 
run aver to Washington in the old clothes she 
wore when she left home, but they waited 
to hear more. They heard nothing further 
until they were asked to identify the body. 
** That pin the police found in Leon's room, 
the one with the initials, ‘ P. C. S.," was mine, 
said Mabel. “I got it when I went to the 
Packard Commercial school. Elsie took @ 


fancy to it and I let her wear it. She had™ 


it on when she left home.”’ 

Mabel Sigel also had warned her cousin 
against her connection with Chinamen. 

“I often told Elsie,’ said Mabel, “that 
she should be careful about associating with 
the Chinanien she met at the Sunday schools 
and missions. She told me her life work 
would be that of saving the souls of China- 
men; she believed God had called her to 
do it. a 

“The Chinaman Leon was an educated 
man, but there was another Chinaman inter- 


ested in Elsie whom she met at the mission | 


at 10 Mott street. I am told thata letter was 
found in Leon's room warning him to keep 
away from WBisie. I think this letter was 
written by the other Chinaman.” 


Chinamen Hide All Knowledge. 


The detectives were forced to the conclusion 
that the girl went downtown to keep an 
appéintment with Leon and went with the 
Chinaman to his room cn the fourth floor at 
782 Eighth avenue. They can't believe that 
any other theory is tenable, save that she 
was murdered on the day she left home and 
that the murderer fled in sharp haste the 
moment he had disposed of the body. On 
that lead they tried to pump something out 
of the three Crinamen arrested late Friday 
night, Yee Kim, a waiter in the chop suey 
house; Tchin Song, the cook, and Ong Wing 
of Chinatown. 

When these inscrutable persons were taken 
before Coroner Harburger this morning they 
had ironed all the expression out of their 
faces. It was a case of “no sabby’’ and the 
blankest of looks. Capt. Carey believed the 
waiter and the cook must have known some- 
thing about the presence of white women in 
the rooms that Sun Leung. the proprietor, 
rented to Leon and Chung Sing, who also is 
missing, but Yee Kim and Tchin Song in- 
sisted calmly that they ‘no lookee.”’ 

Finally Clifford Losey. a 14-year-old boy, 
testified he had seen Ong Wing at Coney 
island with Sun Leung and this loosened Ong 
Wing's tonguea bit. Then Yee Kim remem. 
bered that Mrs. Sigel came to the restaurant 
last Sunday night inquiring for Leon, as the 
mission people called him. 


Jealousy Cause, Says Woman. 


When she heard that Leon was out and that 
the ‘‘ boss,” Sun Leung, was out, and that 
everybody else she asked for was out, she 
dropped into a chair for a few minutes, but 
seid nothing. Then she went away. Lee 
Yim protested with growing volubility he 
did not know Elsie Sige!.

Mrs. Ashcroft is better known tothe public 
by her maiden name, Isabelle V. Lyon. Last 
March she was married to Ralph W. Ash- 
croft, who had for some time prior to that 
acted as business agent for Mr. Clemens. 
When the couple returned from the honey- 
moon the property, which is now in the cus- 
tody of the sheriff, was presented to the bride 
by Mr. Clemens.

in Mexico, and that he had requested the dis- 
trict attorney to inquire fully into the possi- 
bility of beginning prosecutions if the respon- 
sibility for the appropriation is established. 

Although Dr. Evans declined to discuss 
the matter, W. W. Evans, a bailiff in the Mu- 
nicipal court, to whom the letter was deliv- 
ered by mistake, asserted that he was inno- 
cent of any crime against the posta! laws. 

‘* The letter was delivered at my address in 
Kimbark avenue,” he said, * and of course I 
opened it. Lots of mail comes to me thatl 
don’t know anything about even after I have 
read it.’’ 

He admitted discovering that the letter was 
not intended for him. 


. Refers to Transfer of Stock. 

He was asked how he knew the letter 
might touch on Dr. Evans’ affairs. 

“Why, anybody might guess that,”’ he 
said. ‘‘ You don’t have to be a John De 
Sousa to tell that, especiallys if you had 
worked in the health department for years, as 
I had. The only name in the letter that I 
remember was Dr. John A. Wesener, and do 
you know who heis? He's Dr. Evans’ asso- 
ciate in the Columbus laboratories.”’ 

The letter asked Dr. Evans’ brother Ao 
turn over to Dr. Wesener stock certificates 
45 and 46 in the American Milk Products 
company, but Dr. Evans’ name was not men- 
tioned. Bailiff Evans said he had talked to 
the head of the commission about the letter 
recently, but he declined to state the nature 
of the conversation. He refused to say what 
hand he had in the use of the letter since he 
received it last March. 

It has been reported that beside the state- 
ment that it was offered to Dr. Evans for 
a price it was. offered to Speaker Shurtleff 
of the state legislature during his attack on 
Dr. Evans—that he was asked $200 for it, and 
that it was sold later for $25. 

Full Investigation Is Urged. 
‘“‘T spoke to one or two people about the 


letter,’’ admitted Bailiff Evans, ** but Ia.dn’t 
offer it for sale and I didn’t try to shake 


|} down Dr. Evans. When I was called over 


to Inspector Stuart's office Dr. Evans was 
there and he asked meif I had sent anybody 
to him with an offer.to sell. I should say I 
didn't. 

**All I did was to turn the letter over to a 
man. They wahted to know who it was, and 
I told them. en they let mego. I think 
they talked to the man I gave the letter to.” 

Gen. Swart refused to talk about his inves- 
tic¢ation, but it was said that Dr. Evans had 
not asked the department to obtain posses- 
sion of the letter. His object, it was af- 
firmed, was to prosecute the men who had ap- 
propriated it. He is said to have {. -nished 
the names of men thought to have known 
the history of the letter. 

It was reported that the transfer of the 
letter to a man interested in the fight against 
Dr. Evans and the pasteurization ordinance 
was made in a south side saloon, and that 
the affidavit that Bailiff Evans owned no 
stock in the American Milk Products com- 
pany that accompanied it was acknowledged 
by a deputy clerk of the Municipal ceurt. Dr. 
Evans’ only statement was that the case is In 
the hands of the federal authorities and that 
he is onJy an innocent witness.

"Senate Postpones All Action 
ue on Two Proposals Till 
- After Revision. 


DUTY ASKED ON HIDES. 


Aldrich Offers Amendment An- 
nulling Action Taken by 
House Members. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—The senate 
today covered a multitude of subjects in con- 
nection with the tariff. The income and cor- 
poration tax questions received attention for 
some time and ultimately were postponed 


until after the tariff provisions proper should: 


be finally settled. 

Senator Aldrich brough in the finance com- 
mittee’s amendment to the wood-pulp para- 
graph, which proved to be a provision for 
doubling the duty on wood pulp coming 
from countries which undertake to prohibit 
the exportation of logs to this country. Sen- 
ator Beveridge presented an amendment for 
the cutting in two of the house ad valorem 
duty on cash registeres. Mr. 4ldrich also 
presented the finance committee's hide pro- 
vision, which opposes the house action put- 
ting them on the free list. Final action was 
taken on none of these. 

The wood pulp amendment was recognized 
as an effort to retaliate upon Canada because 
of its effort to prevent the shipment of 
raw logs to the United States, and senators 
generally desired an opportunity to study the 
subject before voting upon it. 


Bailey Agrees to Postponement. 

When the income tax question was taken 
up Mr. Bailey, who has held out for an im- 
mediate vote, conceded the postponement on 
the understanding that when the subject 
does come up a vote will be permitted on the 
direct question and not forced on a motion 
to refer the subject to a committee. 

The hide amendment was under considera- 
tion when the senate adjourned. The ¢om- 
mittee’s amendment takes hides from the 
free list and imposes an ad valorem duty of 
15 per cent, which is the Dingley law. Sen- 
ator Lodge spoke for nearly three hours tn 
opposition to the provision and Senator Clapp 
briefly in the same line. Senator Warren 
found opportunity to make frequent remarks 
in the interest of the duty. 

Mr. Lodge reviewed the history of the duty 
on hides and advanced arguments in favor 
of admitting hides free of duty. He said he 
woud vote for free boots and shoes, if the 
senate would agree to place paper on the 
free -list with the pulp logs from which it is 
made and to put lumber on the free list with 
sawed logs. Otherwise, he said, he would 
not vote to put the products of leather on the 
free list with hides. ' 


Tillman Calls Lodge Changeable. 

Mr. Tillman did not understand why Mr. 
Lodge favored a protective duty on the wool 
off the sheep. but did not favor protection for 
the hide off the steer. He said the latter 
needed the protection most, because it could 
only be protected once, while the wool off 
the sheep could be protected each year. 

“If you will give us the duty you have 
placed on leather goods. in ten years we will 
raise all the hides used in the United States,” 
said Senator McCumber, referring to the 
large importation of hides. Mr. Warren said 
the duty on hides would add from 1to3cents 
to the cost of making a pair of shoes, and 
would not be paid by the consumer. 

‘*T feel sorry for the senator from Masga- 
husetts,’’-remarked Senator Scott, in pity- 
ng tones, “ becd@lise he is making a free 
trade speech when we all know he is such a 
good protectionist.” 

Again when in a colloquy with Mr. Dixon, 
the Montana senator suggested that his

Warren Calls Statement False. 

Referring to charge that the duty on 
hides had been placed in the Dingley law 
while the bill was in conference. Senator 
Warren in fervent language denounced that 
statement as false. He was sustained by 
Senator Aldrich, who recalled that it had 
been voted into the bill by the subcommittee 

hat had framed the paragraph and agreed 
‘to by beth senate and house. 

Defending the hide duty, Mr. Warren said: 
“I don't have to go to Massachusetts or 
Pennsylvania, or to the Jeather trust to learn 
whether the farmers want the duty. The 
farmers are not her asking for free hides.”’ 

Mr. Warren yielded the floor with the state- 
ment that he would renew his discussion on 
Monday. 

Senator Aldrich then suggested an amend- 
ment placing a duty of 10 cents a pound and 
40 per cent ad valorem on nippers and pliers, 
except blacksmith tongs, surgical and dental 
instruments, which, he stated, was less than 
the present law. It was agreed to: Another 
amerdment, placing a duty of 35 per cent 
ad valorem on. bands and strips of steel, 
which, he explained, was less than the cur- 
rent law, also was adopted. 

Upon motion of Mr. Aldrich, the print pa- 
per schedule was further amended go as to 
reduce from six-tenths of l cent to \% a cent 
a pound the duty provided by the house on 
paper worth from 83 to 4 cents a pound. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Daniel, by 
which cities as well as colleges, etc., may 
import free of duty scientific apparatus, etc., 
was agreed to. 


ENGLAND INTERESTED IN BILL. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 19.—T'he Washington tariff 
debate attracts wide attention in this coun- 
try chiefly because the next English election 
is certain to be fought and won ¢hiefiy on 
the tariff issue. The advocates of free trade 
think they find in the attitude of the ma- 

_jority of congress strong warnings against 
0 adoption of the protection policy by Eng- 
nd. 

The Spectator sees in the schedule thus far 
adopted a juggling with the problem which 
in effect makes a distinct increase in the 
tariff imposts to the utter defiance of all the 
preéiection promises by both parties and a 
degradation of the political morality which 
England and al! the other countries will do 
well to avoid. 

It described the campaign in both houses 
of congress as a struggle of one special in- 
terest against another special interest and 
warns England *‘ under such conditions, a!)

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ending May 81 our exports are over $200,- 
000,000 less than they were for the same 
time in-the previous:years. That is not a 
good showing, of course, but figures present- 
ed by the department show that for the last 
three months there has been a decided gain 
as compared with the last year. For the 
month of May alone our export trade was 
approximately $10,000.000 greater than for 
the same month in 1908. When this is con- 
trasted with the. fact that in January this 
year our exports Were $50,000,000 less than in 
the same month of 1908, the great gain which 
is being made becomes apparent. . 


Factors in Export Trade. 

Panicky conditions in this country do not 
necessarily affect our expor’ ‘rade. They 
might even advance it, bevause our owners 
of provisions and manufactured articles 
might cut prices a bit to get ready money. 
and the world outside would buy more 
eagerly. ; 

The fact of the matter is that the decline 
in exports comes from causes which are com- 
mon to the commerce world and in no way pe- 
cullar to the United States. The imports of 
Great Britain, Germany, Japan, México, and 
Cuba, to take widely separated instances. 
all show a great falling off within the last 
calendar year. There has been both a les- 
sening demand for food products and manu- 
factured articles throughout the world, and 
a genera! reduction in prices. due to a prob- 
able oversupply in previous years. 

Our balance of trade now is much emaler 
than it was at any time for the last five years 
or more. For the year ending May’31, 1908. 
our exports exceeded imports by the stupen- 
dous total of $668,398.617, whereas for the 
corresponding twelve months this year they 
were only $381,637,332. It is a good thing to 
have a balance of trade in your favor, be- 
cause it means that money is coming in In- 
stead of going out. At the same time the 
reduction in the balance of trade In our favor, 
which would otherwise be startling, should 
mislead nobody. 

Gain in Purchases Abroad. 

During the whole of last year, as a result 
of the panic of October, 1907, people were 
frightened and were saving their money. The 
imports dropped off a great deal. Since then 
confidence has been ‘gradually returning, 
with the result that in the single month of 
May this year we bought more than $3¢C.,- 
000,000 worth of foreign goods in excess of 
our same purchases in May, 1908. The im- 
ports for May this year actually reach with- 
in $10,000,000 of the total for the same month 
in 1907. when the panic was not even 
dreamed of. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the reduc- 
tion in our balance of trade is due, first. to 
a reduction in the demand for all kinds of 
articles. which was not at all peculiar to the 
United States. and also produced by the fact 
that we have more money to spend than we 
had a year ago, so that our prosperity causes 
imports to increase, while our export trade 
is gaining more slowly. 

Government receipts from. postage, from 
internal revenue taxes, and from customs 
dues are all increasing, so that the deficit 
now about which there has been so much 
talk will not exceed the deficiency for the 
last year by more than §30.000,000, and it 
will be about the same sum less than it was 
believed it would be a year ago. Wall street 


is still in a more or less comatose condition, 
but there Is no denying the fact, in the face 
of official government reports, that the legit- 
imate commerce of the country once more is 
doing business at the old stand and in the 
old way.

The president 
will spend the afternoon of July 6 at Fort 
Ticonderoga and Jafly 7in and around Platts- 
burg. On July 8 the scene of the celebra- 
tion shifts to Burlington, Vt., where he again 
will be the guest of honor. 

Leaving’ Burlington the night of the 8th, 
he will be back in Washington on July 9. 

Mrs. Taft’s health is steadily improving. 
During the last week she has been able to 
walk about the lower floors of the .. uite 
house, and within a few days expects to have 
her first exercise since her nervous break- 
down. 

The president will attend the unveiling of 
the stephenson G. A. R. memorial and make 
a speech in $hist city: early,in. the afternoon 
of July 8, probably going direct from the 
exercises to the train to join his family.

City Club Committee Submits 
Its Report on Qualifica- 
tions for Position. 


SELECTION A HARD TASK. 


Civil Service Method Has Some 
Evident Advantages and 
Would Aid Choice. 


With the first meeting of the recently ap- 
pointed library commission yesterday the 
joint committees of the City club made a 
report on the most satisfactory method of 
selecting a public librarian and, with quali- 
fications, supported the civil service method. 

The commission of experts chosen to in- 
vestigate the city’s library system and its 
needs and to make recommendations for its 
improvement and extension—consisting of 
Dean Thomas F. Holgate of Norfhwestern 
university. Dean George E. Vincent of Chi- 
cago university, J. Il. Wyer Jr. of Albany, 
N. Y., and N. D. C. Hodges of Cincinnati, O0.— 
considered only its methods of work, and 
the communication from the City club was 
the most important utterance of the meet- 
ing. 

This report was presented by Prof. George 
H. Mead of the University of Chicago, chair- 
man of the club’s committee on public edu- 
cation, and represented the frults of several 
months’ study of the methods of choosing 
librarians in all of the large cities of the 
country. 


Talent and Training Needed. 

After speaking of the improvement in qual- 
ity of the work of the civil service commis- 
sion during the last year and the difficult 
Situations it has met with efficlency, the 
framers of the report declared: 

“It is certatnly conceivable that under the 
direction of the civil service commission a 
method of selection of the librarian can be 
devised which would secure the talent, train- 
ing, and experience which Chicago should 
demand of the head of her public library *’ 

The report a!so points out the impossibility 
of immediate change in the library law, and 
then proceeds to comment on methods that 
should not be followed by the civil service 
commission, as follows: 

“It may be assumed‘ at the outset as not 
advisable to make the selection of the libra- 
rian by the method used in certifying candi- 
dates for the positions of clerks or mechanics 
to the appointing authorities—.. e.; the hold- 
ing of an examination here in Chicago, the 
examination consisting in answering set 
questions, and meeting set tests of pro- 
ficiency.” 

Methods in Other Cities. 

A discussion of the methods used in other 
cities, with perhaps criticism for civil serv- 
ice results. precedes a consideration of the 
local situation that is as follows: 

“On the other hand, there are evident ad- 
vantages in the use of the civil service com- 
mission for the selection ef the librarian if 
the methods of the commission could be 
adapted to meet the demands of the position 
It would be unfortunate, probably, to intro- 
duce at the next session of the legislature at 
Springfield legislation for the exemption of 
any position from the classified service 


politicians for such exemption, and any 
breach which can be made in the service 
would be welcomed to effect still other and 
wider breaches There ig, in the second 
Place, an advantage of security and entire 
freedom from political influence for an ap- 
pointee who has come in by way of a civil 
service test. 


Requirements for New Place. 

“The requirements seem to be the follow- 
ing: Freedom from the necessity of coming to 
Chicago to take an examination; some 
method of obtaining an application, or what 
would answer to an application, without 
affecting the status of the applicant at the 
time of application; it does not seem incon- 
celvable that the civil service should recog- 
nize positions which seek the man, instead of 
being sought by the man; the appointment 
of an examining board from among the best 
librarians of the country, to whom great 
freedom should be given as to character of 
the examination and the method of conduct- 
ing it and in determining the relative esti- 
mate they would put upon experience and 
evidence of administrative ability, as well 
as tests of efficiency.”

Elevator Workers Ask Madden’s Forces 
Not to Take Places. 


An injunction restraining the striking mem- 
bers of district lodge No. 8 of the Internation- 
al Association of Machinists from interfering 
with the nonunion employés of Chalmers & 
Williams, incorporated, at Chicago Heights 
was issued yesterday by Judge Abbott in the 
Superior court. 

The complaining concern alleged that the 
trouble between it and the machinists’ union 
resulted from its refusal to agree to a closed 
shop. It is alleged in the bill that the strikers 
are harassing, intimidating, and threatening 
the nonunion men who have taken the places 
of the strikers. 

The strike began severa) weeks ago and the 
concern a few days ago was given protection 
in the shape of twenty-five deputy sheriffs, 
who are kept on guard to prevent possible 
outbreaks of violence. 


Ignore “Skinny’s” Agents. 

Officers of the Elevator Constructors’ 
union, 150 members of which are on strike 
against the Otis Elevator company, during 
the day decided to go over the heads of 
‘Skinny ’’ Madden’s business agents and ap- 
peal directly to the members of the various 
building trades unions to refrain from acting 
as strikebreakers. 

The distribution of 10,000 printed circulars 
outlining the controversy between the strik- 
ing elevator constructors and “ Skinny ” 
Madden and the business agents In the Asso- 
ciated Building Trades who have signed an 
agreement with the Otis Elevator company 
to furnish men to take the places of the 
strikers was started during the day. It is 
planned to reach every member of the ma- 
chinists’, structural fron workers’, orna- 
mental iron workers’, electrical workers’, 
steamfitters’ helpers’, and building laborors’ 
unions, whose business agents are concerned 
in. the controversy. 


Appeal to Rank and File. 

The circular reads: 

“The Elevator Constructors’ unton ig a 
legitimate organization affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. ITs right to 
the work of erecting elevators is recognized 
in every city in the United States. This right 
was undisputed in Chicago until the eleva- 
tor constructors struck for higher wages. 

‘Do these business agents represent the 
honest rank and file in this despicable work? 
If you don't want your business agents to act 
as strikebreakers attend your union meeting 
and protest against such work. 

‘“We expect nothing from the business 
agents who have betrayed your interests. 
We expect a square deal from the honest 
rank and file” 

A volley of shots was fired by members 
of the nonunion crew of the steamer J. F. 
Dunham when union seamen jeered the 
strikebreakers as the steamer sailed out of 
the Waukegan harbor. The strikebreakers 
are said to have concentrated a heavy re- 
volver fire on members of the union crew 
of the Wickwire, who repeatedly had taunted 


the nonunion men. No one was hurt.

Railroads Satisfied: with  In- 
crease in Traffic Due to 
Tourist Rates. 


CONFERENCE ON JULY 14. 


Industrial League Will Consider 
Proposed Amendments to 


Hepburn Act, 


After a trial of about three weeks of the 
reduced rate summer tourist fares from Chi- 
cago to New York and the New England and 
New Jersey seacoast resorts, the eastern 
railroads are so well satisfied with the in- 
creased travel that they virtually have de- 
cided to continue the low rates throughout the 
summer, 

Fares on the basis of approximately one 
and a third rate for the round trip, or $28.20 
for the standard lines and $25.50 for the 
differential lines, were made effective first 
for June only, because some of the lines op- 
posed cutting the New York rate, but were 
extended through July. 


Tariffs Being Prepared. 

Record breaking sales of summer tourist 
tickets have warmed up those who were in- 
clined to treat the proposition coldly and 
tariffs are being prepared by some of the 
stronger lines to be filed with the interstate 
commerce commission applying the low rates 
until Sept. 30. 

While a technical decision will not be ob- 
tained until the next meeting of the Centra! 
Passenger association in Chicago on July 14 
the action of the stronger lines is regarded 
as sufficient to force a continuance of the 
rates. 

A legislative program for changes in the 
Hepburn interstate commerce act will be de- 
cided upon at the next meeting of the Na- 
tional Industrial Traffic league at Charlevoix, 
Mich., during the week of July 6 at the same 
time that the western classification commit- 
tee meets at that place. The legislative com- 
mittee proposes giving the shipper the right 
to route his freight. giving the interstate 
commerce commission the power to suspend 
a rate increase in advance of its taking effect, 
and placing upon the railroad company the 
responsibility for current quotations of rates 
under penalty. 


Great Western té Move Here. 

While details of the plan of reorganization 
of the Chicago Great Western railway are 
still a matter for negotiation between the 
financiers and owners of the company in 
New York and London, it ts regarded as cer- 
tain that one of the most important results 
to this city will be the removal of the genera! 
offices from St. Paul to Chicago. 

As the company’s lines extend in a triangle 
from Chicago to St. Paul, Chicago to Kansas 
City, and Kansas City to St. Paul, thisisa 
much more central location. 

A 2,000 mile parkway through which the 
transcontinental passenger wil! travel from 
the Missouri river to the Pacific is one of the 
latest 
to be started this year on the Union Pactlfic 
at Omaha.

Aside from the ornamental! idea, there is 
utility in the plans of the two roads, be- 
cause grass and trees are the best possible 
protection from washing away of the em- 
bankment. '

CALHOUN’S FATE WITH JURY, 


Bribery Trial of San Francisco 
Millionaire Nearing End. 


HENEY MAKES HARD FIGHT. 


Pro. ecutor Says He Will Take Steps to 
Protect His Life, 


San Francisco. Cal., June 19.—[Special.]— 
The case of Patrick Calhoun, millionaire 
president of the United Railroads, charged 
with bribery, was given to the jury shortly 
before noon today. 

In the afternoon the jurymen aeked to hear 
the testimony of W. W. Sanderson read. This 
witness had testified to a conversation with 
the defendant and Abraham Ruef, in which 
he voiced the protest of an improvement club 
to the overhead trolley ordinance. 

When the testimony had been read the 
jurors immediately retired and at a late hour 
had reached no agreement, so were locked 
up until noon tomorrow. 

Assistant District Attorney Francis J. 
Heney, in a session of court that opened an 
hour before the usual time, added material- 
ly to an argument that had already extended 
over a period of fifteen hours before Judge 
Willlam H. Lawlor began the charge to the 
jury a few minutes before 11 o'clock. 

Every faction of. municipal politics and 
every shade of bitter sentiment that has 
arisen since the overthrow of *' Béss"’ Abra- 
hani Ruef three years ago was represented 
in the overwhelming throng that stormed 
the doors of Carpenters hall whe court as- 
sembled. 


Charges Corruption of Witnesses, 

Mr. Heney’s voice was hoarse and he spoke 
rapidly, apparently in an efiort to make the 
most of his allowance of ninety minutes. 

He made direct charges of witness fixing 
and perjury against several officers or em- 
ployés of the United Railroads. 

The speaker charged that James L. Gal- 
lagher’s home in Oakland had been dyna- 
mited by agents of the defense and at the end 
of this subject said: 

‘Now that A. A. Moore of the defense has 
assured me that the defendant and his asso- 
ciates wish me a long life, I shall take added 
precautions for my own protection and make 
certain as I can that I shall not be shot in 
the back or dynamited in my bed. The evi- 
dence here shows that it is often possible to 
prepare a defense in advance, and I don’t 
overlook warnings of this sort."’ 


Trial Follows Municipal Upheaval. 

Patrick Celthoun was one of a score of 
wealthy corporation officials indicted as an 
outcome of the municipal upheaval of 1907, 
when the administration dominated by 
Mayor Eugene E. Schmitz and Abraham 
Ruef was overthrown. In November, 1905, 
Francis J. Heney, already well known as a 
public prosecutor, charged in a public ad- 
drees. that Ruef and Schmitz were guilty of 
corruption, and with W. J. Burns, formerly 
a government secret service agent, under- 
took an investigation of privileges awarded 
several public service corporations. 

Ruef and Schmitz were indicted on charges 
of extorting money from Frerch restaurant 
proprietors in November, 1906. after Ruef 
had feiled in an effort to seize the district at- 
torney’s office through his appointment by 
the hoard of supervisors.

NOTES PUZZLE THE POLICE 


Wife Writes of Being ‘Robbed, 
Hypnotized, and Hammered,” 
and Denies Wrongdoing. 


Crazed from worry over a religious belief, 
Mrs. Clara Schnackenbeck, 25 years old, 
committed suicide yesterday by inhaling gas 
in the bathroom of her home, 2240 North 
Albany street. Before she killed herself she 
called in Frieda Steusloff, 13 years old, who 
lives in the flat below, and asked her to take 
care of her 3-year-old son, Frank. Fred 
Schnackenbeck, the husband, was away at 
' work. He is a woodworker. 

‘For several years Mrs. Schnackenbeck has 
been interested with her husband in spiritual- 
ism and she had become a successful medium. 

The woman was found dead about 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon by Frieda Steusloff, when 
she took the woman’s child home. In the 
mother’s hands was clasped a photograph of 
her little boy and on the back of it she had 
written: 

“I forgive all, but those guilty of my death 
shall suffer worse. I hawe been robbed, hyp- 
notized, and hammered."’ 

The woman had written another note on 
the back of an envelope which read: 

‘ Love to all. I am not so bad as made out. 
I am innocent, Fred, of anything wrong. 
Marry a-nice girl and take care of our little 
Frankie.” 


Police Notify Coroner. 


Police from the Irving Park station were 
| called and the coroner was notified. The 
_ body was taken to the undertaking rooms of 
| Charles Burmeister & Son, 303 Larrabee 
, street. 
| “* Mrs. Schnackenbeck’s mind became de- 
| ranged from religious excitement,” Dr. 

George C, Dittman, her physician, declared 
, at his home, 1631 Belmont avenue. ‘I have 

known her about three years. Her condi- 
tion recently became worse. 

“She told me she had been hypnotized. 
Since that time she has been erratic. Sev- 
eral weeks ago she wandered away from 
home and was lost for a whole day. I 
warned her that she would have to refrain 
from becoming excited.’’ 

“Ill health was the cause of her suicide,” 
said the husband. “She was suffering from 
what I call delusional insanity. She imagined 
that people were pursuing her. She often 
believed the grocery boy and the coffee agent 
were detectives looking for her. . 

**'We lived happily together. Her health 
has been failing for about a year. I know 
that no religious belief had anything to do 
with her mind becoming unbalanced. 


Attended Meetings for Years. 

"We have attended Spiritualistic meet- 
ings in all parts of the city for several years, 
but her religion never excited hér so far as 
I could see. When I left home this morning 
she seemed as well as usual. I told her to 
be dressed when I returned early in the 
afternoon and we would go out some place. 
She said she would be ready. 

**I do not know what she meant by the 
notes she left, unless she just imagined 
things. We have never had any trouble in 
our five and a half years of married life.” 

Mrs. Schnackenbeck was tho daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Massat, 54 A street. 

**My daughter was at my house yester- 
day,” said Mr® Massat. ‘‘She seemed 
despondent and would eat nothing when I 
prepared a meal for her and her son. I 
asked her what the trouble was and she cried 
and said she could not tell me, but that she 
felt nervous and was ill. I asked her to 
let me consult a doctor for her and she said 
I might. I was going to see a physician 
about her tonight. 

‘*T do not know about her religious affairs. 
She changed her religion after she was mar- 
ried. I know she was called a good me- 
dium, but I never saw her in a trance.’’ 


Finds Aged Mother Dead. 

Mrs. W. R. Koehn, 70 years old, was found 
dead from illuminating gas in a room at the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. W. H. Clifford, 
1004 West Polk street. 

She retired about 10 o'clock Friday night 
in cheerful spirits, and asked to be awakened 
at 9 o'clock in the morning. When she went 
to call her mother Mrs. Clifford found her 
dead in bed, while a jet in the room wag 
partly open.

Paxton, Ill, June 19.—[{Special.]—The de- 
fense in the case of Private Joseph B. Klein 
of Chicago, militiaman, who killed Hart 
Nelson, a Kankakee boy, last summer, and — 
who is charged with murder, coficluded the 
examination of witnesses today.

Washington. D. C., June 19.—[Bpecial.]—A 
grong defense of the meat industry in the 

United States has been made by John Clay 
gf Chicago in a report which he prepared at 
he request of the Briti@ government in con- 
gection with its investigation into the meat 
ipdustry in the United States. Prices, Mr. 
‘(lay says. depend more or less upon supply 
gf demand. But this question of supply 
and demand does not necessarily follow the 
ensus of our live stock; it depends on our 
gational prosperity. In fact, two factors af- 
fect it—supplies of feeding stuffs and the 
spying power of the masses. 

“A great deal of nonsense has been writ- 
en about our packing interests,’’ Mr. Clay 
gntinues, ‘““and it may be well to go into 
this pretty fully. While hog packing has 
seen followed in Cincinnati, Chicago, and 
gher central points for half a century, and 
more. it may be said that the packing in- 
dustry as now carried on is a product of the 
dast thirty years. 

"It is the outgrowth of refrigeration. 
‘That is the keystone of the arch upon which 
{tis built. Take away the refrigerative 
process. in slaughter houses and railway 
ares and our present system becomes inop- 
@ative. Then from an economic point of 
slew itis a necessity. The old time butcher, 
wasting the blood and bones, and throwing 
‘gway the coarser parte of the offal, treating 
the hide in a crude way, with no up to date 

frefrigerator, was soon swept away in the 
Niagaralike rush of the new methods. It 
ibprought about the same economic revolution 
inthe meat trade that the spinning jenny did 
with woolen goods. The old time butcher 
died, was left behind in the race, or in his 
place came the meat cutter. 


No Part Overlooked by Packer. 

“No part of an animal now escapes the 
wary eye of the packer. His chemists are. 
ever at work to discover new merits in his 
products, his experts are ever devising new 
ways of treating the raw material. It isa 
scientific organization developed to an 
extracrdinary degree. A new broom sweep- 
ing clean raised an awful dust; as one bus!i- 
ness after another was ruined it was natural 
that much discontent would arise. The yel- 
Jow journalism of our country found a fine 
field for its work. There was a time when 

‘the Big Four, as they were called, had a 
great influence on prices. The quartet was 
Armour, Swift, Morris,and Hammond. They 
had things a good deal to themselves; they 
,were like their neighbors, grasping, often 
vindictive, but aggressive, shrewd, far see- 
‘ing, with wonderful powers of organization. 
The founders have all passed away at com- 
paratively early ages, victims of hard work 
and intense energy. 
.“One of their principal assets were re- 
bates from the railroads. Combining their 
economic methods, perfect organization, and 
the advantage of rebates, they bore down any 
opposition. They planted houses at most of 
the important centers in the west, and they 
have also invaded the eastern states. Grad- 
vally, however, other parties and combina- 
tions went into the business, and it is a sur- 
prise to know that at the present time there 
are 770 slaughtering houses under federal] 
supervision. 

Now on Same Basis with Others. 

“When the death knell of the rebate sys- 

tem was sounded some years ago the field was 
clear for independent concerns, and the big 
packers today. are on a level basis with others. 
The attempts of the packers to retall their 
products have so far. been failures. They 
have tried it, but their success has been in- 
diferent. The meat cutter, who succeeded 
the butcher, is found In nearly every town of 
any importance on a railroad system, and he 
buys just what he wants If his location is 
among wealthy people he handles only the 
vest cuts of beef and mutton or choice ham 
and bacon. 

“The corner grocery, with its adjunct of 
meat cutting, has been beyond the power of 
the dressed beef man: One instance: Some 
days ago I wanted to buy my meat whole- 
tale in Chicago, just as I had been doing at 
my eastern home on the Atlantic coast during 
thesummer months. So I applied to the city 
Mlesman of one of our big packing outfits to 
se if he would deliver me so much beef and a 
lamb per week at my Chicago house. There 
“me a halting refusal. The salesman was 
between two fires. He was friendly to me 
personally, but the proprietor of the corner 
grocery where I deal was one of the above 
party's best customers, and he dared not de- 
iver the goods.

CUBA SPURNS SPAIN’S DEBT 


Republic Refuses to Assume Part 
of Kingdom’s Obligations. 


BASED ON COLONIAL CLAIM. 


Reply Issued After Historical Incidents 
Are Recalled. 


Havana, June 19.—Secretary of State Velez, 
in reply to Sefior Soler, the Spanish minis- 
ter, has declined to consider Spaih’s proposal 
that Cuba assume a proportion ¢f the Span- 
ish national debt. 

This announcement was madejat the close 
of what Sefior Velez described as most amica- 
ble negotiations between himself and the 
Spanish minister relative to Spain's desire 
that Cuba assume a ptoportion of the Span- 
ish debt. The secretary today gave out the 
following official statement: . 

“The Spanish minister to Cuba on May 27, 


state a courteous note setting forth the de- 
sire of his government to maintain the clos- 
est and most friendly relations/with Cuba,’ 
as becoming two countries so clpsely united, 
by blood, tradition, and mutual imterest. 


Spain’s Overtures Are Friendly. 

‘‘He said that while his instrgctions were 
inspired by the most sincere affection and 
sympathy for the Cuban people and designed 
also for the attainment of such jagreements 
as always regulate the relations of friendly 
nations, he had been instructed to express 
the desire of Spain for a discugsion of the 
matter of the debts contracted by Spain on 
account of Cuba when the latter was her 
colony. Spain founded her coftention on 
the principal that a country separated from 
another should be chargeable with a part of 
the debt of the country from which it had 
separated. 

“The Cuban government cénsidered it 
proper to maintain strict reserve regarding 
this question presented by Minister Soler in 
eo courteous and friendly 4 manner until 
such time as a definite reply setting forth 
Cuba’s attitude could be given. 


Question Is Carefully Weighed. 

“ Having studied closely the antecedents of 
this question, which public opinion in neith- 
er Spain nor Cuba suspected of being still 
pending, Secretary Velez replied yesterday 
to the note of the Spanish minister, and 
after fully setting forth the views of the 
Cuban government and the historical, politi- 
cal and judicial aspects of the question, which 
was settled in 1808, and recognized by sub- 
sequent acts of the government of his most 
catholic majesty (Spain), Sefior Valez de- 
clared that the acceptance of the Spanish 
view was incompatible with the provisions 
of the Cuban constitution, to which Spain 
had assented in recognizing the republic, 

“The secretary had decided, consequently, 
that his government was unable toenter into 
negotiations on the question of the Spanish 
colonial debt. 

Wants Treaty Arranged.

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FINDS CANCERCUREIN RADIUM 


Paris Academy of Medicine Hears 
of Dr. Dominici’s Resylts. 


METAL SCREEN STOPS RAYS. 


Reduces General Disorders Which Long 
Have Baffled Surgery. 


[BY CABLE TO ‘THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, June 19.—Dr. santos Dominici, who 
lately has become widely known through his 
work with radium for cancer, this week sub- 
mitted a report of his results to the Acad- 
emy of Medicine. His statement, which has 
received profound attention, is the most hope- 
ful word yet spoken by a member of the 
profession. He has devoted himself to the 
treatment of deep seated tumors by means 
of special apparatus and announces gratl- 
fying results. 

** Hitherto,’’ said Dominici, ** it has seemed 
possible to affirm the beneficent effects of 
radium emanations only in the case of su- 
perficial tumors. Precise observations of 
cancers large and deep seated under the 
treatment of radium introduced to the heart 
of the tumor by means of a special apparatus 
radiating only the ultrapenetrant rays re- 
veal a singularly beneficent effect."’ 


Screen of Metal Shields Rays. 

It was Dr. Dominici’s idea to interpose be- 
tween the radiant body and the tissues he 
desired to treat a screen of gold, silver, and 
lead, metals impervious to nonbenignant 
emanations. The screen stopped the alpha 
rays, most of the beta rays, and that class 
of gamma rays which correspond with X 
rays, allowing only the gamma rays, prop- 
erly so-called, which he terms the ultra- 
penetrant rays, to pass through. 

Dr. Dominici described the apparatus, 
which isa sheath, one of these metals inclos- 
ing a giass bulb containing radium bromide. 
This is introduced into the heart of the tumor 
wished to destmDy. 

Those rays only which pass the metal and 
which do not burn or have other malignant 
effect sound the tissues and reach the can- 
cerous cells, on which, by a sort of electrifi- 
cation, is exerted a prodigious destructive 
effect. 


Tumor Has Often Disappeared. 

It often hae happened that a tumor, until 
then beyond the sphere of operation, either 
to become accessible to the knife or dimin- 
ished in volume, was absorbed and disap- 
peared within a few weeks. Whether it was 
sure. final, and definite, Dr. Dominici de- 
clined to affirm. Metasteses might occur, as 
the oldest case considered is only six months 
under observation. 

Dr. Dominici said: ,* It is imprudent to as- 
sert that cancer will not*‘reappear in the 
same place or elsewhere. It is none the less 
true that the application of radium by this 
entirely new method, which may be further 
improved, produces unhoped for resuits. 
First, it renders easily accessible neoplasms 
hitherto considered inoperable; second, it 
suppresses, or reduces, general disorders or 
jocal lesions before which surgery was for- 
merly powerless,” 

Dr. Dominici is guarded in the scientific 
description of his results, which, he said, 
would be a modest one.

KING’S RANSOM IN ONE GEM. 


Other Jewels, Long in Royal Caskets, 
Await Rich Yankee Bidders. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 
PARIS. June 19.—The most important dia- 
mond sale Paris has seen in many 
ades will be held next Thursday at the 
Hotel Drouot. The gems to be disposed of 
are known as the Hahib collection. They 
have been collected by Selim Habib Jr., a res- 
ident of Paris, and whose father lives in 
Constantinople. 
There are only eight stones in the collection, 
but the sale is expected to realize several 
million dollars, as it ts intimated that seven 
of the gems belonged to various crown jew- 
els, while the eighth is the famous Hope 
diamond. ‘ 
Gems Vary in Size and Weight. 

No. 1 is a rose blue diamond, weighing six 
carats; two is a white and blue pear shaped 
stone of twenty-four carats; three is white 
and blue, twenty-three carats; four is from 
the Princess Mathilde Bonaparte’s casket, 
weighing sixteen carats; five is an aquamau- 
na resembling the Nossac diamond in the 
English crown collection, seventy carats; six 
is a rose resembling Mazarine’s and of thirty- 
one carats; séven is a miregent, so-called, 
owing to its resemblance to the Regent dia- 
mond in the French crown jewels, and of fifty- 
eight carats; while eight is the famous Hope 
diamond, which experts anticipate may bring 
three or four million doHars. 

Selim Habib Jr., who occupies sumptuous 
premises in the Rue Laffitte, said he regret- 
ted parting with the coHection, which has 
taken years to amass. Financial reasons 
alone induced consent for the auction, par- 
ticularly of the Hope diamond, which he se- 
cured for $2,000,000 at the Frankel sale, but 
which is valued at more than double thissum. 


France’s Best Expert Is Engaged. 

The auction will be conducted by Eugene 
Bailly and Eduoard Eppert, while Louis 
Aucoc, who is considered the greatest au- 
thority in France on the value of diamonus, 
will be the official expert. 

Referring to the superstition that the Hope 
gem brings bad luck to ite holders Aucoc said 
that was absurd. After young Hope sou 
it it passed to the firm of Weill & Blumen- 
berg, who are prosperous. It istrue Franke) 
became financially involved after buying 
it, but all his creditors are now satisfied. 
Aucoc believes Thursday's sale will establish 
a new record in prices, ag the sellers are 
counting on the presence of some of Amer- 
ica’s richest capitalists who are now in 
Paris. 

The history of the Hope diamond began fn 
1642, when it is first recorded as the treasure 
of an Indian potentate, in the days when 
enormous jewels were plentifu) with such 
princes. It was a rough stone then, weigh- 
ing 112% carats. 


Is Purchased by Tavernier. 

It remained there until Tavernier of Paris. 
on one of his tours through the east, saw 
and purchased it. He brought it back to 
Paris as the center of a collection of twenty- 
five diamonds, which were bought by Louis 
XIV. for 2,500,000 francs ($500,000). In ad- 
dition, Tavernier received the title of Baron 
ad’ Aubonne. 

To be fitted to the fashions of the west 
much of the weight was sacrificed. In the 
rough it was a flat, ill formed stone, and 
after the cutting it appeared as a square, 
with a triangular part, weighing 68% carats. 

Louis XIV. wore it suspended by a heavy 
blue ribbon around his neck. It was tha 
chief among his collection of jewels, upon 
which a value of 60,000,000 francs ($12,000,- 
000) was placed. 

In the days of the French revolution the 
blue diamond, with other jewels, was seized 
and placed in the Garde Meuble. From there 
it disappeared and nothing more was heard 
of it for nearly forty years, when Daniel 
Eliason appeared in London with a blue dia- 
mond weighing 44% carats, which was of the 
same size and luster as the major portion 
of the Tavernier stone. 


Bought by English Banker. 
Henry Thomas Hope, an English banker, 
bought this gem. He is said to have paid 
£13,000 ($65,000) for it, and the modern part 
of the story began. 

In 1874 the duke of Brunswick bought a 
blue diamond in Geneya. It weighed 10% 
carats, and corresponded to a large portion 
of the piece cut from the Taverner diamond 
after the revolution. The smaller part was 
once said to have been owned by Edwin W. 
Streeter. 

What since 1830 has been known as the 
Hope diamond remained in that family un- 
til a few years ago. It again became fa-

FIGHT ON BUDGET 
IS NEARING EN. 


Liberal Government in Eng- 
land Will Know Its Fate 
This Week. 


BRIGHT HOPE FOR IRISH. 


Birrell’s Land Bill May Be 
Forced to Early Passage by 
Its Friends.

LONDON, June 19.—Next week will decide 

the fate of the Liberal government and the 
budget. The land taxes have created the 
widest and wildest rage among the capitalists 
of all classes, and are put deliberately in the 
forefront of the fight by the government to 
draw the fire and break down the further, 
fighting by a victory in the most critical 
strugsgie. 

My own belief is that the budget will pass 
triumphant. The minority among the Lib- 
erals against the land taxes, though much 
advertised in the Tory papers, is small in 
number and smaller in authority:. The mem- 
bers of it consist mainly of a small remnant 
of Roseberyites and already are affrighted. 

The nolse they made in running to cover 
and their demonstration elicit stronger coun- 
ter demonstrations, parliamentary and out 
of door. 


Land Taxes Winning Favor. 

The land tax is the item in the budget 
which most appeals to the popular imagina- 
tion and it accounts largely for the return 
of virility and popularity to the government. 
The attitude of the Irish party was much in- 
fluenced by the interviews between Lioyd- 
George and the Irish distillers and publicans, 
Lloyd-George succeeded in proving that the 
publicans were ready to make reasonable 
concessions and the majority went away al- 
most satisfied. 

The distillere can get no concession at 
present, but later on the tax may be pro- 
nounced an emergency and temporary tax, 
or a portion may be diverted specially to Irish 
purposes, such as draining those parts which 
yearly are inundated by the overflow of the 
rivers. 

One result of this improvement in the tem- 
per between Lloyd-George and the publicans 
is the temporary cessation of the campaign of 
calumny against the Irish party. 


Attack by Kedmond Fails. 
Redmond, in addressing the distillers and 
publicans, referred to such attacks and elic-- 


The budget, which was exploited as a 
weapon against the Irish party, turns out as 
a proof of its efficiency and power. The gov- 
ernment gave a guarantee of thorough good 
faith regarding Birrell's land bill by passing 
the most drastic closure ever devised to force 
its passage through the house of commons, 

It now is known that Lord Crewe, leader of - 
the government in the house of lords, wants 
the bill to reach the lords early in August, 
with a view of preventing the lords from re- 
jecting the bill on the ground of want of time. 


Ireland Will Fight Compromise. 
The policy of the landlords still evidently is 
to pass half of the bill, giving them more 
money, but excise the other half, bringing 
relief to the congested districts. The Irish 
party has resolved fm accept no compromise 
on this point and will reject the bill if it is 
so mangled by the house of lords. \ 

John Dillon warned the landlords plainly 
that if Birrell’s bill is rejected Ireland would 
revolt, 

Unless the unlikely event of a defeat on the 
budget occurs, the government certainly will 
try another year of existence. The landlords 
will not like another year’s postponement on 
getting thelr money and Ireland administered 
by a Radical government. 

On the whole, then, the prospects of Bir- 
rell’s bill are good, though the Tory speakers

Millionaires in England, unlike America, 
can live and die without most people even 
knowing of their existence or even their 
frames, as was proved by the case of Charlies 
Morrison, who was entirely unknown outside 
city circles and was one of the richest, if not 
the richest, men in England, leaving some 
$50.000,000 to $60,000,000.

: Budget Reply to Lords. 

But the main issue is that this budget to a 
large extent is the Radical answer to the 
-@buse of its powers in rejecting liberal meas- 
tires by the house of lords. If this budget 
be passed—and it will be passed—it shoys 
there are few things which a Liberal! minis- 
try. backed by a big majority, cannot pass 
over the heads of the house of lords. 

In the present budget, for instance, the 
decision of the house of lords is overruled on 
-geveral measures. The house of lords re- 
fected a valuation land bill; the budget con- 
tains valuation clauses the same as were in 
the rejected bill. The house of lords threw 
out a licensing bill; the budget contains 
ealuses which reénact—and in even a harsh- 
er form—some of the most drastic proposals 
of the licensing bill. And so one might go on. 

If the budget then be passed, it is clear 
that a deadlier blow has been struck at the 
Powers of the house of lords than has ever 
een struck before. And it seems hard to 
mention any subject which the Liberal minis- 
‘ try cannot pass into law by simply trans- 

ferring it to the budget. 


Want Rejection by Lords. 

This is one of the reasons why such frantic 
eries are raised in the jingo Tory newspapers 
against the budget. The Daily Telegraph, 
which represents the classes most opposed to 
the budget, is therefore making desperate 
appeals to the house of lords to defeat this 
budget, if not in one form, then in another. 

The constitutional practice is that the 
house of lords can accept or can reject the 
budget as a whole, but cannot amend it in 
any particular whatever. The ultra Tory 
organs then are crying out that if the min- 
isters do not amend the budget the house of 
lerds should reject it as a whole. An 
alternative course suggested is that the 
heuse of lords should insist.on its right to 
criticise the budget in detail; and inthis way 
to postpone passing it till this year is finished. 

.The Daily Telegraph, for instance, starts 
by saying that the budget probably will not 
reach the house of lords till the month of 
August or the beginning of September, and 
then it goes on to point out how by judicious 
and leisurely discussioh of the details of the 
measure the house of lords may postpone 
the passage of the budget till next year. 

The plan means that the finances of the 
country would be thrown into chaos; that 
the only escape from this anarchy would be 
a dissolution; and that this dissolution would 
throw the Liberal ministry and the budget 
out on their heads together. 

Filibustering undoubtedly will be resorted 
to by the small Tory minority; they will fight, 
they say, the budget line by line; and if the 
budget be fought line by line there is no rea- 
£en why it should be completed by this time 
two years. Of course, if this course be adopt- 
ed there will be nothing left for the govern- 
ment but to apply the closure rules drastical- 
ly; and even to resort to the “ guillotine,” a 

form of closure which is the most drastic 
known to the house of commons.

Benefit by High Class Service. 

At present the exports. from the United 
‘States are chiefly noncompetitive with ours. 
This may, however, cease to be so, and if 
‘competition sets in the United States will 
have an important advantage in the existence 
of a free freight market. The majority re- 
‘port suggests a supposed setoff—viz.: orders 
which may have come to the united kingdom 
by reason of the existence here of regularity 
and excellence of steamship service. Of such 
orders there was no evidence, and the obser- 
vation assumes what is, in our opinion, er- 
roneous, that high class steamers and regu- 
larity of service are due to the existenceofa 
deferred rebate system. In view of the in- 
crease in recent. years of the exports of mer- 
chandise from the United States, the matter 
is of importance. Those exports were, in 
1896 and 1897, $882,606,938 and $1,050,993,556; 
in 1906 and 1907 they had increased to $1,743,- 
864,500 and $1,880,851,078.”’ 

A shipping ‘‘ring’’ or “conference,” as 
defined in England, is a combination more or 
less close of shipping companies formed for 
the purpose of regulating or restricting com- 
petition in the carrying of trade on a given 
trade route or routes. The vessels employed 
by these ecompanies are usually of the class 
by these companies are usually of the class 
and speed, sailing and arriving at fixed dates 
advertised beforehand. 


Carried by Liners and Tramps. 

In addition to mail steamers and passenger 
steamers they include vessels which carry 
cargo only and are known as cargo liners. 
In some cases vessels which operate else- 
where and at other times as tramps are also 
employed by the conference lines. The main 
objects with which a ring is formed are two 
—primarily, to regulate competition between 
the companies with a view to maintaining 
regular rates of freight, and, secondarily, to 
meet the competition of shipowners outside 
the ring. For the latter purpose the allied 
companies usually have recourse to the sys- 
tem of deferred rebates, the nature of which 
is as follows: The companies issue a notice 
to shippers informing them that if at the 
end of a certain period they have not shipped 
goods by any vessels other than those dis- 
patched by members of the ring they will 
be credited with a sum equivalent to a cer- 
tain part (usually 10 per cent) of the ag- 
gregate freights paid on their shipments 
during that period, and that this sum will 
be paid over to them if at the end of a fur- 
ther period they have continued to confine 
their shipments to vessels belonging to mem- 
bers of the ring. 

The rebate system does not appear to ex- 
ist in the transatlantic trade. In this trade 
the sailings are regular, the boats of the 
highest class, and the rates uniform and 
fairly stable. The explanation of this ex- 
ception is to be found in the dominant im- 
portance of the passenger traffic. 


Little Room Left for Freight. 

Not only do the requirements of thistraffic 
render necessary the supply of vessels of the 
highest class and greatest regularity of sail- 
ing, but the number and tonnage of such ves- 
sels required to cope with the passenger 
traffic alone is so great that the room avail- 
able for cargo is out of all proportion to the 
freight coming forward. 

As a result of the great competition for this 
freight rates are exceptionally low, and the 
lowness of the rates combined with the large 
amount of tonnage supplied by the passenger 
lines renders the trade so little attractive to 
tramp tornnage that the imposition of a rebate 
tie would be superfluous and unnecessary. 
Moreover, in view of the value of cargo to the 
passenger lines for purposes of loading, and 
of its disproportion to the amount of space 
available, the imposition of such a tie would 
be impracticable. ; 

In the testimony taken by the royal come 
mission. the export trade of the United States 
was referred to as an instance ofa trade in 
which regular sailings and many of the other 
advantages of an organized service were 
given without any tie upon the shipper. The 
commission claims that this presentment of 
the case is inaccurate. It says that in the 
first place the cargo services of the United 
States, though probably sufficiently organ- 
ized for the peculiar needs of the trade of that 
country, would be by no means adequate for 
the needs of the export trade of Great Britain. 


Bulk of It Is in Foodstuffs. 


The bulk of American exports consists of 
raw materials and foodstuffs shipped in 
large quantities for which an organized sery- 
ice is not required. The general merchandise 
is relatively small in amount, and in the 
absence of the rebate system a service with 
some organization is obtained for it by means 
of the preferential contracts, which the ship- 
ping companies have entered into with the 
Jjarge trusts and combination of manufac- 
turers. These contracts, by insuring the 
supply of considerable amounts of freight at 
fixed dates, render it possible for the ship- 
ping companies to supply fairly regular sail- 
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| ined the sectrity of

Trade Is Diverted to America.» 

In the judgment of the royal commission 
this system and that of deferred rebates is 
responsible for a diversion of trade from the 
united kingdom to this country, though not to 
any considerable extent, because, as stated, 
American goods are not goods obviously in 
competition with those sent from England. 
Rate wars have enabled American manufac- 
turers to get a footing in South Africa and 
other points which they since have retained. 
The rates from the United States to Aus- 
tralia, for Instance, are much lower than 
those from England. Difficulty is experienced 
by English manufacturers in getting the 
‘American rate owing to the existence in the 
United States and Canada of large combina- 
tions of manufacturers, such as the American 
Harvester combine and the Massey-Harris 
company of Canada, both of which are large 
manufacturers of machinery and can com- 
mand a tonnage of from 30,000 to 40,000 tons 
of light cargo per annum. 

These combinations and large firms, ac- 
cording to the royal commission, are in a 
position to compel ship owners to carry their 
goods at rates about 25 per cent lower than 
the tariff rates, in fact, at lates lower than 
it would pay the ship owner tocarry them at, 
if he had not other freight out*of which to 
recoup his losses. 


British at a Disadvantage. 

The commission concludes that for sucha 
country as the United States, where ship- 
ping rings are prohibited by the anti-trust 
law, there can be no hesitation about giving 
specially low rates of freight for large quan- 
tities; and the British producer will be at a 
disadvantage if his rates of freight cannot 
be lowered in similar circumstances, 

The commission concluded it would not be 
advisable to abolish the system of deferred 
rebates, because it might be advantageously 
adopted by Germany; but it did express the 
opinion that the abuse to which it Is Hable 
render necessary some checks, or control. 
The commission also proposes that the ship- 
pers and merchants in a given trade should 
form themselves into an association so that 
they might be able to present a united front 
to any ring when a controversy arose. It 
recommended, also. that the government 
have supervisory powers over rings, and that 
the latter be compelled to publish their tariffs 
and classifications of goods.

From all over the world American consuls 
are sending to the state department the 
same complaints in regard to the failure of 
American trade to advance more rapidly.

Honest goods. 

Fair prices that will meet competition. 

Personal exploitation of the goods. 

Packing that will land the goods in first class 
order. 

Prompt delivery. 

Willingness on the part of manufacturers to 
meet the taste and demands of the market in 
atyle and quality. 

Determination of manufacturérs to do exact. 
ly the politic and right things toward cus- 


tomers. 
In this connection, Consul General Michael 


letter written to him by a wideawake Amer- 
ican, who has represented as many ag fiftecn 
American manufacturers and export houses 
in the far east. The letter says, in part: 

‘‘In securing and holding trade in the far 
east and India, the only way Americans will 
ever get on the same footing with British 
and German merchants will be for the manu- 
facturers in the United States to establish 
sample rooms in the principal cities, where all 
goods can be shown under the supervision of 
a competent person who has lived and done 
business in both America and the east. 


Change Is Imperative. 

** Until such rooms are established Ameri- 
can manufacturers will continue to be handi- 
capped. To do business at present one must 
‘call on a European merchant, who invariably 
has a connection in hisown contry for similar 
goods; and as he looks forward to going home 
some day to take charge of the home estab- 
lishment, it is to his advantage to send orders 
to the home office and to pass the American 
agent by. If there were such sample rooms, 
where the native merchants could see Amerlt- 
can goods, it would put them on an independ- 
ent basis. 

* You have no doubt heard other travelers 
complain how hard it is for them to secure 
sample orders for a new line in India. The 
simple reason for this is that the merchants 
here have never had any protection to insure 
them against complaints of poor packing, and 
in some instances of the way goods are 
shipped in a knock down state without fur- 
nishing all data and information as to putting 
them together on arrival. This is the fault of 
the American exporter and not the manu- 
facturer, for in 99 cases out of 100 you will 
find thatthe order never goes direct to the 
manufacturer, but is placed by the exporter 
with some jobber, who buys his goods in car- 
load lots, packed for the home market in the 
original packing, and in turn the exporter 
forwards the goods in the same crates and 
boxes In which he received them.”

Investments Made Since Last 
July Show an Increase 
of $67,500,000. ~- 


RAILWAY HOLDINGS BIG. 


Lenders of Kingdom Also- Have 
Interests in Many For- 
eign Countries. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, June 19.—Interesting figures 
showing the amount of British capita! in- 
vested abroad have been collected by George 
Paish, editor of the Statist, and set before 
the Royal Statistical society this week. Mr. 
Paish said that the incomes which British in- 
vestors drew last year from their holdings in 
Indian, colonial, and forefgn government 
bonds amounted to a total of $155,195,415. 

The income from this source had rapidly 
expanded in recent years, it was stated, as a 
congequence mainly due to new loans to the 
coypnies and Japan. The British investments 
ir many continental countries are tending to 
decline, it was asserted, but the tendency 
might be checked, it wag suggested, if the 
British markets be again opened freely to 
Russian borrowers. 

The income of British investors derived 
from Indian, colonial, and foreign bonds and 
from securities of the railways of the united 
kingdom was $242,609,500, which, with the 
income from government loans, made a total 
of $397,804,915, as compared with an income 
of $202,590,000 received from similar sources 
twenty years ago. 

A large income is ‘derived from in- 
vestments in a vast number of miscellaneous 
undertakings. Mr. Paish ascertained that 
the income from 2,172 companies for which 
Great Britain had provided capital] reached 
$200,000,000. If possible to bring together 
all of the income of companies trading abroad 
and distributing interests and profits in this 
country, the total would be $700 000.000. 
This great sum does not include the interest 
upon money deposited in Indian, colonial, 
and foreign banks by persons residing in this 
country, nor a large amount of income de- 
rived from capital privately placed abroad. 


Foreigners Also Share in Profits. 

On the other hand, it is essential to recollect 
that foreign investors drew a good deal of 
income from capital placed in British com- 
panies. To obtain its income from abroad of 
nearly $700,000,000 yearly, Great Britain in- 
vested $1,350,000,000.' 

Mr. Paish has taken no account of the 
profit of capital derived from the British 
mercantile marine. The investments of the 
last sixty years of about $12,500,000,000 of 
British capital have occurred simultaneoualy 
with the immense growth of British trade 
and prosperity, and it is the author’s opinion 
that this growth of trade and prosperity is 
largely the result.of the investment of Brit- 
ish capital in other countries. 


Huge Holdings in American Railways 

British capital invested in American rajl- 
roads in 1907 and 1908 is estimated by Mr. 
Paish at $3,000,000,000, producing an income 
of $135.000,000, and since July 1, 1908, to 
June 15, 1908, he calculates over $67,500 0u0 
of fresh capital has been placed in the United 
States. Of a total foreign investment of 
$850,000,000 Canada and Argentina alone 


have received a larger British investment | 


during this period than the United States. 


KING GIVES COLORS TO TROOPS. 


Territorial Forces Pass Out of Volun- 
teer Stage Into an Army Repre- 
sented by 300,000 Men. 


LONDON, June 19.—Great Britain’s terri- 
torial forces, reorganiged out of the crowd 
of untrained and unrelated units which, in 
the form of militia and volunteers, have been 
for generations the country’s only army for 
home defense, passed out of their embrynnic 
stage this afternoon when King Edward, at 
Windsor castle, presented their colors to the 
representative battalions of this civillan 
army. Three sides of the castle lawn were 
occupied by troops clad in every variety of 
uniform worn by the different units compris- 
ing the 300,000 men who constitute this new 
force. 


REYES’ DEPARTURE CONFIRMED 


Colombian Advices State That Presi- 
dent’s Trip to Europe Hag 
Official Approval. 


COLON, June 19.—Advices received here 
from Cartagena, Colombia, confirm previous 
reports that Gen. Rafael Reyes, pfesident of 
Colombia, has abandoned office and sailed 
for Europe. He embarked on board a smal] 
fruit steamer at Santa Marta last Sunday. 
It is believed the steamer is bound for 
Southampton. The Cartagena advices state 
that the president’s trip to Europe is ap- 
proved by Gen. Holguin, the president desig- 
nate, and the ministry, and that it is Gen. 
Reyes’ intention to return for the meeting 
of congress on July 20.

York, June 19.—[Specia].]—On a volu- 
ume of transactions of about 200,000 shares, 
no more than the quota of an hour in an 
active market, the movement of prices in 
today’s short session duplicated that of Fri- 
day. ‘Without notable advances anywhere, 
the list as a whole at the end of the day dis- 
closed fractional gains in a ority of se- 
curities with many prices unchanged, and 
few more than nominally under the last quo- 
tations of the previous day. 

The dullness and relative strength of the 
market are quite in keeping with its tradi- 
tional behavior following sharp reactions, 
such as occurred earlier in the week, but, be- 
sides proving that for the moment there is 
ho corsiderable pressure of stocks, they 
throw little light upon the future course of 
securities. 


Developments Not Important. 

In a news way, aside from the bank state- 
ment, the day’s news was as uninteresting as 
the market.. Some comment followed the 
Washington dispatches telling of the decision 
of the senate to lay over consideration of the 
income tax and the tax on corporation net 
fnceomese until the tariff schedules had been 
completed, but inasmuch as discussion of 
these proposals will occur before the tariff bill 
is enacted and are bound to delay its com- 
letion, only cold comfort was derived from 
the news. 

Railroad earnings and reports from the in- 
dustrial.world were again highly favorable, 
while the further decline in wheat prices on 
giain markets was, of course, regarded as 
one of the most encouraging features of the 
general situation. A decline of above 4 cents, 
a bushel in Juiy wheat within a week testi- 
fies to the belief of great trade ir substaatial 
crops. This belief is also held outside of the 
trade ard is fortified from day to day by 
the news from the crop territory. 


Review of Bank Status. 

No better proof of the worth of the “ ac- 
tual’’ statement of bank conditions which 
has now been published for a ycar or more 
by the clearing house, along with the old 
form of “‘average’’ statement could be de- 
sired than that contained in today’s return. 
Where under the average system there were 
disclosed increases of $1,453,000 in reserves 
$10.377.000 in loans and $4.848.000 in cash, the 
actual statement setting forth the exact con- 
dition of the banks on Friday evening dis- 
played increases of $14,160,00U in reserves and 
$4.679.000 in cash and loan decrease of 
$35,277,000. 

In the old days before the actual figures 
were published it is plain that such report 
as the average report of today would have 
misiled-nearly every one who read it astothe 
real position of the banks at the close of the 
week. What actually happened is now, how- 
ever, made perfectiy apparent by compari- 
son of the two statements and by review of 
the week's events. The heavy liquidation in 
the stock market did not make itself felt upon 
the loan item until late in the week and its 
effects: therefore, weré minimized in the 
average statement and truly set forth in the 
actua!] statement.

Brand property at 304 is also said to have 
been sold, while the report is that several 
other pieces have been acquired. 

More recent reports indicate an added mag- 
nitude to the plans of the road in connection 
with its new terminal, involving several new 
roads, as tenants of the proposed new sta- 
tion, notably the Canadian Pacific, which is 
said to have been seeking an entrance here 
for some time. Report also has it that the 
Pennsylvania road may also come into the 
new station. It is possible also that the sta- 
tion may be dropped back to Twelfth street, 
carrying out to.a large extent President De- 
lano’s plan for a great union station at that 
point. The situation altogether is of a de- 
cidedly interesting character, and an official 
announcement is being awainted with much 
interest. 


Acre Deal at Desplaines. 

The big acre deal at Desplaines is of much 
interest not only because of its magnitude, in- 
volving 525 acres, but also because it illus- 
trates the growing tendency to secure coun- 
try homes of from one to five or more.acres 
on the part of the thrifty middle classes 
which are seeking these northwestern sub- 
ubs in steadily increasing numbers. The 
tract, which is located at the junction of the 
Chicago and Northwestern and Wisconsin 
Central roads, with the Desplaines station of 
the latter on the property, was purchased by 
John H. Telford and Herbert H. Webb from 
Mrs. Helen W. Scott, widow of Walter A. 
Scott, who originally acquired .the property 
over fifteen years ago. 

It is the plan of Mr. Telford and Mr. Webb 
immediately to subdivide the property under 
the name of the “* Desplaines Highlands "’ 
into lots of from half an acre up to five acres 
in extent, and its fine location and rich soil 
fit it well for garden and fruit purposes. 
Koester & Zander, large operators in this 
district, represented Mrs. Scott, while Harry 
A. Doherty represented the purchasers. 

Mr. Scott aimed when he first acquired the 
property to make it a model manufacturing 
settlement, with roomy homes for the em- 
ployés of the plant which he built on the 
property at a cost of about $150,000. He was 
at that time connnected with the American 
Steel and Wire company, but he died about 
two years after completing the plant, which 
subsequently passed into the hands of the 
Royal Enameling and Stamping works, 
which is still operating it. 

S. C. Iverson, who has been connected with 
the office of Hibbard Porter & KHro. for the 
last fifteen years, is now a member of the 
firm.

MARVELS AT CHICAGO VALUES. 


Says They Are on Basis of Village 
Prices and That People Should 
Wake Up. 


THE TRIBUNE is in receipt of the following 
communication from one who marvels at the 
low range of land values here, outside’of the 
central distriet, and which he says are on the 
basis of village prices. Taxes are lower and 
returns here are higher, he says, and he de- 
clares that it Is incredible to him that such 
conditions should obtain. 

He declares that Chicago investors are too 
prone to neglect their own city and setd their 
money to New York and elsewhere instead 
of placing it to better advantage at home. 

He declares that Chicago people have some- 
thing to be proud of in this splendid city, and 
pertinently asks, "Why not wake up and 
appreciate our home town?” 

The communication follows: 

[Editor of The Tribune.]—What ts the mat- 
ter with real estate in Chicago? I have re- 
cently bought a well located cottage here for 
less than I sold a similar house for in my 
home town of 6,000 people. It seems incred- 
ible, but such is the fact, and I may add that 
taxes are higher in my home town than here. 
Real estate is lower in Chicago than in any 
city in the country of comparable size, and 
is at practically village prices, outside the 
central part. There must be one or more 
reasons. Did the world’s fair do it? Is it 
the Union loop? Our city debt is smaller than 
that of any large city; our parks are the 
finest in the country, yet property is bought 
at village prices. Rents in some cases yield 
more than 10 per cent net, while in other large 
cities owners do not realize more than 4 per 
cent net. 


Distrust of Values Trouble. 


The trouble is not With the revenue from 
property, therefore, but seems to be distrust 
of values. Our citizens send their surplus 
money to New York to invest in railroad 
stocks and bonds and neglect the opportuni- 
ties at home. They will invest in the bonds 
of a debt ridden city like New York in prefer- 
ence to our own bonds. They will send 
money to New York to invest in Consolidated 
Gas stock paying 4 per cent and neglect our 
own gas stock paying 7 per cent. It is the 
same with all other forms of property in 
Chicago. 

If charity begins at home, so also should 
pride. Our newspapers give more space to 
New York and Boston investments than to 
our own. Our banks send their surplus bal- 
ances to New York; our brokers give four- 
fifths of their attention to New York invest- 
ments. I have recently heard of a Chi 
man who bought property In Detroit at a 
price approximately three times what similar 
property could be had for right here in 


Chicago. | 
Time to Wake Up. 


Why not wake up and appreciate our 
home town? We have something to be proud 
of. tJt is not necessary to point out our 
advantages of location and our wonderful 
history. Let us clean our politics, put our 
city under the commission form of goy- 


ernment, encourage home investments, move 
the state capital to Chicago, put our trans- 
portation underground, get rid of the Union 
loop, force the Illinois Central to electrify, 
utilize our lake front, bring out the invisible 
personal property for taxation, take proper 
pride in our great university instead of be- 
littling it and trying to ridicule its faculty. 
In short, let us make Chicago a city, instead 
of a provincial town built on emergency 
principles and inhabited by soreheads who 
gaze with awestruck stupidity towards Man- 
hattan island. To begin with, some one, or 
some newspaper, should tabulate real estate 
values in Detroit, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Min- 
neapolis, Cleveland, and other towns and 
compare them with corresponding values in 
Chicago at similar distances from the busi- 
ness center or from the postoffice. I believe 
the result would be a striking exposition of 
the bargains to be had here. 


Should Not Discourage Owners. 

In the second place, our building depart- 
ment and city health department should be 
given to understand that they were not cre- 
ated for the purpose of discouraging proper- 
ty owners and hounding them into selling at 
a sacrifice. Another—point, while general 
taxes are not high, yet the board of assessors 
should not tax homes at double the rate on 
business property. In some cases they tax 
residences at a rate which appropriates two 
months’ rental, or one-sixth of the gross in- 
come, which is equivalent to about one- 
fourth of the actual value of the property— 
that is, if they tax the property so as to take 
one-sixth of the rental, or one-fourth of the 
net income, they are taking exactly 25 per 
cent of the value of the property, which 
amounts to confiscation. But I do not mean 
this as a complaint. You have opened your 
columns to many different kinds of kickers; 
have you room for one who sees some good in 
Chicago?

Wheaton’s New Subdivision—Big Bo- 
hemian Settlement in Twelfth 
Street, Etc. 


Wheaton is to have a new and exclusive 
residence subdivision to be known as the 
‘Ttalian Villa‘’’ subdivision, because all the 
handsome homes to be erected upon it are to 
be of the Italian villa style. To add tothe 
completeness and harmony of the whole all 
of the houses are to be designed by one archi- 
tect, Jarvis Hunt, while many other details 
are contemplated which are expected to make 
it one of the most attractive as well as pic- 
turesque residence settlements to be found 
in any of the most exclusive of Chicago's 
suburban towns. 

It will occupy a tract of 180 acres opposite 
the grounds of thé Chicago Golf club and im- 
mediately west of Wheaton. It is owned by 
George A. Plamondon, vice president of the 
A. 8S. Plamondon Manufacturing company, 
who expects to expend much money in con- 
nection with the various improvements con- 
templated. The property will be subdivided 
into lots of not less than five and not more 
than fifteen acres, while extending from the 
golf club grounds to Chicago avenue will bea 
handsome, broad boulevard lighted by elec- 
tricity furnished by the power plant of the 
Aurora and Elgin electric road.

LOANS FAVOR THE BORROWER. 


There is little change to note in the local 
mortgage loan market as compared with a 
few weeks ago, although some of the leading 
brokers in this line of business are of the 
opinion that the tendency is toward some- 


Certainly everything favors the borrower, 
especially of the better class for whose busi- 
ness there is much competition among lend- 
Thus while money has been in abundant 
supply for some time past, with a resulting 
softening of rates, the opinion seems to be 
among loan brokers that the supply of avail- 
able funds is steadily increasing and at 
present is much in excess of the demand. 

It is this plethora of money which js caus- 
ing a sharp competition for good loans and 
at the same time it is acting as a stimulus 
both to the real estate market in itself, as

This easy money also is bringing forward 
many projects which have been held 
abeyance for two years or more, waiting for 
just such a time, particularly im the way of 
rallroad operations and manufacturing prop- 


In a sense interest rates are unsettled for 
the reason that while 4% per cent probably 
is the current rate for central business loans, 
nevertheless there is 4 per cent money on the 
market, and some outside loans have ,been

Satirical reviews of a Parisianesque sort have long been the signs of summer time — 
along the Great White Way. When one manager gave them up upon finding himself — 
not a penny richer after a half dozen annual burlesques that looked like successes, but — 
cost too much really to be such in the end, another appeared ready to carry on the” 
scheme along his own lines. “The Follies of 1907” was popular enough that when =” 
1908 came along and demanded follies all its own, the roof garden on which the ~~ “4 
passing seasons frisk themselves had to be altered to seat more folk. Again more 
room is made for people to see “ The Follies of 1909,” the latest dash of light and =» — = 
gayety and color in Broadway. ian 

It may as well be noted at the start that this latest musical frolic has no plot, I@ 
has not even one of those disappearing comic opera plots which reveal themselves 
after the opening chorus of villagers, appear once during the play—usually to intro 
duce the prima donna priticess’ coleratura waltz song—and emerge again only in time 
to bring the piece to a happy conclusion.

In the rival New York opera houses we find contrast in the confusion at one 
from a superfluity of managers and directors to the perfect accord at the other, where 
Oscar Hammerstein sits completely surrounded by portraits of himself, managing bis 
own theater, working at numerous inventions, composing a grand vpera, and other 
wise employed in several and simultaneous bodies, ¢ach of precisely the same face and 
form. Finally discharging Tetrazzini and Mary Garden as unnecessary, he producei 
a row of dummies and leads them through the “ Lucia” sextette with perfect satis 
faction to himself. Again the theatrical rivalry is hit off—and with none too delicate a 
touch—in a scene in which the public rushes to speculators charging $10 for even the

A girl in & 
tiger skin—doubtless African, though possibly Elinor Glynian—sings about “ moving 
day in the jungle.” Perhaps the most poignant lyric illustration of the terror spread 
by the coming of the former president is the information that, in fearful apprehension, 
“the panther lost his pants.” 
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Kermit Prepares Lion for Mighty Hunter. 

Kermit Roosevelt, however, is the first to appear. He tells of his troubles in song, 
of the necessity of giving up to his father anything he might shoot, as, for example, 
when he “ hit a little rabbit, but daddy bad to grab it.” Fortunately Kermit meets 
a lion. In preparation for the coming of the mighty hunter he gives the king of beasts 
a quieting hypodermic injection. Then when the anima) is languid and fatigued he  — 
begins pulling out his terrifying teeth. This done all] is ready for the mighty hunter, 
He is preceded by a brass band. Next comés an ornate bodyguard. Following them 
a select group of dancing girls show that life in the wilds has its compensations sad 

At last Theodore the First comes upon his prey. He is attended by newspaper = : 
reporters, photographers, secretaries, stenographers, and moving picture men. It * oe 
them some time to get good positions to observe and record the hunt. The wait greatly — 
wearies the lion, doped and toothless as he is, and he lies down. Kermit wakens him 
from a needed rest and holds him up’to be shot. “Are you ready?” says Teddy to 
reporters, lion, photographers, Kermit et al. After several picturesque poses he shoots. 
The first time he wounds Kermit in the feot. The lion grows more and more weary 
and it is an effort for all to keep him awake and shootable. However, Kermit, 
though wounded, keeps him propped upright. The photographers take a new set of 
poses, the stenographers a new set of notes. Teddy again takes aim and fires. He 
misses—misses even his son this time. But a rare bird drops dead from the skies. 
And we leave the mighty Lunter discoursing on his marvelous game discovery and 
posing for more heroie photographs. 

That scene occurs as the eighth of the nine which constitute the first act of 
“The Follies of 1909.” The ninth is in the throne room of the German emperor's 
palace. Here Wilhelm receives Theodore, who arrives in state hardly less magnificent 
than when a-hunting in Africa. His bodyguard, except for the ever present brass band. 
now consists of docile lions, tigers, and the like. They amble pleasantly about the 
throne room, while Wilhelm and Theodore sing a duet about themselves, or, rather, . aed 
each ecstatically about himself. Roosevelt refers to himself as the “ next »resident,” a a 
and won’t change it when Kermit suggests that he means “ ex-president.” Taft a 
suddenly turns up with a golf club and a navy, the latter being a ship for each state: 
in the union. They are, in fact; the headgear of a marching chorus. At the end 
imitation waves are so arranged that only the shiplike hats of the girls appear.

Coney Island’s showmen said it was open a month ago, but it wasn’t really—not 
wide—because a crafty trick down there is.to make last year’s shows content this 
year’s crowds as long as possible; and then to introduce the new season's novelties to ~ 
incite second visits. So I have been in no hurry to tell yon about Coney in nineteen ~~ 
nine. It is the largest place of shows in the whole world. Having made that annual 
brag once again, I will add that at night, as heretofore, its million points of electrie — 
light outlme its turrets and towers, follow gravity cars, chute boats, carousels; aerial 
whirls, and other devices of commotion, making such a spectacle as may well make @ 
tourist on an incoming steamship fancy he is passing a city of fairyland. That's @ 
sufficient preface. 


“The Day of Doom” Coney Island's Latest. 


A dozen of Coney’s buildings, if their massive walls were stone, not stucco, and 
if their carved images were carved marble and not moulded plaster, would have cost 
a million apiece. A new one has a demoniac frontage, with big devils, little imps, and 
au enormous angel of evi] glowering over them. “The Day of Doom.” Tifat’s what ~~ 
an inscription says with letters illumined a fiery red. It is merely one more of the 
shows that represent the Bible accounts of the world’s creation or destruction afd 
the Calvinistic beliefs as to man’s eternal rewards and punishments. The Coney 
problem is to play a seemingly big bluff without a real risk of losing anything: te” 
satisfy unexacting people with a spacious, weird, jand haunting spectacle that can be 
run by a dogen men, women, and boys on moderate wages. The investment may equal 
that of an average drama, for two theaters of a makeshift sort are usually included 
in the establishment to seat the andience at the beginning of its visit and again af 
the end; underground passages have to be dug out, walled with painted asbestos, and 
provided with grottoes, and an electric plant is essential for the best theatric illusions, 

Divergence in detail, but not in general idea. is to be found in “The Day o 
Doom.” You get into the first theater with others. When a hundred have been ce 
in by the barker at a quarter each, a performance is begun. The lights are tur 
low, a dirge is played on an organ, a man with a solemn voice reads some oo 
from scripture setting forth the fates of saved and lost souls, and then a stage 
representation of the destruction of the world is given. It looks and sounds like 
a stage storm, bigger and noisier than any you have ever witnessed. Human voices 
arise in terror, anguish, and despair. An uncritical hearer may think that not 
less than twenty persons are vociferating, but my estimate is four, and I base it 
on the fact that at least one is a versatile chap with a vocal range from hoarse zz 
through shrill women to equalling children, and a whole battery of phonog 
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show is to exhibit the doom of sinners first, for after a while in this theater you 
let into a darksome, winding tunnel, in recesses of which you see lurking 
ghostly wraiths, and nondescript beasts. 

You and a score of your companions are next put into an elevator, and 
are credulous you think you are sunk down a long way; but the sounds of c 
wheels and rattling cables, with a shaking of

English Actor Now 
‘Fitch Made’ American. 


Charles Cherry isan English actor, without 
much of an accent, and he has been pretty 
well Americanized. It probably is due to 
Clyde Fitch that he has been so thoroughly 
metamorphosed, for of the ten years this 
actor has been in American six of them 
have been spent playing in Fitch plays. In 
that time he has been leading man with Max- 
ine Elliott, Henrietta Crosman, Mary Man- 
nering, and Ethel Barrymore. Twice he has 
gone back to London to play. and once he was 
leading man with Irene Vanbrugh, one of the 
best known actresses in London. 
Several years ago Cherry, a young man 
fresh from Oxford, declared that he would 
seek fame behind the footlights. Every ac- 
tor in England knows how to begin. He at 
once applies for admission to the traveling 
stock company under the direction of F. R. 
Benson or the one conducted by Edward 
Compton. These organizations tour ‘the 
provinces playing Shakspeare and the classic 
comedies. They change the bill nearly every 
night, and the training to be had is said to be 
the best offered. At least, that isthe opinion 
of Cherry, and he says it is shared by the 
best players in London. 
** You know, the actor who begins with one 
of those companies gets but £1 sterling a 
week, and I do not doubt at all but there are 
many men and women who act in these com- 
panies without any compensation except the 
schooling they get. Under the tutelage of 
these stock managers a person gains repose, 
ease, and facility. No one who plays nightTy 
in old comedies like ‘ The Schoo! for Scan- 
dal’ and ‘She Stoops to Conquer’ can help 
but gain polish and finish. There are no or- 
ganizations in America that correspond to 
those of England, and it is quite a pity, for 
the stage would be much benefited if there 
were.

LONDON. — [Special correspondence.]— 
American playwrights have had a fair in- 
ning during the last week. Of three pro- 
ductions at West End theaters they are able 
to claim two. Neither, I am afraid, is likely 
to set the Thames on fire, but one, at least, 
has been received wit? considerable favor. 
I refer to Clyde Fitch's “A Woman in the 
Case,’’ produced under Herbert Sleath’s man- 
agement at the Garrick. In securing the piece 
for this country he fully intended that the 
heroine’s part should be played by his wife, 
Ellis Jeffreys, but as she could not be re- 
leased from her engagement at His 
Majesty's, Sleath had to reconsider his ar- 
rangements. I am inclined to think that 
“The Woman in the Gase” is destined to 
enjoy greater favor on this side than any of 
Fitch's pleces which have been seen here. It 
is of course, melodrama of a primitive pat- 
tern. but the story is powerful and the sus- 
pense cleverly maintained. 

The first night audience yielded itself 
whole heartetily to the tension of the scene. 
tn particular the second and third acts held 
the attention of the spectators, and in each 
ease the curtain fell to loud applause. The 
‘fourth tailed off badly and served appre- 
‘elably to dampen ‘the ardor of those present. 
The best work was done by Violet Vanbrugnh, 
who took the part of Claire Foster, and 
scored something like a triumph in It. She 
has given us nothing better or more cleverly 
drawn since she appeared as Yanefta in 
“The Arm of the Law.” As Margaret Rolfe, 
Grace Lané took seconé honors, but she 
passed the line a long way behind the winner. 
Her manner {s a trifle mechanical and un- 
responsive and the great scene, in which 
Margaret lures Claire on to confess the truth 
about Philip Long’s death, would have 
gained enormously had it been played by two 
actresses of equal merit. The present the- 
atrical season is adtnittedly a bad one, but 
“The Woman in the Case’’ should serve to 
keep the Garrick going until the time comes 
for Arthur Bourchier’s reappearance in Al- 


fred Sutro’s new play. 


a 


The other American play, * Eunice,” must 
be written down a frank failure. It has not 
yet been done on your side, but I understand 
Fannie Ward intends to take it on the road 
next autumn. Mare Klaw, under whose dl- 
rection it was produced at the Hicks theater, 
had every confidence In it. The day before 
its presentation he himself told me that it 
was of a kind to ‘‘knock London.” The 
authors, Lee Arthur and Forrest Halsey, 
seem to have gone for inspiration to the Paris 
stage of twenty-five years ago; at every turn 
recollections of well known popular French 
plays are conjured up. 

One can well imagine that Fannie Ward 
was tempted by the principal part, which is 
something of a blend of Frou-Frou and 
Camille, but stagey and artificial .to a de- 
gree. It gave her,.at any rate, an. opportu- 
nity for several emotional outbursts, of 
which she made the most; her art, however, 
is still elementary and she has much Doth,to 
learn and to unlearn before she can match 
herself against a’ Bernhardt or.a Réjane.

AUTOMOBILE RACING. 

The popularity of the automobile race 
as a type of sport is evident. Thousands 
of people enjoyed the contests on the 
Crown Point course. Many of them en- 
dured unaccustomed hardships in order to 
share in the excitement of the hour. Loss 
of sleep, makeshifts in luncheon arrange- 
ments, an abundance of dust and dirt, the 
weariness of a long day, and, perhaps, an 
accident while on the road, or all these 
combined, do not appear to have lessened 
the ardor of enthusiasm manifested by 
the multitude. 

There is one advantage the motor race 
has over a horse race. The course is long- 
er and more open to observation. Even 
the humblest and most impecunious bas a 
chance to see the speeding machines from 
some vantage point along the way. To the 
spectacular features of the actual rush of 
the machines as they flew by at & mile a 
minute almost were added many of the 
attractive accompaniments of large out- 
door assemblages. Everybody knows that 
these things make strong appeal to the 
fancy. ; 

It was an unusual sight to see an Illi- 
nois militia regiment policing a long race- 
track in Indiana. The soldiers were able 
to do easily what a special citizen con- 
stabulary might have found difficult. The 
soldier’s uniform commands respect and 
there was little cause for opposition when 
people appreciated the fact that their own 
safety was the main thing sought. 

The incidental accidents of the race are 
to be regretted. But they were the al- 
most inevitable accompaniments of such 
an occasion and might have occurred in 
connection with any other concourse of a 
large number of people in motor cars. 
They have their place along with the loss 
of sleep and the irregularity of meals and 
the other features of a sort of picnic out- 
ing. 

The daring of the drivers brought many 
comments. It was a race with death in 
more ways than one. There were a num- 
ber of points of extreme hazard, to say 
nothing of the ever present possibilities of 
a breakdown or of unmanageable mechan- 
ism. The sport is developing a group of 
chauffeurs who are fearless and expert. 

As a sport, automobile racing is a suc- 
cess. As a practical influence upon a 
great industry, it no doubt tends steadily 
toward improvement of mechanism, rival- 
ry of manufacturers, and eventual bet- 
terment of the automobile, which has an 
assured place in the modern world as a 
vehicle for pleasure and business alike. 


FREEDOM FOR ORIENTAL WOMEN. 

The awakening of Islam is a favorite 
topic nowadays. Its phases are many 
and varied. Changes are taking place 
that are revolutionary in their character. 
The old order of things seems to be pass- 
ing away. The influence of western 
ideas is being felt jin many surprising 
and even startling ways. The world 
looks on with wonder, as it is justified 
in doing. For there are 180,000,000 peo 
ple called Mohammedans. And move- 
ments which gain strength in centers of 
Mohammedan power are quite likely to 
spread with rapidity throughout the en- 
tire domain of that faith. 

None of these movements is more revo- 
lutionary or more important than thut 
which seeks a larger freedom for women. 
It has been noted in connection with the 
downfall of the old régime in Turkey. 
Students of the situation proclaim boldly 
that the emancipation of women is cer- 
tain. They are breaking away from the- 
conventions that have bound them iu 
days gone by. The men who are edu- 
cated and who have traveled appreciate 
the advantages to the civilization of a 
country secured from the daily associa- 
tion of men and women according to the 
custom of modern nations. They are 
likely to help rather than hinder the ef- 
forts of the women to gain a larger free- 
dom. 

In line with this new thought is the 
report brought from Cairo of a _ great 
gathering of more than 4,000 Hgyptian 
women of the upper rank of society, 
Speeches were made demanding freedom 
from harem life, the abolition of the veil, 
permission to be in the society of men, 
and the right to be courted. These de- 
mands are revolutionary. They strike 
at the heart of oriental custom. They 
come into sharp contact with the teach- 
ings of religion. The Koran itself is 
cited in support of claims against the 
granting of which the Koran has been 
counted decisive. 

The slavery which forces a woman to 
marry a man whom she has never seen 
is condemned. To have “children by an 
utter stranger,” as one feminine speaker 
phrased it, is held up as intolerable. The 
nafrowing effect of the seclusion both 
upon the women themselves and upon the 
sons they bring forth to make the rising 
generation is emphasized. The priests 
have taken alarm. They are crying out

The coroner of the verge has as his chief 
duty to preside at the inqueste of all people 
who may meet their deaths within the pre- 
cincts or grounds of the royal palaces in 
such a fashion ag to call for judicial inves- 
tigation. Nowadays deaths of this kind oc- 
cur but rarely. But formerly, when the 
poignard, the rapier, and poison played a far 
more important role in everyday life than 
they do in these modern times, the services 
of the coroner of the verge were in constant 
demand. The most recent occasion when 
the present occupant of the office, Arthur W. 
Mills, was called upon to hold an inquest 
was last year, on the remains of a postilion 
of one of the heavy, steel sheathed’ vans in 
which the superb gold and silver-plate, val- 
ued at some $15,000,000, belong to the crown 
and used at state banquets, is conveyed when 
needed to Buckingham palace from the im- 
mense vaults where it is preserved in Wind- 
sor castle. The man's horse had slipped 
while entering the gateway of Buckingham 
palace, and before it was possible to raise 
the postilion one of the wheels of the van 
had passed over his body, killing him in- 
stahtly. The jury, as required by law, was 
composed of twelve men, all members of the 
royal household, as usual, of the upper 
servant class, who returned e verdict of ac- 
cidental death. 

No exception was taken to this, but this 
method of composition of the jury was se- 
verely condemned on the occasion of the 
shocking murder in St. James’ palace of 
Senlis, the confidential Swiss valet of that 
duke of Cumberland who, as a younger son 
of George III., became king of Hanover on 
the accession of his filece, Queen Victoria, 
to the throne of Great Britain, in 18387. 
Senlis, just about a hundred years ago, was 
found pierced through and through with a 
sword which belonged to his master, at the 
end of a corridor into which the duke’s bed- 
room and dressing room opened, and the 
stains on the carpet showed that the man 
had been killed in the dressing room of the 
duke. There were no strangers in that part 
of the palace at that time, and neither the 
police patrolling the outside nor yet the 
military sentinels at the door saw any 
stranger entering or leaving the palace. 


oe 

Had the murder béen investigated by an 
ordinary coroner and jury there is no doubt 
that the popular execration in which the 
duke of Cumberland was held at the time 
would have led to a verdict charging him 
with the crime, on the ground of circumstan- 
tial evidence. It would have been a verdict 
in accordance with popular belief, which was 
to the effect that Senlis had been killed by 
his master because he possessed the knowl- 
edge of some secret affecting the honor and 
reputation of this most evil of all the sons 
of George III. But, fortunately for the 
duke, the matter was confided to the king’s 
coroner of the verge, and a jury composed 
of members of the royal! household, in ac- 
cordance with his directians, rendered a 
verdict of murder against “a party or party 
unknown.” Nor was any attempt ever made 
to pursue any further the investigation into 
the death of the unfortunate valet. 

This is only one of the many tragedies 
which almost until the beginning of the Vic- 
torlan era occurred within the precincts of 
the various royal! palaces, and which often 
remained shrouded in a mystery to which 
clews and even complete explanations may 
be found in the stolen archives of the king's 
coroner of the verge. 


~~ 

At length, after years and years of pro- 
tracted litigation, the historic house of Bour- 
bon has obtained relief from the tribunals 
of the republic. For the latter’s final and 
ultimate court of appeal has just rendered 
a decree prohibiting the stepson of the late 
Prince Pascal of Bourbon, who was also 
known as the comte de Bari, from using the 
name of Bourbon, or of de Bari. The late 
Prince Pascal, a half brother of the last 
king of Naples, was during his life the black 
sheep of the Bourbon family, and was such 
a reprobate that when King Francis of Na- 
ples died in Austria Prince Pascal was not 
only barred by his royal and imperial rela- 
tives from the funeral, but was even forced 
by the police to leave the country. Timeand 
again he was brought within reach of the 
criminal law, from which he was only saved 
through the pecuniary intervention of hig 
kinsfolk. 

One of the most disgraceful episodes of his 
career was his marriage to a member of the 
Parisian half world, who used to go by the 
name of Blanche Marconay. As there is no 
such thing as morganatic matrimony in 
France the prince, by marrying her, convert- 
ed this elderly cocotte into a full fledged 
princess of Bourbon and into a sister-in-law 
of the ex-queen of Naples and of a number 
of other royal ladies. At the time of the 
marriage the prince, who was in financial! 
straits and depended on the fortune accu- 
mulated by his wife, recognized as his off- 
spring her son, @ lad well on in his teens, 
and only eight or nine years younger than 
the prince himself, 


> 

The prince’s relatives at once took steps to 
secure from the courts an annulment of this 
act of recognition of paternity, which if 
valid would have endowed the boy with the 
right to the name of Bourbon, and were suc- 
cessful in their appeal, the courts taking the 
sensible ground that Prince Pascal, who had 
only made the acquaintance of Blanche 
Marconay a short time before he married 
her, could not possibly have been the father 
of her almost grown up son. 

With the object of annoying his relatives 
Prince Pascal then caused his stepson to 
proceed to Italy to secure naturalization 
there under the name of Bourbon, and to 
enter the Italian army under that designa- 
tion. But there again Prince Pascal's kins- 
folk successfully invoked the intervention 
of the courts. 

Some three or four years ago Prince Pasca] 
died, and since then his precious stepson has 
been parading about in Paris, styling him- 
self ‘‘ Henri de Bourbon ” and the “ Vicomte 
de Bari.” 

French law moves slowly, indeed. The 
procedure is terribly wearisome, and it is 
only now that the principal petitioner, Prince 
Alphonse of Bourbon, count of Case. ia. 
elder brother of the late Prince Pascal, and 
claimant to the throne of Naples, has ob- 
tained from the last court of appeal in 
France the decree prohibiting Pasca)’s step- 
son from using any other name than that of 
hig mother—namely: Marconay.

Pascal seems to be making her way in a cer- 
fain class of society at Paris, despite her 
world wide known antecedents.

forms of religious organizations. In our 
own day it became mora! and ethical, insist- 
ing that religion is valueless unless it pro- 
duces virtuous lives, demanding char acter 
as the proof of creed. 

But now even the ethical emphasis has @ 
changed significance; it ls more than @ mat- 
ter of personal uprightness; it is one of 
social rightness. The virtues of the ideal 
man today are quite different from those of 
the good man of the past, who could walk 
his solitary path of rectitude, whose right- 
eousness was between his soul and God alone. 

Just as psychology knows.no individual, so 
does religion, for none of us liveth to himself. 
Men come to a social realization of them- 
selves. The study solitude gives place to the 
human fellowship, the brooding over per- 
sonal faults and the lonely struggle for in- 
dividual perfections passes and its high pas- 
sion is satisfied in banding ourselves with 
our fellows for the salvation of the world. 

There is one voice to which every free soul 
responds today; it is that which insists on 
the claim of all the lives about us on our 
own lives, the sense of common responsibill- 
ty. All who live in any large sense, who lift 
up the eyes and know the world as it is, know 
that they live in a society as living parts of 
society. 

Such living involves religious obligations. 
It means that the higher life must find ex- 
pression through these relations to all other 
lives. Social living means the death of sel- 
fishness, of the old soul dwarfing individu- 
ality. It takes the I from the old time throne 
afid sets the All there. 

Faith nowhere finds finer expression than 
in the life that forsakes self-seeking in order 
to serve another, that thus says, I believe so 
firmly in the eternal goodness, in the right- 
ness of this world that I dare cease to think 
of myself and even seem to neglect my own 
prosperity in order to make sure of the well- 
being of my fellows. 

Piety need never fear that ft will suffer 
from too great practical mindedness of this 
type. The people who warn us of the danger 
of the spiritual life decaying in our interest 
in social welfare are usually those who dread 
the necessity of making practical proof of 
their professions of religion, of expressing 
their spirituality in any serviceable manner. 

The social interpretations of religion do not 
mean the adoption of any particular theory 
of society; they do mean living the life that 
is ours as children of the infinite in full con- 
sciousness of all other lives, in relations of 
love and service toward them, in recognition 
of all their rights, in the joy of living with 
others and loving them. 

The creeds of religion may He beyond our 
comprehension; its forms may seem mean- 
ingless to us and its emotional expressions 
repellent, but here is a form of religion that 
all may understand and practice; here are 
religious acts that all may do; they lie next 
to us in daily living, simple, usually easy done 
and yet far reaching in their potency. The 
mystery of the love of the Most High will 
solve itself as a man gives himself to the lov- 
ing service of his brother man. 

If only for a while we might learn this way 
of living, the way shown by the life that 
gave itself in sefvice for all lives; if only 
we might see life as just the chance to love 
and help, and religion as the eternal spirit 
in us seeking the highest good for all, the 
wonder would be not so much in the good 
that would come to us all as in the new joy 
and fullness in Uving we ourselves would 
find.

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Who Shall Have Possession of the Great Composer’s Remains—Oliver | 
Cromwell, Richelieu, and King James IV. of Scotland Among Others Whose 


Question of |. 


‘, 
ELDOM has a t composer recetved 
such world wide homage to his talent 
as that accorded to Joseph Haydn, in 
connection with the celebration of the 
centennial anniversary of his death. 
For it has been made the occasion of the 
biennial meeting in the Austrian capital of 
the congress of the International Musical 
society, an organization so vast in extent 
that it may be said to stretch from China 
and Japan, all across Asia and Europe, to 
the western hemisphere and to Australia. In 
fact, the gathering of the congress, to which 
most foreign nations sent delegates of mu- 
sical celebrity, and for the entertainment of 
whom the Austrian treasury granted a con- 
siderable sum of money, may be said to have 
resolved itself into a glorification of the mem- 
ory of that Croat Slav, who, born as the son 
of a wheelwright, in a village of lower Aus- 
tria, has sometimes been described here in 
America as ‘‘the Robert Burns of music.” 

Amfong the principal features of the festi- 
val was the pilgrimage by the members of the 
congress to Eisenstadt, Prince Esterhazy's 
place in Hungary, where Joseph lies buried 
in the St. Marie Einsiedel church, and where, 
after the celebration of a memorial service, 
wreaths were laid by the chief foreign dele- 
gates and by Austro-Hungarian authorities 
and societies upon hig tomb. This, however, 
did not pass off without a somewhat sensa- 
tional contretemp. For Dr. Lueger, who for 
more than twelve years past has been the 
burgomaster of Vienna, insisted upon being 
the first to pay this tribute to Haydn, instead 
of occupying the fourth or fifth place in the 
line of those depositing floral emblems on his 
grave. Moreover, as he laid down the 
wreath of the city of Vienna he exclaimed: 
‘*I salute the grave of Hadyn, who was a 
good German and a good Austrian. I salute 
upon Hungarian soil the grave of a composer 
who gave us our sacred national hymn, which 
is despised in this country.” 

Not content with this anti-Magyar demon- 
stration, the doughty mayor of the Austrian 
metropolis, who is renowned as much for 
his pugnacity as for his ardent patriotism, 
declined to attend the grand luncheon at 
which Prince and Princess Esterhazy enter- 
tained, after the memorial service, all the 
members of the congress at their superb cha- 
teau of Eisenstadt, where Haydn spent a 
considerable portion of his life as leader of 
the celebrated private orchestra of Prince 
Nicholas Esterhazy, surnamed ‘‘the mag- 
nificent ’’—the luncheon being followed by 
the performance of several of Haydn's works 
in the very selfsame music room where the 
composer used to conduct his picked band of 
musicians. Lueger’s rejection of the hospi- 
tality of the Esterhazys was couched in a 
message to the effect that neither he nor his 
fellow members of the city council of Vienna 
could accept the hospitality of a Hungarian 
prince in whose house Haydn's 
hymn, namely, “Gott erhalte Franz den 
Keiser,’’ is not allowed to be played. He 
also intimated that the city of Vienna was 
about to institute legal proceedings for the 
purpose of recovering from Prince Esterhazy 
the remains of Haydn and their return from 
Eisenstadt to Vienna, 


-°- 

That this fight for the body of the great 
composer—a new development of the ani- 
mosity between Austria and Hungary—is 
about to begin is an undoubted fact. For 
Burgomaster Lueger and the authorities and 
people of Vienna are very much in earnest 
about the matter. The conflict—for such itis 
bound to be—cannot fall to bring to lighta 
most extraordinary condition of affairs, 
namely, that in the tomb at Eisenstadt there 
is only the headless trunk of the composer. 
The head that was added to the remains 
some weeks after their arrival from Vienna 
was not that of Haydn, but of a perfect 
stranger. The actual head of Haydn is today 
one of the treasures of the museum of the 
Imperial Society of Music of Vienna, and 
owing to the effect that it is suffering from 
the ravages of time, it is proposed to inter it 
in a magnificent tomb, to be erected as a 
memorial to the composer by the city of 
Vienna. The city naturally does not relish 
the idea of having only a part of Haydn's 
remains in the tomb which it is about to 
erect, and has therefore instituted a series 
of investigations for the purpose of ascer- 
taining by what means the Esterhazys could 
be compelled to surrender the rest of Haydn's 
body with the view to its reinterment along 
with the head. 

From this inquiry it would appear that 
when Haydn died, on the last day of May, in 
1809, during the French occupation of the 
city, he was buried very. quietly in the Hund- 
sturm cemetery, that is to say, within the 
precincts of the metropolis. Only a few 
intimate friends and a score of French offi- 
cers were present at the funeral, at which 
none of the Austrian authorities were repre- 
sented. A few days after the burial the coffin 
was disinterred and opened and the head of 
the corpse cut off and taken away by two 
well known scientists of the day, whose 
names are a matter of record. The wig was 
left in the coffin, which was duly returned to 
the ground. 
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Some years later Prince Nicholas Ester- 
hazy was led, by the enthusiasm aroused 
through the performance of “The Crea- 
tion” at Eisenstadt, in the presence of a 
distinguished audience composed of the mon- 
archs and statesmen assembled tn the Aus- 
trian metropolis for the congress of Vienna 
to consider the question of removing the re- 
mains of the composer to Eisenstadt, with a 
view to rendering the latter a bourn of pil- 
grimage to the admirers of Haydn for all 
time. 

Now, according to the laws of the day 
and which still remain in existence. bodies 
cannot be disinterred and removed from their 
tomb without the specific sanction of the 
municipality of the commune in which the 
grave is situated. But there is no evidence 
to show that Prince Nicholas Esterhazy 
ever sought or received the permission of 
the city of Vienna, as required in law for 
the removal of Haydn's remains from the 
Hundsturm cemetery to Eisenstadt, and the 
fact has been established that the prince 
managed to effect the transfer solely and 
entirely by reason of his great wealth and 
influence, which enabled him, so to speak 
to disregard statutory ordinances. At the 
time of the removal—it was in 1820—it was 
found that the body was headless. The wig 
was there, but not the head which it had 
adorned in life. Prince Esterhazy made 
diligent inquiries, and later on a head was

It was the Samuel! Russell, by the bye, whe 
sold the head of his famous ancestor to the 
showman, who, before losing his money, 
sought permission to assume the name of 
Cromwell in lieu of that of Russell, not only 
by reason of his descent from the protector 
but also owing to the fact that he was mar- 
ried to the only daughter and heiress of 
Thomas Cromwell of Chestnut, the last male 
representative of the family to which the 
protector had belonged. George III, how- 
ever, would not hear of this being done, and 
vetoed the application of Samuel Russell 
with the words, “No, no—no more Crom- 
wells!’’ 

It is a peculiar fact that. although almost

Among the other heads separated from

And the means whereby the peace advo- 
cates seek accomplish their aims, how does 
the public ak them’? They are simple: the 
kind hearted friends of freedom go about 
preaching to the cruel, quarrelsome, war, loving 

people that it is much better to come to some peaceful understanding 
than to fight. The advocates of peace, the greater part of the public 
imagine, go about painting war in as horrible a light as possible, hoping 
by such sentimental descriptions of the horrors of war to prevail upon 
our war lords to leave the sword in the sheath.

AINTING, I believe, is getting to be the most 
A %. tempting art for the dilettant, more tempting 
| even than music. There are more painters 
than there are musicians, writers, than every- 
thing else, almost. There are infinite numbers 
of them. The most modest banquet of paint- 
ers reunites hundreds of guests. At every ex- 
position modern paintings cover a large area 
of space. And what does honor to these vol- 
unteers of art is the fact that no financial 
bait induces the greater part of these painters 
to follow this vocation. 

Few among the great public which spends 
fortunes on theaters, concerts, and editors buy 
modern paintings. In a well to do and culti- 
vated middle class family I met recently a young man who ordered 
a painting from a salon and the man immediately became a subject 
for ridicule on the part of his relatives. The majority of people who 
do not paint themselves value a picture, unless it bears the name of 
some noted master, only by the worth of its frame. Indeed, one’s im-

OUNG men, middle aged men, and old men 
have been interested alike in the problem of 
the “old man” in business. That epecific com- 
plaint of the old man is that he is not wanted. 
Modern business admits the fact. But young 
men-and men in the prime of their lives must 
grow old. What are the young men and the 
men of middle age going to do about it? 

It is not Hkely that in any near future the 
methods of modern business will so change that 
the old man, per se, will be more in demand 
than he is now. WBconomic philosophies are to 
the effect that in general the man who has 
grown old ought to have a competence upon 
which to retire. Cold, hard facts that are 
indisputable show how impossible this is. 

“What did you do with your money?” is the implied question 
turned upon the old man who must have something to do in order 
to live. 

“Why, I never had any money in my life,” may be the answer 
of that honest, earnest, capable, best man that ever worked hard all 
his life, honestly and earnestly. 

Money too often is the mark of dishonesty and unfaithfulness in 
the individual who has most of it. Orookedness fails, often; but too 
often it succeeds, and as a rule success isn’t questioned. Failures 
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The whole object of the peace advocates, in short, consists in 
turning the people and the governments to kindness and mutual love. 
They strive to show how much pleasanter, more comfortable, happier, 
and healthier it is to live in peace than it is to quarrel and fight. 

The public imagines the peace advocates to be a sort of a wishy- 
washy flock of sheepish men upon whom our war lords look down with 
contempt and whose arguments are now and then refuted by histo- 
rians and other learned man. 

This conception of the peace advocate, however, is wrong. The 
peace advocate as the public thinks of him is only a phantom. He 
is only a caricature created by those who know nothing whatever 
about the movement and agitation for universal peace. 

War—whether it is being waged or whether it is lé@tent—has from 
time immemorial been and is at the present day the ruling motive 
and course of human society. Peace is an interruption and an acci- 
dent. What the advocates of peace want jis precisely to turn the 
thing around. They want to make peace the ruling course and motive 
of human society, and war, in so far as it ever could arise, to be only 
an illegal interruption. In our present society, which rests entirely 
upon a war basis, peace—which is the object all diplomats strive to 


agination is too weak to conceive what dark abyss engulfs those nu- 
merous rolls of painted canvas which represent human beings, flow- 
ers, landscapes.

However, this uncertain destiny of their works does not discour- 
age the thousands of this vocation.

Where then does this tempting quality which painting has for 
these neophytes come in? Is it possible that they all take up this 
vocation in obedience to our inner voice, to a call from God? No 
amateur who is reasonable will admit this except perhaps to himself. 
If he think of all the others he must admit that so many people can- 
not be “necessary” artists. A work of art is by the definition of it 
an exception. One has proof of this in the fact that one ceases to 
consider the present and one begins to value the legacies of the past. 

Without even seeing them one can confidently state that out of the 
5,000 paintings which the Paris Salon exhibits annually the number 
of really great works of art is decidedly small. The rest are more or

measurements, and the sharpest, closest of all euch inquisitions is 
that imposed upon the old man. 

But the present bearing of the old man problem is upon the young 
man. What can the young man do to anticipate that old age condi- 
tion when he may be in the “ not wanted” class? He must anticipate 
age. Why not anticipate the condition which has come upon eo many 
old men in the past? 

“What is that work in which I may work longest without the 
infliction of the age penalty?’ may be a live question for this poten- 
tial old man of the future. 

Not every man under present conditions has a free, open choice 
of his life’s work. Too often he may have to accept that next best 
thing, or even accept something which is fourth or seventh place 
from his talents and his ambitions. He must make a living in the 
world. By that universal decree and implied obligation of nature he 
is entitled to family life. And family life brings larger obligations, 

What can he do to conserve himself and his talents and powers 
and energy which in the end ought &® promise him a competence for 
his old age? a 

Probably in the vast majority of cases where earnest, honest men 
have worked at a chosen work that old age problem is met if, until 
the end, the worker is privileged to work. To die in the harness is 
by thousands considered an ideal ending of an ideal life. Accumulated 
money and idle ease have shortened thousands of lives at the expense 
of contentment. For this type of man it is a certainty that ability and 
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accomplish, which is the program solemnly promised by all govern- 
ments, and the ardent desire of all méthere—is maintained only 
through expensive war preparations and througi the constructing of 
fortifications, i 

We peace advocates, however, are not concerned so much with 
the temporary maintenance of peace—although we prefer such a state 
to that of open war—but with the enthroning of peace. We aim not 
to retard war but to do away with it entirely by wiping out war as 
an institution of human society. 

The advocates of peace; however, have sufficient historical sense 
and social and philosophical insight to know that an institution which 
has been at the root of humaz society for eo many thousands of years 
cannot be made to disappear with one stroke, but, like all other 
changes in nature and in society, will be breught about gradually and 
in response to the newly created necessities and standards. 

The movement for universal peace has in the last few years de- 
veloped into a science. Sciences never create, plead, or force phenom- 
epa@—they merely observe them and recognise them. The movement 
toward universal peace accomplishes more and more as the world be 
comes organized, as its separate units begin to unite more closely.

less successful. But even those which one labels as the best, if one 
is to speak from the strictly critical point of view, are no more paint- 
ings than a young rhetorician who has just carried off a prize on a 
dissertation is a writer. They have a flavor, a touch of painting, 
without doubt, but they have not felt that interior tempest which 
agitates the true artist and forces him to seek anxiously the expres- 
sion of a certain vision which he had in him by naturn, 

In justice to these dilettanti of the brush it must be said, however, 
that many of them have the charming modesty to confess this. They 
do not pretend that they will gain either glory or fortune by their 
paintings, They bave intelligence enough not to expect either of these 
things and to console themselves in advance, Less presumptuous than 
poets, less chimerica] than musicians, many men of talent who hang 
up their pictures in salons from time to time admit that they paint 
for the pleasure of painting only. 

The pleasure of painting is complex. While giving an occupation 
for the painter’s fingers painting is not exactly a thing to stir the soul 
of the amateur, The amateur is not required to undertake a number 
of compositions and to pick out the most difficult. A faithful repro- 
duction of a house at the edge of a stream and the amateur has

young man choose—if he can—promising him that longest independent 
usefulness? 

To answer the question for himself naturally depends upon the 
individual and the thousand and one characteristics and tastes and 
equipments of the man for the work which he may choose. A young 
man may have that sole desire to become a locomotive engineer, for ex- 
ample. He has the physical frame to more than stand the test of fire- 
man apprenticeship. He may have the nerve and judgment and 
sobriety and sanity for the ideal man in the locomotive cab. But what 
if his eyesight is bad and the chances are that it may grow worse? 
Could the young man do a more foolish thing than to persist in his 
intentions to run a locomotive? Failing eyesight is that greatest of all 
bugbears of the locomotive engineer, growjng old in the service. Every 
pther qualification may be left him, but failing of the eye test he 
must step down and out. 

There are trades which in their nature promise short working 
lives to the man choosing them, or forced into them by circumstances. 
Some of these trades poison, some of them almost certainly maim, if 
they do not kill. Modern legislation has done much to minimize this, 
yet still there are the occupations emphasized for their high death 
rates. That average worker may be reconciled to the facts, but the 
condition remains with reference to old age. 

That one fact confrontipg the young worker wherever he may be 
and at whatever work is the necessity of conserving his energies, 
talents, and working forces generally. They are his working capital. 
If he earns no more than $1,000 a year, this is 6 per cent interest on

Yet every day in the great cities no keen observer is needed to eee 
thousands of young men risking their whole future in actions that can 
be only ruinous to them. Not all these actions are positive. The 
negative stand may be as menacing in a hundred ways. This work- 
ing eapital is working capital, not idling, careless, time serving 
routine, with dissipation sandwiched between in the off hours from 
duty.

|STEEN TRUE MASTER OF HIS ART. 


The exhibition in London this summer of 
pictures by Jan Steen, drawn from private 
collections, has met with enthusiastic ap- 
preciation on the part of the London press 
and ought to quicken a more or less indiffer- 
ent public to a realization of this truly great 
master’s accomplishment. 

That Steen was a most uneven craftsman 
cannot be denied. So, also, was Rem- 
brandt. But at his best no painter has sur- 
passed him in such matters as the rendering 
of silken surfaces and polished metal, of 
the lovely merriment of children, of the 
frank interests of bourgeois life in the sev- 
enteenth century, of the unpretentious, un- 
exaggerated comedy of character. 

Like the Flemish painter Jordaens, he is 
fond of showing the lustier joys of life. He 
has none of Rembrandt's power to endow 
visions of the mind and moods of soul with 
form and color. But he strikes a much 
graver note than Jordaens, and might al- 
most, in his relentless pictorial comment 
upon vice, be termed a moralist. 

There is enough conscience in his work- 
manship alone to lend dignity to the least 
restrained of his subjects, but apart from 
this his manner of representation lacks the 
jovial zest of the participator in the scenes 
he depicts while missing none of the crit- 
ical zest of the observer. 

With Jordaens we feel instinctively that 
he has just risen from one of his heavily 
laden boards, withdrawn himself as little 
as possible from the festivity, and made 
his rapid notation with the flush of exuber- 
ant merrymaking still upon him. 

With Steen we feel the incoming of a com- 
mentator who observes no@ only facts and 
appearances but all the subtler psychologic- 
al suggestions of his subject; who turns over 
in his mind the pictorial and mora! and intel- 
lectual significance of his picture before he 
puts his brush to canvas, and who paints in 
accordance with a well defined plan. It is 
this touch of Shakspearean gravity of mind 
that lifts Steen far above his contemporaries 
of the Dutch school. 

His variety is extraordinary and has been 
the subject of comment with all critics in 
even the limited exhibition of his work 
shown at the Dowdeswell galleries. 

In his different versions of the “ Drel- 
kdnigsfest,’’ where he is on common ground 
with Jordaens, and in the various Dutch 
inn scenes where broken crockery and over- 
turned chairs, tipsy revelers, and boisterous 
fooling are the principal characteristics, the 
composition is remarkable for its mingling 
of vivacity and austerity. He places his 
people in rooms sufficiently spacious to keep 
each individual figure subordinated to the 
general scene. However crowded the room 
may be, there {8 always the sense of liberal 
air; always, too, the informal natural ar- 
rangement, the accidental relation of the 
figures to one another, combined with the 
wise composition that draws the eye to the 
most significant part of the picture without 
apparent emphasis upon that part. 

The whole invariably is more important to 
him than any single feature, and the beau- 
ty of his interlaced design is seldom marred 
by insistence anywhere. Yet the single fig- 
ures are vital. None of them loses in char- 
acter by the care taken not to lay excessive 
stress upon its importance.

TOLSTOI LOVES A MARTYR. 


Count Tolstol’s recent offer to take upon 
himself the punishment meted out to the 
publisher of some of his pamphiets recalis 
to mind the fact that of late years the great 
Russian hab frequently expressed a desire 
to suffer as a@ martyr. On a former occa- 
sion, when one of his publishers was im- 
prisoned on a charge of disseminating the 
count’s works, he, the publisher, humorously 
suggested that Tolstoi would probably uke 
to join him in prison. Tolstoi's reply was as 
follows: 

‘‘ Many may take it as a joke or a paradox, 
but for me it is the@plain, simple truth. 
Nothing would give me such joy, nothing 8o 
perfectly satisfy me, as just to be put In pris- 
on, a propér prison, a real prison, a reeking, 
cold, hunger hole.” 


On another occasion hé told an interviewer . 


that hanging was the best end for a man— 
except being burned, “* Saerifice is the best 
end,” sald the count. ** Théygwho @re cruci- 
fied die well.” 

A story is told of Tolstoi’s visit to a new 
publisher, to whom he was personally un- 
known. The great writer appeared at the 
publishing office-one day dressed in the 
manner of a better class moujik, but the 
chief of the establishment was not over pp- 
lite and stated that he could not be bothered. 

“Tt is no use my looking at your manu- 
scripts,” he said In effect. “ We have hun- 
dreds of such things in hand, and have no 
time to deal with yours, even though you 
were in a position tO guarantee the cost, 
which I much doubt.” : 

Tplstoi slowly rolled up his paper and re- 
plied: ‘‘ I must be under some misapprehen- 
sion; I have been told that the public like 
to read what I write.” 

“The public like to read what you write!’ 
exclaimed the publisher, somewhat tronical- 
“Why, who are you? What is your 
ame?’ - : 

“ My name is Leo Tolstoi.” 
The abashed publisher was instantly all 
es, and entreated the count to do him 
the honor to let him publish his works. But 
without a word Tolstol buttoned up his coat 
and left, and that publisher was more par-

HE BOOK OF WITCHES, by 
Oliver Madox Hueffer, comes 
from the press of the John Mc- 
Bride company, bound appropri- 
ately in flame color and present- 
ing an eerie but fascinating 
frontispiece by W. Heath Robinson. It is 
not intended as an exhaustive treatise on 
witches and witchcraft; it is neither scientific 
nor historical, but merely the sort of a book 
that you, who don't quite believe in witches 
but wish you did, will enjoy reading. 

I believe Mr. Hueffer affirms that he does 
believe in them. At least he insinuates that 
he is trying to, for fear that he will find 
life unendurably dull without them. He 
sneers horribly at the educated class, so that 
one quite shudders for fear he will find one 
ouf and discern something like intellectual 
dissent in one’s attitude toward the powers 
of darkness. 

He attempts to hold a brief for witchcraft 
upon the sustaining hypothesis that “A 
large—perhaps the greater—share of human 
happiness is based upon ‘ make believe.’ ’’ 
Evidently he incorporates witchcraft in ro- 
mance and means to take a stand for it 
against the assaults of iconoclastic science. 


~ ! 
“If witches do not itn fact exist for us,’’ he 
says, “ it is because we have killed them with 
laughter—as many a good and-evil cause 
has been killed. Had we laughed at them 
from the beginning it is possible that they had 
never existed. But as between them and 
science, the whole weight of evidence is in 
their favor. That is the universal verdict of 
history. For untold centuries, so long as 
mankind has lorded it over the earth, their 
active existence was never held in doubt 
down to within the last few generations. 
The best and wisest men of their ages have 
seen them, spoken with them, tested their 
powers and suffered under them, tried,’ sen- 
tenced, executed them. Every nation, every 
century bears equal testimony to their 
prowess. Even today, save for a tiny band 
of overeducated scoffers, sprung for the most 
part from a race notorious for its wrong- 
headed prejudice, the universal world ac- 
cepts them without @ shadow of doubt.” 
And then he quotes instances, ancient and 
modern. 
There is where the interest really begins. 
These stories, which make delicious frigid- 
ities agssail the scalp, these extraordinary 
pricklings in the thumbs, these goose pim- 
ples on a hitherto undisturbed cuticle, are not 
to be had every Gay in the week.

They 
want voices to rest, not grate. 
“The reason so many American theater 
foik have been ill received over there is that

they swagger on to the English stages with 
an exaggerated nasal vocabulary and much 
talk about ‘Neuw Yark’ as to berated far 
above London. It is natural that the Eng- 
glish would resent this. They cannot under- 
stand why they should pay their money to 
have their country insulted and their intel- 
ligence disclaimed by any such procedures— 
and you cannot blame them.

“Tt has been said so often that the English 
do not understand humor and that they can- 
not.see the point of a joke. I have found 
that the only jokes they cannot understand 
are the ones that are not fit to be spoken or 
printed. But they have the keenest appreci- 
ation in the world for subtle humor. They 
were wonderfully friendly to me.’”’

Is Hypnotic Dream Dancer. 


LONDON.—[Special Correspondence. ]—All 
of esthetic and scientific London has been 
marveling for a fortnight or more over one of 
the most remarkable exhibitions of hypnotio 
influence ever witnessed. The effect is the 
production of dance poses and movements on 
the public stage rivaling those of some of 
the most famous terpsichorean artists. 
These statements have as superlative a 
sound. perhaps, as any that are customarily 
fathered by advance heralds of theatrical 
managers; but in this case there is certainly 
a serious backing, whether mistaken or not, 
of scientific sincerity. 

Mile. Magdeleine, the “dream dancer,” 
otherwise termed the ‘’ unconscious Duse,”’ 
for it is universally conceded that she pos- 
gesses the tragic genius in a marked degree, 
astonished the continent for many months 
before coming to England. Appearing at the 
Palace theater, she was at first met some- 
thing of the scoffing incredulity, which re- 
fuses on deeply grounded principle to be dis- 
pelled. There were hisses in plenty, although 
they were drowned by the more spontaneous 
applause. 

Little by little incredulity has dwindled. 
That austere and venerable authority, the 
London Times, has this week devoted a char- 
acteristically grave article to Mile. Magde- 
leine, throughout which there transpires a 
certain note of conviction in the midst ofa 
discussion meant doubtless to hold with ap- 
proximate evenness the balance of judg- 
ment between belief and disbelief. 


~~ 

Mile. Magdeleine is of attractive personal- 
‘ty, but, though she comes of a dancing moth- 
er, is without any great superiority of grace 
in her movements when not in the hypnotic 
state. But under that influence the differ- 
enee in her action, particularly in the élan, 
and the intense sincerity of her movements 
is indeed wonderful. It is expressly explained 
on Mile. Magdeleine’s behalf that it is not as 
. dancer that she comes to be judged by the 
public and by scientists. It must be bornein 
nind that necessarily a)l her effects are unre- 
hearsed. The music must be, it is declared, 
wholly new and unknown toher. The Times’ 
verdict upon this phase of the demonstration 
may as well be here quoted: 

*“‘It speaks [the music] and she responds; 
and it must be confessed that that response 
‘s instantaneous and apparently unerring. 
"n the course of the five performances—one 
private and four public—which she has now 
given since her. arrival in London, she has 
seen called on, in some cases, certainly with- 
out whrning, to interpret pieces by the or- 
chestra as different in character as a Strauss 
valse, Handel's Largo, and the Marseillaise, 
as well as vocal numbers as widely divergent 
as the ‘ Japanese Love Song,’ with a piano- 
forte accompaniment, and Shakspearean rec- 
itations; and it is difficult to say that she has 
appeared less faithful or less spontaneous in 
any one than in any other.” 

In the absence of music there is no impulse 
on the woman’s part to dance at all, but the 
: moment the cadenced strains begin, whether 
» the melody be good or bad, its peculiar effect 
‘wpon her is discovered. |

Refutes Statement Concerning Modjeska 


Editor Music and Drama: Will you kindly find 
space for this communication? It is called forth 
by @ paragraph which appeared in The Sunday 
Tribune under the signature of Franklyn Fyles 
and relates to the late Mme. Modjeska. Mr. Fyles 
states that Mme. Modjeska rejected vaudeville 
offers with the “‘ injured majesty of a queen, al- 
though she consented to a huge charity while yet 
in good health and at her death left a fortune to 
her titled husband.’”’ This statement is in error. 
When Mme. Modjeska’s will was probated it was 
found that her ‘‘ fortune ’’ amounted to $5,000. 
Modjeska had made a great deal of money during 
her career, but she was the most generous of wom- 
en and gave away to relatives, friends and a host 
of private and public charities far more than she 
retained for herself. 

The ‘“‘ huge charity’’ Mr. Fyles refers to was 
the testimonial given Modjeska in New York three 
years ego. This was not a ‘‘ charity ’’ or ** bene- 
fit’’ in any way. The idea was originated by Pad- 
ereswski and was intended by him to be an expres- 
sion of appreciation from the Polish artists in 
America to the greatest of them alJ. Daniel Froh- 
man claiming that Modjeska belonged as much to 
America as to Poland, induced Paderewski to 
make the testimonial an international affair, and 
several English artists joined in the affair to com- 
memorate Modjeska’s success in London. The 
testimonial was thus an expression of apprecia- 
tion from the artists of three countries to one of the 
greatest artists the world has known. 

Modjeska did refuse vaudeville offers which 
might well have tempted lesser women than her- 
self. Most people are capable of understanding her 
position in the matter, so her attitude needs no ex- 
planations from me. Besides Modjeska’s son and 
his family, there are many friends of hers in Chi- 
cago who knew her fine qualities as a woman and 
loved her dearly, and it is for this reason that I take 
the opportunity of correcting Mr. Fyles’ erroneous 
statements.

“You get your characters from life? That 
is, when you know that you are to takea cer- 
tain part you go out and “endeavor to finda 


‘man who is what you want to appear in the 


play to be?” 

“I do not. I play the part as I think it 
should be played. All this talk of going into 
the highways and byways to study character 
parts is, to my way of thinking, nonsense. 
The real actor feels the part. He has a sense 
of values that will not let him make a mis- 
take. It ie ridiculous.to say that e murder 
cannot be successfully acted out on the stage 
unless all of the actors have at some time or 
other in their lives witnessed a murder. 

“ Precious few people in this world have 
ever been eye witnesses to any tragedy. 
But murders are staged and played and done 
in a way that makes the blood run oold, and 
actors and audience know that a real mur- 
der would be done just in thesame way. The 
actor knew it because he feels it. Something 
in his mind tells him that he is doing the thing 
correctly. Something in his blood, pulsing, 
makes him certain beyond a doubt that all the 
values are right, that the fear is real; that 
the desperation is real, and that the tragedy 
culminates just as a tragedy in real life 
would culminate under the circumstances.” 

** What parts do you like best to play?’ 

“I don’t care what J play, so long as there 
is a little subtlety to the part. I don’t like 
to waste my time playing things that are 
too apparent. Thoughtful people grow tired 
of surface plays. They like to become con- 
scious of an undercurrent and be swayed by 
it through the entire piece. 


> 

“One thing that I have learned through 
my years of experience has been that the 
public is eminently decent, It is the clean 
play that lives. ‘Keegan's Pal’ will be- 
come immortal because—it is not immoral. 
I don’t care what you may say about the 
risque productions that are drawing the 
crowds. Crowds come—and crowds go, and 
when they have gone there is nothing to 
bring them back again. 

“In New York ‘ The Narrow Path’ was 
taken off In a night. Why? Because the 
public feared that it might be seen and crit- 
icised? Not on your life! The public was 
nauseated... The public can stand just so 
much and then it gets sick. ‘The Easiest 
Way’ only made it dizzy, but ‘ The Narrow 
Path’ went it one better and made it sick. 
Despite its veneer of frivolity the public 
really craves the vital, the true—and the 
clean.”’ 

Mr. Corrigan sat for a time apparently in 
deep thought. Then he looked up, his eyes 
twinkling: 

“I wish I had something sensational to 
tell you.”"’ he moaned. “ But—am I going to 
get a divorce? No. Am I going to quit the 
stage and go in for the ministry or tailoring? 
No. I haven't even got anything on my con- 
science to confess to you. No fortune teller 
has told me that I am to Wave a sudden fall 
or an early death. I am not going to Crown 
Point for the races. But I'll tell you one 
thing: 

“I wish I was out on my farm. I hope I 
don't look it, but, really, at heart I’m a rube.

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Understudy’s Chance Is Rare. 


George Damerel of “The Merry Widow” 
has missed but one performance in two seae 
sons. 

It does not require any great stretch of the 
imagination to realizes that the life of his 
understudy is not a particularly happy one. 

Not only does ambition dull through long 
waiting for opportunity, but in some in- 
stances the situation becomes almost ridicu- 
lous in its hopelessness. Yet this withholding 
of “the chance”’ ts by no means a “ dog in 
the manger” condition, according to Dam- 
erel. The conscientious player, man or wom- 
an, becomes so imbued with the work and 
absorbed in the performance that there is no 
relief from pain or rest from physical or 
mental exertion in a few hours’ absence from 
the scence, he says, especially in the knowl- 
edge thet another is attempting something 
that has been built carefully and consistently 
and has been invested with the individuality 
that has brought success to the player, 

** Some players are perfectly willing to drop 
out from time to time to‘ rest up,’ depending 
on an understudy. In some instances this 


‘cannot be avoided, but I am not sure it is not 


frequently an Indifference to the interests @f 
the public and the real atrength of the per- 
formance. I simply cannot derive any bene-

fit from a so-called rest when I know some 
one else, hawever competent, ie appearing in 
the role In which I have become associated 
in the public mind, have been advertised and 
identified with, and which has become a part 
of my existence. 


** One night at the Colonial last year, after 
appearing as Danilo for several months, 
while suffering from a severe cold, I staid out 
of the performance at the urgent insistence 
of the management. I could have gone on 
and wanted to, and declared and believed I 
would be better at my work than relieved of 
it. What was the result? I fumed and 
fretted and by the following morning was 
practically a nervous wreck. Was this be- 
cause I was envious or afraid of the under- 
study? Of course not. I simply had been 
taken out of my natural, normal, accustomed 
routine life, removed temporarily from the 
environment into which I hed fitted in every 
thought, instinct, and action, and I wae mis- 
erable to a degree. Never again for me, if 
there’s strength enough left.in my body to 
pull me through. I think you'll find many 
players with the same views.” The under- 
study is a mighty_valuable safeguard and has 
done some great@#hings for the stage, but I 
shal] never,depend@on® one until my own 
powers are absolutelygunavalilable.”

The easterners got to Jack in 
the elzhth, and counted each and every one 
of. their runs, just half as many as the 
champs had gathered through the ineffective- 
ness of Irwin Wilhelm and the Dodgers’ 
“booting ” epidemic. 

Early in the afternoon it appeared as {f 
the Cubs were wasting time running around 
the bases. and as if they had eight or nine 
tallies too many. But it turned out to bea 
good thing they had scored early and often, 
for the rally the Brooklyn boys put up in 
the eighth would have won an ordinary 
contest. Three hits had the visitors made 
off Jack when they came up for their eighth 
attempt. Six more did they add to their total 
in this long session, Combined with a base 
on balis, a hit batsman, and an error by H. 
Zimmerman, these half dozen safe drives 
netted a great many tallies—enough to have 
won the Pittsburg-New York game, but not 
enough to beat the Cubs. 


Wilhelm Lacks Control. 

Wilhelm’s lack of contro] was his worst 
handicap.

For several years 
he was associated with the late Albert John- 
son, brother of Mayor Tom.Johnson of Cleve- 
land, in the street railway business.

CREWS SEEM WELL MATCHED

Oarsmen Promise to Be Close. 


CRIMSON NOT SO CONFIDENT. 


Improvement Shown in Work of Old 
Eli Men in Time Trials. 


Gales Ferry, Conn., June 10.—[Special.j— 
Just a week is left for time rows for the Yale 
and Harvard squads on the Thames. The 
spins of the rival varsity eights the last week 
make it appear certain a pair of evenly bal- 
anced and well matched crews will paddle to 
the starting mark on July 4. 

Harvard’s confidence of easy victory has 
vanished as the successive Yaie time rows 
have disclosed an eight which has not even 
yet reached its possibilities. The splendid 
showing of the crimson oarsmen makes it

Harvard has the advantage in all compari- 
sons between the varsity four oared crews 
here. It contains Capt. Severance, who was 
compelled to resign as the head of the Har- 
vard rowing régime this spring because of ill 
health. Yale's is lighter and is not up tothe 
usual Yale standard.

Carnegie Medal Heroes. 


Of the boys and girls whose bravery in saving 
thers from drowning has been recogniged by the 


Carnegie hero fund, the following are, perhaps, the 


most striking: 
Two Chicago boys, William J. A. Darst and Clif- 


ford W. Snyder, both aged 14, on May 17, 1904, rowed 
in @ small boat one-quarter of a mile out on Lake 
Michigan while the waves were running high and 
rescued two other. boys whose canoe had capsised. 
There was a third boy in the boat who was older 
than they, and who, according to the account, kept 
ing them to return. 
any Cem Wis., Jan. 20, 1905, Elsie C. Plants, 
aged 16, walked out on thin ice twelve feet from 
shore, where the water was eight feet deep, and 
where three persons had just broken through. She 
pulled out a boy of 11, but while trying to hélp out @ 
young woman: of 19 their combined weight broke 
the ice. All three were rescued later by a young man 
f 20. 
: On Aug. 25, 1906, C. L. Haynes, aged 16, had been 
swimming in the Cottonwood river, Kansas, for some 
time, when he noticed that another boy of 13 was 
drowning some distance from shore. He swam out 
to rescue him, but the other boy, in his fright, strug- 
gied so that young Haynes, who was already ex- 
hausted, could not manage him, and was in danger 
of being drowned himself.

HELE colleges and universities are 

striving to strengthen perfection 

and elassica]l purity in the use of 

written English, a certain element 

in the great field of business cor- 
respondence [8 drifting with the tide of de 
generate speech, if not even hastening the de- 
cay of diction. This business participation in 
the slaughter of the mother tongue is not 
perpetrated through ignorance or careless- 
ness. It is done deliberately with an eye 
to results expressed in dollars and cents. 
College bred men are among the foremost 
offenders. 

The best known type of business corre- 
spondence, allied with the modern school 
of advertisement writing, is a model of clar- 
ity and wedged down conciseness. “ Dic- 
tionary” words of three or more syllables, 
while rarely indulged in lavishly, are in- 
serted in business letters when their use 
tends to compress an idea. That fs the rea- 
gon first class stenographers must be better 
spellers than their employers. 

In certain lines of correspondence this ex- 
quisite form does not apply. In personal and 
form letters addressed to ‘‘ mediocre " class- 
es of people, generally agents and customers 
in rural communities, a willful effort is made 
to ‘get down” to the language of the plain 


people.

Another time I walked up from the wharf 
at Bayou Sara, Louisiana, with 15 cents as 
my sole capital. I invested the money in a 
frugal breakfast and started out to joox tora 
job.

When I have been looking for a jobI never 
acted as if I were afraid of the man from 
whom I sought employment. I talked 
straight business frankly and never offered 
to work cheaply. I made it a rule to ask 
enough and let the other fellow reduce the 
wage if he felt like arguing the case with me. 

I never have felt that it was any disgrace 
to work and I never have met any one in my 
life who felt that a man was less a man be- 
cause he was willing to work. The notion 
that wealthy men are unapproachable has 
been exploded with me.

Fate has nothing todo 
with a job. Jobs are waiting for the man 
who can fill them and come to them. 

Do not be fooled by the lying old proverb 
that opportunity knocks but once at any 
man's door. Goout and hunt up opportunity. 
She is not always in sight, but as long as 
men are “ hired and fired ’’ every day of the 
year opportunity is waiting somewhere for 
every one.

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Horseshoe Nails Made by Girls? 


By HUGO MAYER. 


F Longfellow were alive and in Chicago to- 
day and if he had wished to be not only 
exact, but up to date with his poems he 
would have to revise considerably that 
charming poem of his about the village 
blacksmith. In the country where spreading 
chestnut trees and not towering skyscrapers 
give tone and color to life, the smith may still 
be a “a mighty man with large and sinewy 
hands.” In Chicago this description would 
have to be modified considerably if it were to 
include the little band of women horsenail 
makers who, while not exactly blacksmiths, 
are in the theatrical vernacular “ in the pro- 
fession ” nevertheless. 

The girl horsenail workers of Chicago are 
few in number. There are only forty-six of 
them in theentirecity. They are employed in 
one factory—the only one there is in Chicago 
—they belong to the same union and altogeth- 
er lead a happier sort of a life than thou- 
sands of their sisters employed in other fac- 
tories. Many of the girls employed all day 
in handling the machine that turns out thou- 
sands of nails which the brawny armed 
amith is to use later in shoeing horses would 
not exchange their lot with a more modish 
clerk in a department store, for they are 
making more money and are much more in- 
dependent all around. 

According to Miss Kitty Murphy, secre- 
tary of the Horsenail Makers’ union, the 
least wage with which a girl is started in 
this trade is $6.60 a week. -The next highest 
wage for those more expert at the trade is 
$9 a week, and the last highest, which is the 
wage paid to all experienced women horse- 
nail makers, is $10.50 a week. While not as 
high, perhaps, as a good stenographer or an 
expert saleagirl would get, the wage is high- 
er, much higher, than the average factory 
girl gets. The work is steady. Girls are not 
fired recklessly. 

“The girls In the horsenail trade,”’ Mise 
Murphy said, “are a quite happy and con- 
tented lot on the whole. They know each 
other well, for they are not hired today and 
discharged tomorrow, as girls in other fac- 
toties frequently are. Most of us have 
worked side by side for years. A few of the

Comic Side Not Lacking.

Some of the mothers will go to the photog- 
rapher’s with propositions to take “a sam- 
ple picture now” and if this sample picture 
wil) be all right then the mother will take a 
dozen later on.

Number Hard to Estimate. 

The number of such ex-farmers who are 
now living in Chicago is not easy to ascertain. 
Real estate men, however, will tell you that 
there are a good many hundreds of them 
and that there are more and more coming. 
Almost every day one finds in the real estate 
advertising columns of the newspapers half 
a dozen or more insertions which read some- 
thing like this: “To exchange—120 acre 
Indiana farm, forty miles from Chicago; 
want small flat building.” 

Three or four months after this advertise- 
ment appears the owner of this Indiana farm 
is installed in Chicago as the owner of a 
flat building. Instead of living off the soil 
he is living on his “ income,”’ on the rent 
which the flat building he traded his farm for 
brings to him. For the first few months he 
may be happy. The change from country 
to city lMfe dazzles not only thé young but 
even the aged. After the novelty has worn 


off, however, this ex-farmer regrets his ac- 


tion and becomes hopelessly disappointed. 
Those who have the opportunity to return 
to the country again do go as soon as they 
can dispose of their city property and ac- 
quire another farm. In practically every 
case, however, this return to the farm after 


, @m unsuccessful experiment in city life is 


accompanied by a financial logs. 

“The movement from the farm to the city 
on the part of men who are about ready to 
retire from the game is constantly increas- 
ing,”’ said a real estate man who is doing a 
good business supplying apartment and flat 
buildings for country people in exchange for 
their farms. ‘ The results, however, are dis- 
astrous in almost all cases. It is only when 
a farmer is really compelled to move to the 
city because all his children have found well 
paying employment here, while his farm is 
too small to warrant the hiring of farm help, 
that he makes the best ef city Hfe and is 
more or less contented and tries to make the 
best of the situation.

False Notions the Magnets. 

“Such cases, however, are few and far 
between. Many of the farmers who ex- 
changed their property for city flats with 
the intention of living on the income from 
these did not have to move to the city, They 
moved here because they had false notions 
of a city life and city property. They 
thought that every cent that a flat building 
brings in rent is pure profit. But they have 
been figuring without the host. Bvery eilty 
owner of property knows it. 

“If a flat building rents for $6,000 a year, 
the owner of the building knows that by the 
time he has paid his taxes, water rent. and 


other expénses, age" salary of the

$6,000 remaing. But the. farmer who comes 


to the city, no matter how much he Will av 


low for these things in his mind, never comes 
near the sum ewhich they actually cost and 


all of which come out from his imaginary 


income.

sons why he is unhappy. He deteriorates 
physically and mentally.

Nege to which he has been accustomed all 
is life. 


“I have met many of my clients after six 
or eight months and could hardly recognize 
them. City life aged them in that short time 
more than the country would have in six 
years. They found no company here... They 
were too old to form new associations, and 
besides they had not the interests which the 
city man of that age has. They felt them- 
selves here in the enemy’s camp, although 
they had no enemy beyond their own and 
quite natural inability to adapt themselves 


to city conditions so late in life. 


“Perhaps the most pitiable case I ran 
across,’ the real estate agent continued, “ is 
that of an old friend of mine who exchanged 
a farm near an Indiana town for a Chicago 
flat building. The man’s income is sufficient 
for him to live in comfort. But héis far from 
comfortable. When I met him the other day 


he was a pitiable sight, and for no other rea- 
son except that he jacked interest in life.

Perhaps the saddest example of such an 
life brought about by the removal 
from the country to city came to the atten- 
tion of a charity worker recently. The man 
in question owned a fairly large farm, and 
while he did not grow rich he made a com- 
fortable living. When his sons grew up he 
decided to move to Chicago, thinking that 
the city would offer his sons better oppor- 
tunities than the country would. Proceeding 
in the customary way, he exchanged his 
farm for a small flat building on the out- 
skirts of Chicago, And it was here that his 
troubles began. 

The man knew nothing about plumbing 
and insisted on paying out as little money as 
possible in keening his plumbing in order. 
He went so far as to use water from the 
neighboring wells, thinking that well water 
is the same the country over. But it is not 
the same. And he found it out when his 
two boys, for whose sake he moved to Chi- 
cago, wére taken sick with typhoid fever 
just because of the bad plumbing in the 
house and the use of the well water he had 
resorted to. 

Instead of achieving success in the city a 
the man expected, he left Chicago as soon 
as his sons were strong enough to leave the 
hospital. And now' he is working hard try- 
ing to get back a little farm like the one he 
so imprudently disposed of. ; 

Another of this class of farmers is now 
working for $1.25 a day at difficult, unskilled 
labor, the like of which he had never had to 
Go when he lived on his not large but suf- 
ficient farm in Michigan. This man came 
to Chicago not exactly of his own volition. 
His eldest son had left the farm years be- 
fore and found work in Chicago. Then his 
younger brother came to visit him and he. 
too, preferred the city to the farm. As the

Duties of the Tower Man.

OR work requiring coolness and con- 
stant watchfulness that of the tower 
or signal men on railway lines hardly 
can be surpassed. Most appalling 
disasters have occured. from an ap- 
rently insignificant mistake or careless- 
ness and others have been averted by the 
bravery and quick thought of these men. 
Little consideration ever is given by the 
traveling public to the signal men on the 
line, as the work they do Is not observed to 
any extent, though it is as intimately con- 
nected with the operation of the train as is 
that of the engineer or conductor. 

In a talk to railroad men not long ago W. 
J. Harahan, assistant to the president of 
the Erie, said: ‘‘ There is no line of work 
more exacting than railroad work, and there 
is no character of work requiring a greater 
gustained interest. There is no line of work 
either in which indifference is more quickly 
manifested.”” With hardly any exception 
this remark could properly refer to the 
tower men as much as to any employé of 
the road.

In contrast to the busy points at important 
junctions are those lonely towers in isolated 
places, where the long hours of night drag 
sldwly by and the weary tower man, with 
much idle time, must keep awake and as 
alert as if trains were passing constantly. 

Weather conditions, of course, have an im- 
portant bearing on signal work, and difficult 
and trying as the work often is in favorable 
weather it is doubly so when a snow storm 
comes on or, what is worst of all, a heavy fog 
settles down, blotting out even the nearest 
objects and rendering lights and semaphores 
useless. This is a particularly common an- 
noyance on Chicago's elevated and suburban 
roads, and no way ever has been found to 
entirely overcome it and prevent the tedi- 
ous delays and blockades which always re- 
sult.

Electricity to Dispel Fogs. 

Some experiments of Sir Oliver Lodge in 
London, which if proven practicable will be 
of great value to the railroads, were. made 
during the early spring. He believes he can 
dispel fogs by electrical explosions. The ex- 
periment consists in electricity being driven 
into the fog at a light voltage from a series 
of disks placed on the tops of poles. The 
currents act directly on the constituents of 
the fog, millions of minute particles falling 
to the ground after having been tossed about 
for a time. 
The work of the signal men has become 
gs0 complicated of late years that schools 
of instruction have been established aside 
from those maintained by the railroads. A 
high state of perfection has been attained 
in the manufacture of signal apparatus and 
much of it is automatic in its workings. 
The chief aim is to eliminate as far as pos- 
sible the human element in this branch of 
railroading, and this has led to great im- 
provements in automatic signaling and thus 
reducing the number of accidents.

A young woman 
who was also an ardent follower of the prin- 
ciple of doing as Jesus would has only been 
able to put her principle into practice by 
washing dishes cheerfully three times a day 
for her mother when she did not have to do it. 


One business man found that doing “as 
Jesus wonld’’ did not exactly harmonise with 
modern business methcds.

Making Sweet Scented Pillows. 


With the coming of summer every one 
ought to plan to make a few t scented 
pillows. Even though you may live in the 
city, there are plenty of trolleys by which 
you, may go out into the country, and the 
owners of gardens with flowers and herbs 
are always willing enough to sell them for 
a small price. 
plenty which grow wild also. 

Of the cultivated plants one instantly 
thinks of hops, lemon verbena, rose gerani- 
um, roses, lavender, and clove pinks. For 


‘wild things, there are al] sorts of wild pines 


and hemlocks, ferns, and clover. 
First of all, the pillow stuffing must be 
well dried. Lay the leaves or flowers in an 


, airy shaded room, and toss them about gent- 


ly every day that they shall not collect 
moisture and mold. When they are quite 
dry, you are ready to stuff the pillow. Take 
enough raw cotton to fill one-half of the pil- 
low, tear it in small pieces, and lay it in a 
big. pan and dry it out wellin the oven.

The gores. are cut from the waist line to 
the place where the pldits begin, simply .al- 
lowing the usual seam; then these plaits are 
laid the rest of the gore length and the cut- 
ting of the gore is continued to the bottom. 
Care must be taken in laying thee plaits to 


eee that the inside fold of each lies perfectly , 


smooth, else the result will be a twist<d plait 
that.no amount of coaxing or tacking will 
make hang well. These plaitte should be 
made in graduated lengths, going higher te- 
wards the back of the skirt. : 
Aprons are a necessary part in a house- 
wife's outfit, and there should be several 
kinds. One cut with three gores, and each 
gore cut wide enough at the top to allow of 
{ts being slightly fulled into the band, makes 
a good kitchen apron. There is usually a 
large pocket put on. An inch wide band fs 
about right, and a bib, either cut the same 
width top and bottom, and slightly fulled into 
the band, or cut wider at the top than the 
bottom, makes a useful finish to this gar- 


.ment. The band should be finished with a 


button and in out $3 . 

Another design shows an apron cut with 
armholes, and this pattern has three pieces 
—the middle front, the side gores, and the 
back pieces. The shape at the bottom is de- 
cidedly sloping, rounding well up as it goes 
towards the back. There are two pockets In 
this apron, and the especial feature is the 
deep ruffie which goes entirely arourd the 
bottem of: the apron. Finished, it measures 
in depth nine inches; and its purpose is not 
add particularly to the good appearance 69 
much as to serve a useful purpose. If one is 
unlucky emough to spill things, this ruffle will 
often be the victim instead of the dress. The 
ruffle may be made either on the straight or 
the bias of the cloth. 

It is often necessary for women to practi- 
cally prepare.a meal or at: least part of one 
when dressed for the afternoon; and with 
care the pretty dress need not be injured at 
all. Two.long aprons are illustrated, one of 
them gored, and not in the least clumsy, made 
as it is to fit in well to the figure across the 
front, and in the back the upper part consists 
only of a couple of crossed'straps. The half 
sleeves made of men's colored bordered hand- 
kerchiefe—the kind you can buy for five cents 
apiece—are also a great protection if one is 
wearing a dress with long sleeves, and these 
are easily made. 

The other long apron is gored slightly and 
goes entirely around thf figure, and the upper 
part is really pretty, taking a equare shape 
as it does across both the back and front, and 
this upper part being held in place by shoulder 
straps. Even if one is obliged to answer the 
door bell in an apron like either of these, it 
would not matter, they look so trim and 
pretty.

Mrs. M. E. Cunningham— 

Is a British anthropologist. She has heep 
investigating recently a remarkable feature 
in the ancient intrenchment known as Knap 
Hill camp, in Wiltshire, England. Along the 
exposed side of the camp the intrenchment 
is pierced by no fewer than six openings or 
gaps. which were formerly supposed to be 
cattle tracks.or made for agricultural pur- 
poses. Excavations, however, 
none of them is the result of wear or acci- 
dent. and that they represent garigways in- 
tentionally left in the circumvalliation. 

Something of the same kind was remarked 
by Gen. Pitt-Rivers at’ Mrg. Winkelbury 
camp, and he supposed that fhey were gang- 
ways adapted to allow in an emergency a 
considerable number of cattle to enter the 
camp. In this case Mrs, Cunningham urges 
that it would have been simpler to make-one 
or two wide entrances. From t fact that 
these causeways lie askew to the gaps in the 
rampart she suggests that they may have 
been purposely left as positions from which 
the defenders could enfilade the ditch, the 
distance from one causeway to another being 
not greatér than could be covered by hand 
thrown missiles. 

Mrs. Cunningham promises fuller éxplana- 
tion of the site, and is expected to throw 
further light on the prodDlems connected with 
prehistoric fortresses which are raised by 
her work.

Manufacturers, doubtless, have known 
these facts long and turned them to profit, 
but where men and money are concerned se- 
crets are well kept. Carrots and many vege- 
tables are rich in pectin, a quart of grape 
juice goes a long way when used for flavor- 
ing and coloring. There are, however, plenty 
of commercial jellies that do not respond in 
the slightest to the test for pectin, although 
they present the appearance of a respectable 
jelly. 
Now, .fruit juices may contain pectin and 
still be useless as jelly makers. Peaches, 
pears, and sweet apples are rich in pectin 
yet useless as jelly makers, because acid is 
lacking. If the best jelly making juice in the 
world, currant or crabypple, be robbed by 
the chemist of its acid, no jelly can he pro- 
duced. Experiments made by Miss Gold- 
thwaite in the addition of acids to pectin rich, 
nonacidic juices met with interesting results. 
Citric and tartaric acids both were used, but 
the latter was foung to yield the better re- 

sult.

Helping Fruits to 


By the addition of not more than 5-10 per 
cent tartaric acid, sweet apple juice was 
made to produce a delicious jelly, pear one 
that was good, peach one in which much of 
the delicate flavor of the fruit was lost. It 
should be stated in fairness, however, that 
more than one “ taster ’’ found it sufficiently 
toothsome to be willing to consume all there 
was. 

The question of the length of time to boil 
fruit juice and sugar together is one that 
has puzzied housewives since jelly making 
began. The chemist ‘knows that the addi- 
tion of fruit acid to sugar in boiling results 
in the breaking up of the sugar into two 
weaker sugars. If this breaking up is car- 
ried beyond a certain point, a jelly poor in 
color, imperfect in texture, and medicinal 
in taste, is the outcome. 

It was found that the best jellies were ob- 
tained when the juice and sugar were boiled 
together from two-thirds to one-half of the 
total time. Two-thirds in the case of the 
summer fruits, which, practically undiluted, 
require only. eight or ten minutes boiling 
together; one-half in the case of the autumn 
fruits which, more diluted, require about 
thirty minutes. As every housekeeper knows 
from experience, prolonged boiling is sedu- 
lously to be avoided. :

Boil Dripped Pulp’ Second Time. 


Miss Goldthwaite found that instead of 
“dripping the bag’ for a first quality of 
jelly and “‘ squeezing ”’ it for an infertor one, 
it was better to boil the dripped‘pulp the sec- 
ond time with as little water ag possible 
and place it to drip again. This operation 
was repeated several times and, bearing in 
mind the fact that the juice was thinner with 
each repetition, hence required more boiling, 


be obtained. The later drips from grape 
juice were found to be practically free from 
the tartaric acid crystals ‘that have worried 
the soul of many a housewife. 

It would be wise, therefore, to use the 
first drip for grape juice and the later ones 
for jelly. * It'was also found thet a jelly of 
better texture resulted if it was put into jars 
as soon as the boiling fluid fell from a cold 
spoon in a sheet, instead of the more usual 
method: of allowing a small quantity to cool.

Sweeing and walking are considered two of 
the best exercises for women, providing they 
are done intelligently. Sweeping is even the 
better of the two, so when women are doing 
their own housework they may cortsole them- 
selves by saying that they are taking a part 
of their daily gymnastics. 

Carpet sweepers are used so much that 
some women only use a broom for thorough 
cleaning, but it is weW to use it for the rugs 
and carpets three times a week at least. 

If sweeping is to be made a pleasure in- 
stead of a task there are some points to be 
remembered.

associations have fallen under the bludgeon of reform; 
and every blow has brought a corresponding financial 
loss to John Condon. 

“In the last few years,” said he, ‘my holdings in 
racetrack property have \iepreciated over $3,000,000.” 

Think of it—$3,000,000. 

This means actual loss in the value of racing 
property and does not at all take into account the loss 
in profits during the time the tracks in question have 
lain idle. 

“If racing were allowed in Illinois,” continued 
Mr. Condon, “I should not accept $2,000,000 for Har- 
lem racetrack alone.” 


Decrease in V alues Not Absolute. 


In many cases the loss in ‘value of racing proper- 
ties is not absolute. Where the tracks are owned out- 
right by the associations, as is the case of Harlem, 
eventually the property will bring a big price as 
suburban real estate. But where the associations 
merely hold leases on the race courses, as in the cases 
of the Fair grounds track at New Orleans and Oak- 
land at San Francisco, the loss is total, as a wrecking 
firm would pay only a few thousand dollars at most 
for the grand stands and buildings, which represent 
an expenditure of approximately $360,000 in each cage, 

Mr. Condon’owns 100 per cent of Harlem, which 
cost $500,000. The property, @pich includes 160 acres, 


is owned outright by the racing association, the total 
stock issue of which is held by Mr. Condon. |

he. “Bventually I ehall get every cent back because 
Chicago is growing out towards Harlem fast, and the 
property as building lots will bring all. the racing 
plant cost, but of course time must elapse before I can 
realige to best advantage.”

BELFAST, in County Antrim, is one of the 
most thriving if not really the most thriv- 
ing city in Ireland. It is called the 
“Capital of the North,” and richly it 
deserves the name. It is built on the 
River Lagan, which flows through the 
center of the town, giving it a decidedly 
cheery appearance. Standing on one of its 

bridges, one finds it hard to believe that he is not in 
the center of a hustling American city. 

Belfast is the chief seat of the linen manufacture 
in this-and the sister countries, England, Scotland, and 
Wales. Ireland could not begin to supply all the flax 
i is needed in Belfast’s linen manufacture, and the 
greater part of it is brought from Germany, Russia, 
Holland, and Belgium. Shipbuilding is another indus- 
try which helps to make Belfast famous. Most of the 
big liners have been built there. 

The commercial life of Belfast has produced many 
a famous man of commerce, and Chicago has been the 
gainer by the going there of many of them. For in- 
stance, the late Robert 8S. Scott of Carson, Pirie, Scott 
& To.. was born in Belfast, and his brother, John E. 
Scott. who is now the oldest member of the family, 
was born here also. It is the sons of these two men 
who now represent the active part of the Scott family 
in the firm. 

Samuel A. McClean, former president of the Na- 
tional Packing company, was born at Belfast, where he 
is known almost as well as in Chicago. Alexander H. 
Revell, whom I lifted a lance with in the campaign 
between Carter H. Harrison and Graeme Stewart, and 
whom I found to be a pretty stern political warrior, is 
the son of David Revell, who left Belfast a long time 
ago, but not too long ago not to be well remembered 
in his native town, where some of his schoolmates are 


now prosperous merchants.

Father Well Known in Belfast. 

Lafayette McWilliams, president, if If rightly remem- 
ber, of- the Illinois and Indiana Oil company, is a son 
of Hugh McWilliams, who in his day was well known 
in Belfast. It will be remembered that it was at Mr. 
McWilliams’ home President McKinley always re- 
mained when he visited Chicago. 

The late Pat McGarry, the Chicago boiler manufac- 
turer. was born at Belfast. You find men there still 
who know of him and speak of him endearingly. He 
was one of the organizers of the Hibernian Rifles. David 
Sloan, the well known railroad civil engineer, is known 
to a wide circle in Belfast, where he was born. I have 
heard here, strangely enough, that he was at different 
times employed as chief civil engineer of the Illinois 
Central, Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railways. Another 
native of County Antrim who'lI hear well spéken of 
here is Michael L. McKinley, the lawyer and civil ser- 
vice commissioner. 

County Antrim is noted all over the world for its 
famous Giant's causeway. It has been said to be “one 
of the most wonderful natural structures to be found 
in any part of the world.” Tens of thousands of state- 
ly.columns regularly formed and symmetrically placed 
form this wondrous structure. The columns form cliffs 
so huge and well arranged that they seem like a build- 
ing erected by human hands. A fairy story is told in 
connection with them to the effect that they were 


erected by giants in the days of old. 


* * 
Causeway of Volcanic Origin. 

From an old story in connection with them I take 
this statement: “Science tries to account for this ex- 
traordinary work of nature, the story of the giant build- 
ers being, of course, only a fake. The stone of which 
they consist is basalt—that is, extremely old, hard- 
ened lava, which ages ago issued from a volcanic open- 
ing in the earth and covered the country with a flood 
of molten stone. As the mass cooled it contracted, and 
in doing so it cracked-.and split up into these jointed 
columns.” 

South of County Antrim is County Down—the 
“Sweet County Down” it has been called. One of the 
chief towns of Down is Downpatrick, and near here I 
had the pleasure of gazing on the stone which is point- 
ed to as the altar stone which St, Patrick used when 
he made his home there, as he did. A little hill is 
there close to the town, which is called Mount St. Pat- 
rick. and on which St. Patrick is buried, Here also are 
buried St. Bridget and St. Columbkill, after St. Patrick 
two of the most famous personages in Irish history. 

From County Down you have a man in Chicago who 
has made his mark in the medical world, Dr. Samuel 
Anderson McWilliams, who is familiarly spoken of at 
Newtownards in this county as one of the founders of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons in your city 
and who, if I am rightly informed, took an active part 
in the establishment of the Policlinic hospital. An- 
other Down man who was prominent in Chicago and 
who is much talked of here still was John McEvoy, 
founder of the McEvoy Brewing company. He was 4 
partner, I remember, of old “Cardinal Bemis.”

Down Home of the McConnells. 

The ancestors of former Judge Samuel P. McCon- 
nell were numerous in County Down, and a story is 
told of one of them to the effect that he went to Amer- 
ica and was one of the first to establish a factory for 
the manufacture- of gunpowder in New Jersey. The 
judge’s grandfather, James McConnell, was a familiar 
figure in the old days in the parish of Ballenhaten, 
County Down. 

Donegal and Londonderry lie to the west of An- 
trim. Donegal is a hilly country and is but sparsely 
populated, It proudly boasts of the far-famed Loughy 
Swilly, which is really a beautiful. lake, and between 
it and Lough Hoyle is the mountainous peninsula of 
Ininshowen. Malin head, the extreme point of this 
peninsula, is the most northerly point in Ireland. Lon- 
donderry, or, as it was called in the old days, “ Derry,” 
signifying “the place of the oaks,” is principally noted 
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for the fac: that while Limerick loyally held out to the 
last for King James in the famous strife of 1689, 
“Derry” as loyally defended the cause of King Wil- 
liam. 
You have few in Chicago from County Londonderry 
—jin fact. in my rambles through it I heard of only 
two—namely, Hugh O'Neill, the Chicago lawyer and 
writer. of whom I heard some interesting stories at 
Macherafélt, and Thomas H. Gault, a Chicago lawyer 
also, of whom inquiries were made of me at Coleraine.

Armagh Still Ecclesiastical Center. 

County Armagh, where St. Patrick established his 
primatial see, and which has to this day continued to he 
the center of ecclesiastic authority in Ireland, its arch- 
bishop being still called primate of all Ireland, has sent 
to Chicago its share of representatives, All the Agnews, 
quite a colony of whom are in Chicago, came from there. 
John P. Agnew is, f think, the present head of the 
family. 

Andrew McNally, the well known publisher, who 
was a dear friend of mine, as was his son Fred, both

George F MoNally, if I am not mistaken, is at present 


‘president of the Rand-McNally company. 


From the County Fermanagh, which is noted for 
always being represented in foreign lands by worthy 
sons in every walk of life, went a good old friend of 
mine and a good old friend of many in Chicago—Arthur 
Dixon, of whom hundreds were inquiring at Newtown- 
butter when I paid it a visit. He has often been back 
to visit the old scenes. They tell here how he served 
in the city council for twenty-five years in Chicago, 
and they look upon this as a grand achievement. 

A man who is still remembered at Guniskillen in 
this county is James McCartney, who some say wags 
president of the United States Life and Endowment 
company, or a company with some such title. John 
McGillan, whom nearly everybody in Chicago knows, 
is the son of Edward McGillan, who is as well remem- 
bered in the north of Fermanagh as if he left there 
yesterday.

Primitive Irish “* Apartment” Dwellers. 

Many of the hills in this county are adorned at 
the top with round earthen embankments, generally 
planted with trees and always the scenes of interesting 
fairy stories. There is mention of them in Irish history 
as raths and duns, where people are said to have lived 
in apartments burrowed into the earth in = primitive 
times. These are generally among the people called 
Dane’s forts, but mention is made of them in history 
long before the Danes visited the Irish shores. 

Carlow county is noted principally, at any rate among 
Trish-Americans, as being the birthplace of that dis- 
tinguished scholar, William J. Onahan. He was born 
at a place called Leighlinbridge, and is as well known 
there as if he had lived there all his life. He often 
visits the old spot, which, of course, is endeared to him 
by many tender memories. Another native of County 
Carlow was the much ésteemed and respected Michael 
Keeley, founder of thes Keeley Brewing company, His 
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sons, Thomas and Eugene, are now at the head of that 
concern, and are two splendid young men, following 
strictly in their father’s footsteps in every Way. 

I found “Miles” to be a common Christian name 
on passing through that county, and there are many 
there who distinctly remember Miles Kehoe, the wést 
side attorney, who was born there. 

County Kilkenny is well to the front in the Gaelic 
Athletic movement, and it has a worthy exponent of it 
and of the Gaelic language movement, with both of 
which he has been actively associated here, in the per- 
son of the Rev. J. K. Fielding, connected with Corpus 


Christi church in Chicago. He was born in a town

called Mooncoin, and is now, or at least was when I 
was in Chicago, president of the Irish Literary club. 
Henry J. Fitzgerald, president_of athe Fitzgerald 
Trunk company, is another s Kilkenny who visits 
here occasionally. He is the Son of Francis and Mar- 
garet Fitzgerald, both of whom went from ‘Kilkenny. 
The Cudahys, Michael and John, could walk into 
any house almost in Kilkenny and be sure of a hearty 
welcome, so many relatives have they in the county. 
When dealing with King’s county I omitted to men- 
tion that Bdward F. Dunne, former mayor of Chicago, 
is well known there, His father was born there, and 
he himself was staying with relatives there when he 
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came back from America, a youth, to study at Trinity ‘§ 


college, Dublin.

“Black Bottle’’ Contains Surprise, * 

I also neglected to mention in connection ‘with Cork 
the name of Cornelius McAuliff, managing editor of 
the Record-Herald, and from whom I received many a 
pretty difficult assignment. Mr. McAuliff went when a 
boy from Macroom, in County Cork. 

I’ heard a good story at. Macroom connected with his 
departure from Ireland. His mother, when parting with. 
him, gave him a “black bottle,” which she exhorted 
him to use when in any danger or difficulty. The big 
ship on which young McAuliff traveled had barely left 
Queenstown harbor when he, getting seasick, took 4 
“swig” out of the bottle, expecting it to be a drop of 
“poteen” whisky, but to his dismay found that it con- 
tained nothing more fiery than holy water. 
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OUR thousand children a year go througn 
the Juvenile court of Chicago. Probation 
Officer Henry W. Thurston believes. that 
next year this number will be lessened 
by 1,300 because of the work of the Ju- 
venile Protective league. 
To most people this league is a name 
only—vague among a multiplicity of 
other philanthropic titles. To those who know, it ig 
an organization of first aid to the police. It already 
patrols Chicago by districts known as “ leagues,” which 
divide the city into sixteen sections. That the espion- 
age which already has made the territory of ¢éach 
league a better place for little children will some day 
be increased 100 per cent by the establishment of the 
“block system” used in Germany is the hope of Mrs. 
Joseph T. Bowen, the president of the association. 
“The thing that I hope for most of anything else 
in our work,’ said Mrs. Bowen, “is that we may 
establish the German plan here. In that way instead of 
having a wide territory under a small number of offi- 
cers each Block in the city will be in charge of one 
Person. Or if it is a large block two or three will 
subdivide it.

if System Proves Effective in Germany. 

in his block. He is the person who has accurate in- 
formation as to every house or public place where the 
laws governing children are likely to be broken. He 
aiso keeps track of every family where the children 
are in special need of protection.: If the family moves, 
it only comes under the observation of another block 
keeper, Who probably will have all the records about it 
as soon as it gets to her jurisdiction. This system has 
had splendid effect in Germany, and it is only through 
it that the police part of our work can be made thor- 
oughly effective.” 

‘“‘In that day shall be the millenniym for little 
children,” one feels like saying when Mrs. Bowen 
outlines this plan, especially after hearing here and 
there among the other workers the annals of the 
crimes against childhood which already have been 
unearthed by the committee and the measures which 
even now have been put in order to help them. 

These are annals which, as one worker says, “ out- 
do the darkest details which Dickens ever wrote of the 
children in darkest London.”

* Fagin’ Outdone by Polish Woman. 

“It was only the other day,” says Mrs. James A: 
Britton, secretary of the “league district” which ex- 
tends from the Chicago river west and south to Taylor 
street, “that we found a school for pickpockets which 
would only be matched by that in ‘ Oliver Twist.’ There 
are a dozen or more of the pupils from children up to 
girls old enough to work in the department stores. 
Some of them were supposed to be at school and the 
others were supposed to be at work. They were not 
discovered by their families, as they were constantly 
bringing their ‘wages’ home. What they really did 
Was to go to the house of a Polish woman who was 
keeping the ‘school. She is a ‘finished’ pickpocket, 
and she taught them methods which were proof for a 
long time against the police. 

“Their best field was the department store. One 
girl would gq in and stand near women who were 
shopping at the counters. As the woman customer 
would lay her pocketbook down on the counter the 
girl would take it, but her confederate slipped along 
by her at exactly that minute and took it from her, go- 
ing on out of the store. The girl who picked it up 
still stood in her place, and when the loss was discov- 
ered suspicion at once fastened on her. She was 
searched and nothing was found, and then the woman 
made up her mind that she must have lost her pocket- 
book before she entered the store. 

“Another plan was to send one of the ‘pupils’ 
into the store to work. She told the others when the 
shop girls got their money and where to go in order 
to find them ‘off the floor.’ The girl pickpocket would 
go in on pay day and mix in the crowd of shop girls as 
they came in and out of the cloakrooms and restrooms. 
The shop girl would have her pay envelope in her 
apron pocket, and the little pickpocket could easily 


get it,

*‘Work’’ Becomes Matter of Pride. 


“The strange part of it was that there was great 
pride among the girls about the way they did their 
‘work.’ The Polish woman picked the thin fingered 
ones to steal out of the apron pockets, and one girl that 
‘we got sighed regretfully when she told me about the 
others. ‘My fingers are too thick and ugly; I can’t do 
that kind of work,’ she said. That they were doing 
anything mean to take the wages away from the other 
working girls never had occurred to these children. ‘I 
Only got one darned cent,’ said one girl, telling about 
one pay envelope she had robbed. : 

“Another plan they had was to ‘rush’ the 5 cent 
theaters. A woman would be selected and in the 
‘rush’ the pocketbook would be taken. The gir! that 
got it would pass right on into the theater, while the 
others would stijl be in the crowd. Of course if any 
one was suspected and searched it would be one of 
these. The danger and daring of it appealed to all 
of them, and they showed their childishness in the 
stories they told. 3 

“One of the little girls was arrested and kept two 
weeks before she would tell where she lived. When 
she got back she told thher people that she had been 
taken away off to a house in the woods where the walls 
were lined with gold, and kept there by a beautiful 
woman. This is only to show how childish many of 
them were and how the Polish woman had\ appealed 
to their fmagination in teaching them. They have 
all of them been put in the House of the,Good Shep- 
herd or in our home in Ewing street now, or some 
place where they can be helped ag well as watched.” 

It is not only such districts as those about Hull 
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house that come under the work of the league. In 
League No. 12, which extends’ from Fullerton avenue 
to the river on the south and from the lake to the river 
on the wést, Mrs. W. F. Dummer, who lives in this 
district herself, has made a map of it for her own 
information. That these maps be adopted by every 
league was suggested by one of the officers of the so- 
ciety. 

In Mrs. Dummer’s map, which is presented here, 
the influences supposed to be helpful afe marked in 
colors, and those over which surveillance must be ex- 
ercised are marked with black. The first thing that 
was noticed here was the plentiful sprinkling of little 
red dots. 

“What do these represent?” was asked. 

“They are the 5 cent theaters,” was the answer. 
given with enthusiasm. ‘One of the things which the 
society has done is to help in the prosecution of junk 
dealers who habitually buy from minors. A regular 
business practically supported by mere babies was 
found. The children would at first beg and finally 
steal from their parents the things they sold the junk 
man, and then they gradually would aéquire a wider 
commercial field by stealing from others. And what 
do you suppose they did with the money? They spent 
it all practically in the 6 cent theaters.

Practical Test Proves Possibilities. 


“This led to an investigation of the educative side 
of the theater and the establishment of one at Hull 
house. That these often are educative already is 
shown by the fact that a set of films illustrating 
Dickens’ ‘Christmas Carol’ was shown last winter. 
The theater at Hull house was opened to make a prac- 
tical test of the number of good films on the 
market and as to whether it was possible to get 
enough of the right kind of material. It ‘was found that 
it was, and that the demand was so great that it was 
a paying proposition to keep the theater open two 
nights of the week. Now, since the censorship of 
films, the quality of the pictures is constantly growing 
better.” 

The number cf dots which indicate’ saloons. on 
this map make it possible to believe that thousands 
of prosecutions have been m of those who sell to 
minors. “The society has its private detectives about 
everywhere,” safa Mrs. Dummer, “and innumerable 
eases have been prosecuted in which men have sold 
drinks to those under age." To show that this has been 
effective, a representative of the Saloonkeepers’ agsso- 


clation was sent to the lawyer that is employed by the 
league, asking if our policy was to be continued. The 
result was that all of the saloons that belong to the 
Saloonkeepers’ association voluntarily offered to pro- 
hibit sales to minors.” 

The fact of the extreme blackness of the little 
map, even in this favored district, with the dots show- 
ing saloons as compared to those showing schvols, 
churches, and parks, was commented upon. * Ves, 
I started out to indicate only public schools,” 
explained Mrs. Dummer, “but the dreadful lack of the 
playgrounds or other places in which children could 
£0, as compared to the places where they shouldn't go, 
was so pitiful that I found myself surreptitiously 
sticking tacks into the corners that I know are occu- 
pied by private and parochial schools.”

Half Million Post Cards - Suppressed. 


Among the things which have been done success- 
fully is the suppression of half a million post cards 
and over, which are unfit for publication. Many prose- 
cutions of the cocaine sellers have been brought about 
Since the new law went into operation a few years 
ago, and the slot machine has practically been killed in 
its most happy hunting ground. 

“That was in the small stores near the schools,” 
said Mrs, Dummer. “The slot machine already has dis- 
appeared from these places, and it came to our knowl- 
edge not long ago that a dealer who tried to buy a slot 
machine of the manufacturer was warned that it was no 
use. ‘There is no use setting you up in one,’ said the 
agent to the dealer. ‘You would only be pulled. We 
are not selling any were any more—we send them all 
to the western states.’ ” 

“Why these little checked ping that are neither 
black nor white—but are both?” was asked. 

“They are the dance halls,” was the answer. “ And 
the dance halis are something we are not_ready to talk 
about yet, simply because so far we have found noth- 
ing to take their place. While our work is police work 
to a great extent we have found that where it inter- 
feres with amusement you have got to have something 
to take the place of what you close up. The league 
has already succeeded in getting the sale of liquors re- 
moved from the rooms wheré the dance is held.

Want Dancing Taught in Schools. « 


“But before that problem can be touched dancing 
must be taught somewhere else and dances held where 
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the young people can go under proper espionage. The 
thing that we hope for some day is a place where 
dancing can be taught partly as physical exercise and 
partly as amusement. We hope some day it may be 
done in the schools. I am impressed with the fact 
that my Swedish housemaids are extremely efficient. 
They pick up things with great quickness and do 
them wonderfully well. Most of their training has 
been received in schools where housekeeping is taught. 
The nearest we in this country have come to giving a 
full housekeeping training to young girls is in the 
settlements and in the housekeeping centers. These 
Jast are already established in New York—perhaps later 
they will come to Chicago.” 

One cozy little house over near Hull house in 
which housekeeping is conducted—and taught by Miss 
Gaylord and other well known Chicago girls—shows 
that Chicago already has followed suit in this activity. 

A gardening department already has been intro- 
duced into the public schools over in the South Chi- 
cago district by Mrs. Conde Hamlin .and Mrs. Black- 
wood. Mr. Nehrling. a graduate of the botanical gar- 
dens of St. Louis, has given gardening lessons to the 
children in the Eighth ward both at the schools and at 
the homes of the children, 

Several of the schools are now putting in training 
@ardens, and others have been started at the homes 
of the people. An exhibit is to be held at Bessemer 
park early in September, at which photegraphs and 
products are to be exhibited, together with the note- 
books of the children. The children are to write their 
own gardening experiences, and the best photographs 
are to be converted into stereopticon slides.

Budget Gives Hope of Increase. 

This is what the league calls its “constructive 
work,” and it is the best and biggest reason perhaps 
for the hope entertained by the committee that its 
budget of §20,000 for this year may be increased to 
$50,000. That nothing less than this will seem ade- 
quate if the cause of what one has called the “sad 
little procession” of the Juvenile court is to be helped 
is suggested by the new things which the society is 
constantly stumbling into. One of these is the “ house 
party.” 

“Young men and boys are invited to come to the 
house of the person giving the party,”’ explained one of 
the officers, “and to brings girls with them. Tobacco 
and liquor are freely sold and immorality encouraged 
by the hostess for seemingly no other reason than de- 
pravity on her part. 

“One fact has been established, and that is that a 
large proportion of the children that get into the court 
are victims of neighborhood influences. 

“This committee now wishes to try what it can do 
to lessen this sad little procession. It wants to try 
to get at the child before he goes down, to influence his 
parents, to raise the: standard of the home, to remove 
temptations, to better conditions in his neighborhood, 
to keep him from committing the misdemeanors and 
crimes that take him into the courts—to use formative 
rather than reformative measures.

Antonio Yields to Confidences. 


In illustration of the confidential talk there is the 
story of the Italian boy who wasn’t going to stay. 
He was a bad boy, he said. He told how bad he was— 
how on one occasion he had stabbed a man and how 
he was quite prepared to kill some one, now that he 
was in the school. He boasted himself dry of his 
English before the warden spoke. 

“Well, Antonio,” said the warden, “I'll just ask 
you this: Promise me that you won't do anything to- 
night; give me your word that you won't. Then come 
into my office at 10 o’clock tomorrow and we'll talk 
this thing all over.” 

Antonio promised—gave his word that he wouldn't 
—and he kept the appointment promptly the next 
morning. As a result of the talk Antonio staid in 
school, and as he fell into its régime grailually he 
became a leader among his discontented fellows, bring- 
ing them back to a general idea of team work in heip- 
ing the school fulfil its mission. 

At the present time the John Worthy school has 4 
minimum of pupils. There afe only 200 of them, of all 
ages and shades of color. In crowded times 450 boys 
are housed’ there, Mving examples of a great social 
ptoblem. But under the supervision of the Juvenile 
court, the success of the John Worthy school now is 
judged by its nonattendance. To keep boys out of th 
school is the higher, wider aim in dealing with the 
Chieago incorrigible. To this end the officers of the 
Juvenile court are applying themselves and the work. 
is bearing that desirable négative fruit.

Source of Tears Completely Dried Up. 

No sentimentalist need go out to the John picgend 
repared to shed sentimental tears over the in- 
reaer adh 9 me prisoner pupil.

Those “Little Pauis” that come to the John 
Worthy school are dry of tears, if ever they've had 
any, The arrest by the truant officer, the mille of the 
Juvenile court, the probation officers’ separation of 
them from their families—if they’ve had families— 
and the cleaning up and vaccinating and the donning 
of blue prison uniforms and the clicking of locks in 
barred -doorse—most things are matters of course by 
the time school at the John Worthy begins. 

School houre at the John Worthy are the school 
hours té which they were accustomed—9 o'clock until 
12 and 1 oclock until 8:30 or a ttle later. There

But all the rest ie different—soe different to thousands 
who in the course of years have come and gone!

Good Food a Veritable Wonder Worker. 

Most of these children are in ragged, dirty cloth- 
ing, of which they are stripped for the school uniform, 
If the castoff clothing will bear cleaning up at all it is 
saved for the pupil till his dismissal. But often this 
sentence to the John Worthy, ranging from six months 
to two years, leaves the best of dlothing hopelessly 
outgrown. So many of these boys are underfed and 
lean that six months of having enough to eat rounds 
them out beyond all waist lines of Kniekerbockers and 
shirts. The substitution of systematic life for the 
wild, uncertain hours they may have left behind makes 
new boys of many of them. 

Luncheon may be the boy’s first meal in the sehool. 
He is assigned to a table squad under a captain and 
in the drill hall just off the dining room he forms in 
the double lines for his particular table, from which 
position he marches in to the notes Of the bugle and 
tap of the drum. ‘ 

He is assigned to his schoolroom im the afternoo 
and his place and his hours in the manual training 
school are given to him. ‘At the close of the school 
day, weather permitting, he marches to the great play- 
ground under oveshadowing walls, where with his fel- 
lows he has privileges little short of those he may 
have known in the city school outside, : 

Dark is the limit of the play hour in winter: 6:80 
o'clock is supper, and under oniinary conditions & 
o'clock is bedtime. This bedtime in the great white 
Jormitory is one of the most interesting of all the 
day’s routine. Under military march end discipline 
the captains of the companies lead the Way in, each 
boy dropping out as he reaches the foot of his single 
bed, where he stands at attention.

Silent Prayers Not Interrupted 


At a signal every boy strips off his jacket and 
folds it across the foot of his white bed, standing 
again at attention. Another signal and his ghirt is 
taken off, folded, and put in place. One after another 
garments are removed in the same order, put away 
like clockwork, and finally the great dormitory has its 
hundreds of boys in regulation night gowns, still at 
attention. 

Then another signal and every boy of them drops 
to his knees by the side of his bed, bowing In Bilent 
prayer. How realistic this is often is indicated when 
at the signal for rising and jumping into bed @ 
dozen or a score of these boys still may be @pon their 
knees. They are left there until the prayer is fin- 
ished. All night long three men are on wateh in the 
dormitory, sitting in chairs upon raised platforms com- 
manding the great room with its more than 300 beds. 

Seven o'clock is the hour for rising, and with the 


‘breakfast hour at 8 o'clock every poy of them is 


washed and combed and brushed for it—anj most of 
them have their appetites, too. The bun from the 
nearby bridewell bakery is a huge piece of bread,efresh 
baked and wholesome, but an average of six of these 
buns a day to each boy isn’t breaking a record by any 
means. 

In alternating squads boys are told off to bed- 
making in the dormitory, to table setting in the din- 
ing room, and to other of the household duties of the 
place. Forty of them under a boy comman\ler~ afe 
necessary to bedmaking, for example, and the beds afe 
models of military neatness. 

In the manual training department of the school 
those specialties covered by the city schoole are in- 
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stalled. A little later, in the new building with the 
50x160 foot gymnasium overhead, a new foundry, pat- 
tern room, woodworking shop, blacksmith shop, and. 
machine shop will be fitted up. A printing plant, too, 
will be established. 

In the departments of manual training @ new and 
encouraging system has been instituted by which the 
workers, producing salable articles of whatever kind, 
are stimulatej to their best endeavors through receiv- 
ing half the proeeeds of the sale of the article. A 
short time ago a lively youngster had $6.35 coming 
to him when his term expired, $1 of which he gave to 
@ boy who had been his chum for that period. 

In some respects the boy who goes to the present 
John Worthy school may have an advantage of the 
other boy who was not quite bold and bad enough to 
be committed. Many of these pupils are in bad phys- 
ieal condition and in the school they have the services 
of trained physicants and nurses, with up to date hos- 
pital room and appurtenances. Affected glands in the 
throat and adenoid growths in the nasal passageg are 
cut @way without charge, and a Jentist. looks aff gr the 
teeth of the youngsters in modern manner. 


There are four acres of garden ground in the 
school premises, looked after by boy worker# under 
supervision, In the bridewell and school preserves last 
year more than $1,600 worth of vegetables were grown, 
largely eabbages and turnips. It is tn this garden 
ground that Supt. Whitman has seen such possibilities 
for the John Worthy boy if the city finally shall de- 
cide to give over the Gage farm as a new site for a 
new Johan Werthy school. More than a year ago Mr. 
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Whitman discovered that he had about thirty boys 
who would take to farming, and he succeeded in plac- 
ing them on farms. Most of them are there yet, Uoing 
well.

Farm Solution for Many Problems. 


There are 235 acres of this old Gage farm on thé 
Desplaines river néar Riverside. If the city shall de- 
vote it to the uses of the John Worthy school Mr. 
Whitman looks to the change as one of the most im- 
portant in the problem of the juvenile incorrigible of 
the city schools... It will take the average boy frém 
his city environment so far that the thought and at+ 
tempt to escape will be removed largely. It will give 
him @ new insight into country life, with the chance 
of attracting him to it and from the vices of the city. 
Also it will take him from the close contact with the 
bridewell prison, while. making room in the present 
John Worthy school for many of the younger men who’ 
get bridewell sentences and who would be better for 
isolation from the more hardened criminal types. 


There have been some compengations in having 
the John Worthy schoo! in its city neighborhood, how- 
ever. One of the worst boys in the history of the 
school, who had been there three times and who at 
last had been disowned by his parents, finally got a 
line on himself. Mr. Whitman got a-job for him in a 
mercantile house, where the proprietor was willing to 
experiment if it didn’t cost him too much money. To 
accommodate this phase of the question a low salary 
was fixed upon—too low for the boy to live on out+ 
side. As a makeshift he was allowed to work outside 
and come back to the John Worthy dormitory to sleep, 
with a breakfast next morning before he started back 
to work.

School of Redemption Not Forgotten. 


For more than two months the young fellow 
availed himself of the privilege, saved his money, got 
a salary advance, and now has charge of the depart- 
ment in which he started as a green, cheap hand. His 
family finally took him back into the home, but as an 
indication of his feelings toward the school that re- 
deemed him the boy, now 19 years old, visits the 
school about two Sundays in the month. 


In that particular Jepartment of manual training 
where hammered metal is wrought into fancy design 
Miss Q’Brien had found difficulty in oxidizing copper 
to just the shades and tones desired.

He addressed 
the clerk by his first name and asked him to look after 
his suitcase until he came back. The clerk just as 
familiarly promised to do so and could not hide the 
pleasure of being addressed by his first name and in 
such a friendly and equal sort of way by the person 
who looked to be a man of the world.

Story Generally the Same for All. 
“See that man?’ the clerk asked in a whisper. 
“He is one of the best known men in Chicago. He is 
not a professional man at all. Nor is he a millionaire. 


, But he knows the leading professional men and a 


great many millionaires of this city. He was a hotel 
clerk at some of the biggest hotels in Chicago. When 
he comes into the loop district he is well known on 
every side. He made big money, too, for he is an 
excellent mixer, an engaging personality.” 

“Then what brought him here?’ the clerk was 
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certain schemes are addréssed by many of these ex- 
doctors, ex-chemists, or ex-lawyers. The price for ad- 
dressing is not much. It ranges anywhere from’ 73 
cents to $1 a thousand in accordahce with the manner 
the company wishes the addresses written.

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Vacations by Water—Down 


By Elliott Flower. 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER packet 
looked pretty good after the 
launches and skiffs and punts of 
the Yahara and the Rock rivers. 
There was something alluring in 
the idea of letting others do all 
the work and all the planning. 

True, I had not done any more of the work 

than had. been necessary up-to that time, 

but one really must do @ little hustling when 
there are dams to be portaged, and the plan- 
ning and scurrying for boats had kept me 
anxious. Then, too, a chance to sit in the 
shade and smoke in comfort would be an 
enjoyable change. I had been intimately ac- 
quainted with the sun for a long enough 
time to make a day or so of shade seem 
grateful. When you buy a ticket and board 

a boat making a regular run you thereupon 

pass all responsibility over to the captain 

and the pilot. I was willing they should have 
it for a day or so. 

Then came a shock. 

“Why don’t you go by 
canal? ’’ some one asked. 
your route a whole lot.’’ 

Visions of motor boats, and locks, and sun, 
and uncertain meals, and more persona! 

rianning danced before my eyes just as I was 
jooking forward to the luxury of perfect ease 
on the deck of a packet. I had forgotten 
about the Hennepin canal. It cuts across to 
the Illinois river from Rock Island. It would, 
therefore, cut off all of the Mississippi and 
part of the Illinois. In other words, it would 
eliminate all of the comfortable packet rid- 
jng. I did not regard the suggestion with 
favor, but I investigated. 
a 
Canal Uncertain for Small Boat. 

“The Hennepin canal is mighty uncertain 
for a small boat,’’ was the report I received. 
“The lock keepers do not have to let small 
boats through, unless in fleets of three or 
more, except morning and evening. Of 
course they may be obliging. It is altogether 
a matter of discretion with them whether 
they tie you up or let you through. If you 
carry a pocketful of cigars with you they 
are quite likely to be obliging, but a cranky 
one can hold you until evening unless two 
more boats come along in the meantime, 
There is always a chance that you will run 
across one who is feeling wrong.” 

I began to cheer up. Here was a valid 
reason for not trying the canal. 

“ Besides,” added my informant, “ you 
can't get through now anyhow. There isa 
broken lock only a short distance from 
Rock Island.”’ 

I took his word for it and bought a ticket to 
Buriington. There was at least one canai 
ahead of me anyhow, and I preferred the Mis- 
sissippi to another. 

It is, of course, possible to make the trip 
from Rock Isiand to Alton or St. Louis with- 

“out change of boats, but this is-not a daily 
run. A line between St. Paul and St. Louis 

stops at Rock Island, and there is also a 
boat plying between * Davenport [just across 
the river from Rock Island] and 8t. Louis, 
but I happened along at the wrong time for 
either. One of the difficulties of a waterway 
outing, if you are relying upon regular lines, 
is to make your boat connections just right. 
I failed to do it in this case. I could, how- 
ever, get a boat to Burlington and make 
connections there for Alton and St. Louis, 
and I decided upon that pian. This, from 
Rock Island to Alton, is a trifle less thana 
two and a half days’ trip. 

ae 
Boat Not Much for Luxury. 

The boat was no dream of luxury, but it was 
a bigimprovement upona skiff. The through 
packets are much better equipped from a 
passenger’spoint of view. Still, the passenger 
traffic on the river boats has become an insig- 
nificant detail of the business, and it nat- 
urally does not receive the consideration that 
ig did in earlier days. The railroads have 
taken the passengers. The river trip is de- 
lightful, so long as you can enjoy it from the 
deck, but the average man is now in too much 
of a hurry to use water transportation when 
he can catch a train. Occasionally, when 
conditions are just right, he may seek relief 
from the monotony of railroad travel by a 
short water trip, but he prefers the trainasa 
general rule. 

I imagine the passenger business is com- 
posed principally of those who are making 
short trips or long vacation excursions. The 
run from St. Louis to St. Paul and back, 
for instance, would be a nice week's outing, 
and there are, of course, excursion parties 
that make short trips. Indeed, I discovered 
later that a boat on one of the shorter lines 
may be taken off its regular run to furnisha 
day's outing for a sufficiently large party. 
This is nice for the party, but it is aggravat- 
ing to the man who expected the boat to make 
its usual trip and planned accordingly. 

However, all this is beside the question. My 
boat was going to make its regular run, and 
I was glad of it. 1 was also glad that the 
passengers were few in number, for it gave 
room for comfort on deck. I made myself 
comfortable. I did this about haif an hour 
before the boat was scheduled to start, which, 
of course, was nearly an hour and a half be- 
fore it actually started. But you must al- 
Ways be on time with the river boats, because 
8Ome day one of them may leave ontime. I 
do not understand that this has ever hap- 
pened, hut it may. 
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Arsenal Overworked as Topic. 

Just above us lay the arsenal, which is so 
beautifully located that it serves as a leading 
Point of interest for Rock Island, Davenport, 
and Moline. It is entirely proper to ask 
the stranger in any one of the three cities if 
he has seen the arsenai, and to unload sore 
of its history upon him, for it is on an island

low the third. 

Looking out over the river, it occurred to 
Me that it was fortunate I had not tried to 
make Rock Island from'’Milan in a smal! boat. 
Possibly it may not be difficult if one keeps 
Well inshore, but it certainly looked difficult. 
The current was so swift that the ferry boats 
Put on all steam and headed for St. Pau) or 
Some other point far up the river when they 
Started to cross KBy striving earnestly to 
reach St. Paul, they were able to make Daven- 
Port, just across the river, before the current 
Carried them to St. Louis. Here, also, | dis- 
Covered a new kind of waterway outing in 
this sign on one of the ferry boats: ‘ Ride 
all day on the upper deck for 10 eents.’’ What 
better than that de you want aya hot day? 
Make yourself comfortable op the upper 
deck, where you wil be out of the way, and 
Spend the day on the river for the price ofa 
car ride to the park! 

Passengers next. You can always find 
plenty of entertainment by studying your fel- 
low passengers. You may find an English 
tourist, You can tell an English tourist be- 
Cause he or she is always taking a constitu- 
Yonal. Having located the longest stretch 
. deck open to passengers, he or she, or both 

them, will walk rapidly back and forth jn a 
businesslike way for an hour or so.

An Eng- 
lish tourist's constitutional would present dif- 
ficulties on some of the river boats. Thereis 
plenty of room, but it is not laid out for prom- 
enades.

Methods Follow Old Course. 

If methods have changed any on the Mis- 
sissippi since the days of Mark Twain, I was 
unable to detect it. The boats are similar 
and the methods of handling freight the 
same. There are no cranes, so far as my 
observation went, and the loading and un- 
loading is still done*®by hand labor. And 
yet, there is one change, tod. Mark Twain, 
in his story of the old days, dwells particu- 
larly upon the picturesque profanity of the 
mates and I heard no profanity atall. Per- 
haps there was some, but it did not float up 
to the passenger deck and low voiced pro- 
fanity cannot be extremely effective in stim- 
ulating men. The whistle, apparently, was 
made to do duty forthe oath. When things 
seemed to lag there would be an impatient 
toot, and then the men would move with new 
fe. 

One thing that particularly impressed me 
was that I should not care to be a roustabout 
on the Mississippi. His life between stops is 
care free and joyous. He lies out on the for- 
ward freight deck and sings or jokes, occa- 
sionally having the accompaniment of a ban- 
jo, but he gets all that is coming to him In 
the way.of work when astopis made. The 
weights that he handles are simply astonish- 
ing. Occasionally a truck is used and-now 
and then there Is something that calls for 
chain handle bars and half a dozen men, but 
pretty nearly everything is carried on and 
off the boat on the back of man. After an 
hour of this labor—the hardest and most ex- 
hausting toil, in which there was not one 
instant of relaxation—a negro came back up 
the gangway dancing a jig all the way. He 
had been one of that continuous procession 
back and forth, loaded apparently to the limit 
of his strength each way, and he was soaked 
with perspiration, but he jigged himself up 
the gangplank as if he felt the need of exer- 
cise, and a few minutes later, stretched out 
on the freight deck, his spirits found ven\ 
in song. 

At Muscatine {t was dark, and I was sur- 
prised to see a launch of some size put out 
into the river without lights, Later I saw a 
good deal of that dangerous launch riding 
in the dark without lights, especially on the 
Illinois river. At New Boston we tied up 
for the night. 

‘What's the reason? ’’ I asked. 

“©, was the reply, “‘ there are two or three 
places below that we don’t want to make so 
late, and nobody wants to get to Burlington 
until morning, anyway.’

Trolley Might Aid Discovery. 

Nobody does—principally because nobody 
ean. There is certainly no hurry on the 
Mississippi. But some day a trolley line 
will come along there and then it may be 
discovered that there are people who do want 
to get to Burlington before morning. How- 
ever, it is tie up at New Boston for the night 


now. 

Navigating on the Mississippi seems to be 
largely a matter of tacking back and forth 
and making a landing is a good deal like an 
intricate figure in a waltz quadrille, be- 
cause of the current. The old, natural land- 
marks by .which pilots steered in Mark 
Twain's day have given place to regulation 
posts and lights, but it seems to be still a 
matter of steering for a certain spot on one 
shore and then for acertain spot on the other, 
and I understand the channel shifts now just 
as it did then. 

From New Boston to Alton, with a change 
of boats at Burlington, the trip was much 
the same as it had been from Burlington/to 
New Boston. It was enjoyable, but there was 
no river feature of sufficient novelty to call 
for comment. There is sometimes a problem 
as to whether a man and his sultcase can 
both get into his stateroom at the same time, 
and one is disposed to wonder what happens 
when two people are assigned to a room, but 
these are mere incidental matters, 
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forget it in some time. A room witha bath 
looked to me like the one best bet just then, 
and, after some consideration, the clerk de- 
cided that it was possible to give me one. It 
was a large room with a tub in one corner. 
About the time I was ready to retire it oc- 
curred to me that a little ice water would 
be real nice, but there was no bell button. 
A man who has just emerged from a bath 
is not exactly in coypdition to go to the office 
for water or anything else. I reluctantly 
dressed myself and went out and called my 
order down the elevator shaft. I eghall, as 
I say, remember Burlington. But it’s a gvod 
town, at that; I merely had my usual luck 
in getting a wrong combination.

River Fronts Much Alike. 

Between Burlington and Alton landings 
were made at Dallas City, Fort Madison, 
Nauvoo, Keokuk, Warsaw, Alexandria, Can- 
ton, La Grangp, Quincy, Hannibel, Louisi- 
ana, and Clarksville, but the water front of 
one river town is much like the water front 
of another. As a general thing, it consists of 
boats, barges, landings, and one street, 
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Don’t forget the hill. If you have to climb 
it. you certainly will not. At Quincy the 
easiest way to get from the town to thedock 
is to roll, and Alton is all one large hill. 
Wherevpr I had to go in Alton. and I did con- 
siderable tramping about, it was always up- 
hill, 

And I had other troubles at Alton. It was 
not the right day for the regular boat to 
Peoria, so I engaged a launch to make an 
early morning start. In the early morning, 
however, it was raining and blowing. The 
captain assured me that this made no differ- 
ence to him, but it did tome. One soaking 
seemed quite sufficient forthetrip. Further- 
more, he would only take me to Kampsville 
or Hardin on the Illinois, and It looked like a 
renewal of the town to town method of travel 
by which I had come down the Rock river, 
with the chances in favor of the regular boat 
reach Peoria before I did. In view of the 
cir ces the regular boat was good 
enough for me, and the regular boat started 
from 8t. Louis. I went after it, 
that I might as well start with the boat as 
wait for it at Alton 

The trip from St. Louis to Peoria, 238 miles, 
occupies twenty-nine hours, if the boat is on 
time, and is in most of its details similar to 


the i trip. There is the changing 
scenery, of course, but oneriver boat is much - 
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like another. The blu. at ¢ ‘rence to 
the Ilifmels, some miles above Alton, are 
especialy noteworthr. and there is another 
noteworthy feature just beyond them This 
is Calhéun county.

Wonders of Calhoun County. 


Possibly you never knew that there was 
anything extraordinary about Calhoun coun- 
ty, but there is. First, there is not e rallroad 
in the county, and the inbabitants are proud 
of this distinction.

ehurch with resounding scng. 

-D. B. Towner, the singing evangelist, ren- 
Gers one of his simple, tender hymns. The 
pastor begins to preach. His text is: “Ifl 
had my way.” It was supplied by a maga- 
gine editor. ‘The editor wished Dr. Dixon to 
‘end him an article on that subject. But 
when the article came it proved here and 
there to be too radical for the editorial 
judgment and was returned with a request 
for revision. As Dr. Dixon would not com- 
promise on his ideas he keeps the article as 
it was written and gives it to the crowded 
Sunday evening Moody church audience. And 
as he tells his several thousand hearers 
what he would do if he were king, what he 
would do if he were world pope and arbiter 
of destinies, hearty amens from gallery and 
main floor emphatically echo his views. 

.There is a genial, wholesome, hospitable, 
warm-hearted atrnosphere. in the Moody 
You feel that of a truth “ Ever wel- 
come” to this house of God, as the church 
motto has it, “ are’strangers and the poor.’ 
And there is an atmosphere of zealous indus- 
try. In the audience are many whom your 
imagination easily can picture as having 
been uplifted from lower to distinctly higher 
Jevels of living. They seem to have come 
from the highways and byways and to have 
found a home for their souls. And this sup- 
position is readily borne out by the facts of 
the Moody church history.

Little wonder. It could not well be other- 
wise, with the historic evangelical ardor of 
the church ever ceaselessly in activity. 
There are nine different services in the 
“Moddy church every Sunday. There is a 
prayer meeting in the church office every 
noon during the week. There is at least one 
additional service every week day, and on 
Tuesday and Thursday there are four addi- 
tional! services. On Sunday, besides the nine 
indoor services there are five open air meet- 
ings at Wells street and Chicago avenue, at 
Walton place and Washington square, at 
Clark street and Chicago avenue. at Clark 
and Ohio streets. at Clark anc ifrie streets. 

On Monday there ts an open air Christian 
Endeavor meeting in front of the church. 
On Tuesday there is a Christian Endeavor 
meeting at North avenue and Clark street. 
Wednesday noon there is an outdoor meet- 
ing opposite the city hall on Washington 
Street. At 4 on the same day there is a

nue. and at 7 in the evening of the same day 
a friendly class is conducted In front of the 
church. 

There is also time for a church <ocial on 
Tuesday evening. The basement assembly 
Tooms are decorated in white and yellow. 
There are flowers. cake, cream, and a lec- 
ture. The pastor, by special request, de- 
livers his lecture. *‘ Europe Througn Green 
Glasses."" The festive churchgoers mirth- 
fully enjoy it. Forall whom it hurts to laugh 
have been gently cautioned to keep away and 
out of danger.

Moody church zeal has devised many novel 
enterprises for promoting the colossal insti- 
tution founded by the celebrated and good 
and great Dwight L. Moody. There ts the 
Enlistment league. It is governed by a 
committee appointed under the direction of 
the Men's bible class. Says Thomas E. Ste- 
vens, the chairman: ‘‘ The United States cen- 
sus reports for 1900 ‘one person in every 
five of our population is a young man be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 39. irclusive.’ Un- 
doubtedly this ratio still holds good, and if so 
it means that there are at this moment, 1909, 
not-by estimate but by actual count,: over 
16,000,000 young men in the United States. 


~Of this vast number 400,000 live in Chicago, 


and fuily 28,000 in the two wards, the Twen- 
ty-first and Twenty-second, of which the 
Moody church is approximately the geo- 
graphical center. 

“ Here is a fact vastly more surprising and 
portentous. As against ove: 40 per cent of 
aur population as a whole enrolled in various 
churches, there are only about 10 per cent of 
these 16,000,000 young men identified with 
any form of Christian work, Protestant or 
Catholic. This means that less than 2,000,000 
young men in the United States, less than 
50.000 in Chicago, less than 3,000 in these two 
Wards, are professed Christians, and even of 


this number fully one-half are comparatively 


inactive or wholly indifferent. It is probably 
safe to say that not more than one young 
man in every ten is even a nominal Chris- 
tian; and’if so, what shall we say of the other 
nine? Where are the 14,000,000 in our coun- 
try, the 850,000 in Chicago, the 25,000 under 
the shadow of this church, far famed for its 
evangelistic zeal? 

“ Which is making the largest bid for the 
young man, the churches or the saloons? 
There are thirty-two churches in these two 
Wwarads. This means about one church to 
every S75 young men. On the other hand, 
there are 513 saloons open day and night, 
running full blast seven days in the week— 
one saloon to every 55 young men, to say 
nothing of the innumerable slaughter houses 
of mankind that ply their trade on every 
side.’’ 

— 

The enlistment league has been organized, 
first, ‘gto enlist as far as possible every 
niember of the class in definite soul winning 
work; and, second, to help increase the 
permanent mem bership of the class by going 
out into the ‘highways and hedges’ and 
compelling them to come in by scattering 
tracts and cards of invitation everywhere; 
by heiping to train the members of the men’s 
bible class to become personal workers. 

“We purpcse, God helping us, to bring as 
Many unconverted men into the class as we 
can, possibly get, using every legitimate 
means that our members can devise; not for 
the sake of building up the class numerically, 
but with the one object in view of converting 
the souls cf these men and helping them to 
become in turn fishers of men. Willingness 
to learn God's will in all the relations of 
life, and to glorify him by bringing as many 
others as possible into right relations with 
him—these two things are all that are re- 
auired of candidates for membership in the 
league." 4 

The Moody church men's bible class is a 
famous bible class. And it hasan interestng 
story.

According to John H. Hunter, the teacher, 
'$#t was first arganized about 1905 as the boys’ 
@tass, No. 61. During the fall of 1800 the 
Class decided that the time had come to 
‘branch ott into a larger work for the young 
Wien of the north side of Chicago. Ata special] 
‘meeting of the class organization was de- 
eided upon. anda brief and simple constitu- 
tion wae adopied. It was called the working 
Dboys’ bible class. The class began to grow

“twenty to twice that number. The class-

“@ach week so as to provide a-social meeting 
“piace for the members, and healthy reading 
fenter Was supplied.

Educationa! facilities for the promising 
boy were better in Middlebury, Vt., than in 
Orange, Mass., and the family moved to Mid- 
diebury to give Abner the opportunities his 
avid mind craved. ‘he old daguerreotypes 
show him to have been a handsome lad with 
the large, clear eyes which throughout his 
Jife have been the most characteristic feature 
of his strong face.

**Honor Man" of His Class. 


Abner read the classics in Middlebury col- 
lege. was acimitted by the faculty for his 
Scholarship and fina)ly was graduated in 1866 
ae “honor -man.’” The slender young man 
®Weering the high hat, flowing tie, ruffied 
shirt. and spring bottomed pantaloons of the 
beriod received his roll of parchment before 
admiring relatives and friends and doubt- 
Jess with the flamboyant oratory of youth 
Which flames from high school and college 


~*ommencement platforms in. the United 


States every June. , 

His life as a scholar had led Abner to 
eonsider devoting himself to education in- 
Mead of going out to give and take hard 
Knocks in places far removed from the 
Quietude of the college campus. His record 
43 @ scholar stood him in goo¢!stead and soon 
@fter leaving college he became héad pro- 

r in the Newton academy at Shoreham, 
. where he taught the cardinal virtues to 
© young men under his charge and sought 
to appear as a living example. It was lucky 
for his peace of mind that no ca8ter of hor- 
8Copes happened along to point out to the 
Beung professor the humiliation that was to 
&€crue to him in a felon’s cell in 1909. 
A visit to the west to see his mother during 
school vacation in 1867 led the young 
Man's feet into the paths of the law which 


Was destined to be one of the mile posts 
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the road of his life’s undoing. He came 
Chicago and stucted law in J. L. Stark’s 
. being admitted to partnership upon his 
Mémission to the bar. Upon the death of Mr. 
Abner succeeded him in business in 
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forward interested himself in real estate 
deals and investments. Often relatives were 
interested with him. He came to be consid- 
ered a fairly successful man in a conserva- 
tive way, judged by money standards. 

Thirty-one years ago Abner moved into 
the house at 15 Aldine square, where he lived 
until the day last week when he walked out 
across the threshold to exchange the com- 
fort of his well stocked library and the com- 
panionship of his faithful wife for the humili- 
ation of Joliet. Aldine square, perhaps, is the 
quaintest neighborhood in Chicago. It has 
the flavor of the old residence squares of Lon- 
don in its carefully preserved originals of the 
architecture of the ’70s. 

The work of Smith as a lawyer and real es- 


tate man during the years preceding 
his elevation to the bench—an honor 
almost reverential in the eyes of peo- 


ple of New England training—was without 
criticism. Indeed, to read the campaign lit- 
erature sent out when he was running for 
the judgeship, one might be led to suppose 
that his life was a mode! of probity. 

For ten years, 1893-1903, Smith served as 
judge of the Circuit court, judging his fel- 
low men and, from the Criminal court bench, 
sentencing upwards of 150 of them to the 
Joli& penitentiary, little dreaming that he 
was doomed to follow and keep them com- 
pany under sentence from another judge. He 
was known as a stern judge and was a ter- 
ror to criminals, although, when up for re- 
election, the campaign literature termed him 
‘‘merciful.’” His manner of lecturing men 
was harsh and criminals strove bitterly to 
avoid being tried before him. He preached 
that they should have considered the conse- 
quences of crime before they committed it, 
and that they had scant claim to leniency. 


New Bank at No Time Solvent. 


His career as a banker started three years 
ago with the organization of the Bank of 
America, an institution in which he was as- 
sociated with Gustav I’. Sorrow, a finan- 
cier with @ checkered history of ventures 
and failures. It was the idea of Smith, Sor- 
row, and others associated with them to 
have branch receiving stations for deposits 
in drug stores, but the project didn't go 
through because it was too palpably illegal. 
Then the bank went forward along what 
looked like ordinary lines until it was learned 
that it was insolvent the day it started. its 
life was about two months. 

When the failure was followed by charges 
of crookedness Smith straightened his back 
as an ex-judge of the Circuit court might 
be expected to have a right to do and was 
mightily insulted. The piling up of proof 
had no effect in disturbing his attitude. In 
fact a good many persons today believe that 
Smith wondered that anybody could have 
the temerity to call him to Ey for doing
